Noijr, for the 
Land it felf, he found it §ood zrA flourifliing with many excellent com- 
ipodities, plentiful in all kmds of provifion, the foil rich and fertile, the 
Air fweeft and temperate, the Havens very fafe and commodious, feveral 
Towns and little Villages fcattered up and down in the feveral pms <>f 
the Country^ but the building fo poor and contemptible, as when that 
King arrival at Dublin their chief City, and finding there neither place fit 
for receipt or entertainm^t, (/) he fet up a long hode made of fmoorhed 
wattles after the manner of the Country, and therein kcpt^ his Chriftmas.

{£) Moreover ^ fojiiKl like wife by feveral monuments of piety^ and other 
remarkable teftimoiiic^, that Chriftian Religion had been long fince intro- 
duced and planted among the inhabitants of the land. ]^ is not certainly 
without fome good grounds' affirmed by ancient writei^ that in the fourth 
age after the incarnation of our bleflea Lord and Saviour, fome holy and 
karned men came over out of foreign parts into Ireland^ out c^ their 
pious defires to propagate the blefled Gofpel throughout the Kingdom, as 
Sedullusy PalkdiHSj and befides feveral others, Patricius the famous Jrifo 
Saint, ( a Britain bom at a jpkce now called Kirk-Patrick near GJafcow in 
Scotland^ then the utmoft boundary of the Britains dominions in thofe 
parts,) wha out of meer devotion came and fpent much of their time a- 
mong the Irifiy and out of thek zealous aficdions for the convcrfion of a 
barbarous people applied themfelves with great care and induftry to the 
inffan&ing of them in the true grounds and principles of Chriftian Reli- 
gion. And with i&x great fiiccei^ and fuch unwearied endeavours did St. 
Patrick travel in this work, as (if we will give credit yy Ibme writers) we 
muft bdieve that the Church of ArniaA.^t& by him ereded into an 
Archiepifeopal See, three hundred and fifty Biihops confecrated, g^t 
numbers of Clergy-men inftituted, who (^notwithftanding the notorious 
impiety and continued propbanene^ of the comipon forte? people) being 
moft of them Monks by vow and profefiion^ of gi?eat learning, very ai|« 
flcreaod ftrift in their difeipline^ were fo much taken notice of in thofe 
xude ignorant times, by other Nations, as in i:e^>eft of them fome g^n^e

and even the very prmts and characters thereof among the very Cler^ 
t^emfelvcs obliterated 3 jthc life of tlie people fo beaftly, their manners io 
depraved and barbarous, as that King /j^^tk? when he entertained the firfl: 
thoughts of transferring his Arms over into Inland^ (jf) made fiiit unto the 
Pope, that he. would give him leave to go and conquer, v&'e^f^, and re- 
duce thofe beaftly men unto the way of truth. Anfwerable whereunto 
was the tenor of Pope Adrians Bull, as appears at large in Parijienfis^ where- 
by he gave him liberty to go over and lubdue th^ Irijb Nation. A fuffi- 
cientdemoiiilratipn ot the condition of that people, and what opinion was 
held of them, as well by the holy Father the Pope as oU^cr Princes. And the 
King at his aiiiv&l found them no other dian a beaftly people iqdeed : For the 
Inhabitants: were generally devoid of all manner of civility, gov^ned by 
no fettled law, Uving like beafts, biting and devouring one another, with- 
out all rules, quftomj, or reafonable conftitutions, either for radiation of 
Property, or againft open force and violence, moft notorious murthew, 
. rapes, robberies, and all other a£ts of inhumanity and.barbarifin,j, i^ing 
without contrgul or due courfe of puniihfnent. Whereupon, h(^ with-

Now luthoug^ thefe, ^md all other couries were taken 
by them, which might reclaim itich as fcemed rany ways inclinable to 
civility, or woukl take- out Charter^ of Denization $ yet (uch ever \^^as, 
aiid ftiU^ the roU^h rebellious difpofition of the people, their hatred fb' 
knpibicable, ^ir malipe fo una^^fable to all the E^UJb Nation, as^ no 
Laws or gehtle Conflitiitions would work, no publidk benefits, temper, 
or' any traft of time reconcile and draw them to any tolend>le patience of 
cohabitation : But they have in aU times continued to take all advantages 
' as w^ fince they were admitted into the condition of Su|>jeds, 4ii ^hile 
thjcy wece' dieemed m& treated as enemies ,moft perfidbnfly, to rife up and 
imbrue their hands in the blood of their iS^iS^.Neighbours^ So as irelMd 
ha^ long remained a true J^eJSama^ a field of blood, an unlariated feoul* 
chcr of the EfigUfi Nation, (f ) For what by reafbn of their own ihteftinc 
broils, after they had (as foion they did, when they bqgan to admit the 
^itermixtoie of the /r^) moft barbaroufly degenerate into dl their 4nan- 
ndsand olftotns v^nd whatiby icafon of the cruel hatred and mifchfevous 
anempts of ^tho ifir(/£ uponjthem: We fhall not find tha( the £»r|/^,

buftions and troubles, (b extremely harraflcd and over-worn with mifeiy, 
^s they were not long likely to furvive the univerlal calamity that h^d over- 
spread the fece of the whole Kingdom. 

Whereupon that blefled Queen, out of her pious intentions, and good The 
affcflrions to her people, applied her felf with great care to redrcfs the Roy^i ^n- 
diforders of her Subjras in Ireland. And in the very beginning of her ^^^^^^^n 
Reign, fending over prudent and religious Govemours, the work of£//^for 
Reformation was much advanced, by many wholfome Laws enafted a-thcredu- 
gainfl: the barbarous Cuftoms of the Irijb > and the execution of Juftice ^*"S ^^ 
(which a long time continued within the limits of the Pale) began now^'**''" 
to be extended into Conmughty Ulfter^ and other remote Parts of the Land 
at fbmc intervals of quiet times. The IriJb Countries were reduced into 
Shires j and Sheriffs, with fome other Minifters of Juftice placed in them : 
The pretended Captainfhips, and thofe high powers ufurped by the Irijby 
together with all the extortions, and other fearful exotbitancies incident 
to them, were now put into fuch a way of declination, as they could 
not long continue. Seignories and Polleifions were fettled in a due courfe 
of Inheritance j thofe moft deftruftive cuftoms of {a) Taneftry and Gavet- 
kind begun to be depreflcdj The two Prcfidential Courts of Munfter and 
Connaugbt were then inftituted, and fpecial order taken that Fiee-fehools 
might be ereded in thefeveral Diocefles throughout the Kingdom, for 
the better training up of Youth. But thefe afts, and other couiies tendings 
to the advancement of true Religion, and Civility, were highly dif^lea- 
fing, and moft incompatible with the loofe humours of the Natives, who 
apprehended even the moft gentle means of reformation, as ftiarp corro- 

^ (4) The LancM belonging to the Jrijh, were divided into feveral territories^ and the Inhabitants 
in every Mjh Country were divided into feveral Septs or Lineages— in every Irijk Country, 
there was a Lord or Chieftain, anda Tanift; which was his Succeflbr apparent. None couU 
be chofen "tanift, but one iffued out of the chief Septs— —The Seignory and Lands belong-

Septs, and having put all their polTeffions together in hotch potch, made a new partiuon 
among them, not aiffigning to the Son of him that died, the Land held by his Father, but 
altering every mans pofleOion at his own pleafure, and according to his own difcretion j He^ 
upon the death of every inferiour Ten^flt, made a general remove, and fo allotteid to 
every one of the Sent fuch part as he thought fit.

Several plots were laid, fomc even by thofe who wqrc themiyves 
of the old Englijh by extradion : Divers IjLebellions and petty Revolts rat- 
fed duriiig Her Majefty^s moft happy Reign : That of Shan O Nealj the 
Eiirl of Defmond^ Vifcount BaUip^s^, O Burh^ and fcveral others at other 
times, were all fet on foot for this very cridj and all timely fupprcfled, 
partly by the power of the Queen's fprces^ partly by her gracious favour 
in receiving the Chieftains ,to mercy. And fhe, as n^oft unwearied with 
their never ceafing provocations, ftill ^ent on with all gentle applications' 
and lenitives, for the withdrawing of the people from their barbarous^ 
cuftoms : As feveral of the great t-orcjs who t^ad bfen out in Rebellion, 
were reftored to th^ir lanc^ and' pofleilloi^, pthcrs ihe (u0cred to enjoy their 
Commands in. the Country, upon c^^ers Ac beftowcd new titles of Ho- 
nour. And being viery unwilhng tp put the Kingdom, oi England to (uch 
an excefliive charge, as the full conqueft of Ireland would moft neceflarily 
require i no fiiir means were left untried, that could minifter any hopes of 
civilizing the people, or fettling the prefent diftraftions pf the Kingdom. 
The But all was in vainj the matter thep wrought upon was not fiifceptiblc 
/w/Z?nottoQf j^jjy fm^jj noble forms, thofe ways were heterogeneal, and had no man- 
claimed by ^^^ ot influence upon the perverfed^fpodStions of the Irijh: the malignant 
gentle imprcffions of irreligion and bartariCn , tranfmittcd down, whether hy 
means, infufion from their anceftors, or natural generation, had irrefragably ftif^- 
ned their necHs, and hardned their hearts againft all the moil pPwcrfiil 
endeavours of Reformation : They continued one and the &me in all their 
wicked cuftoms and inclinations, without change in their afFe£tions or man- 
ners,' having their eyes enflamed, their hearts enraged with malipe and hatred 
againft aU of the Englijh Nation, breathing forth nothing but their ruin, 
^^^^^.^ dcftnifl-jon, axulutter esuirpation. 
rebeUion. And that thcy might at once dif-impefter themfelves of their unpleafing 
company, and disburthen the whole Kingdom of them and their pofterity, 
they ftiU entertained new thoughts, and had now brought unto perfection 
a defign long meditated in their breafts, whereby they refblved at once 
. clearly to refeue and deliver themfelves fix>m their iubjeaion to the Crown 
of England. And this was that desperate Rebellion raifed almoft through 
the whole Kingdom, by Hugh Earl of Tyrone^ who after titles of Hoiiotir, 
received a command given by the Queen unto him both of Horie and

throughout the Kingdom, into rcbeBton againft his moft gracious undoubted 
Sovereign. And thefe aU, as being univerfilly aftuated with the venemous 
infufions of his malevolent fpirit, uniting their whole interefts and forces 
into a firm conjuni9:ure with hiln, raifed sill their dependants, and moved 
in fever jJi places according to the feveral orders and dire6tions they re- 
ceived frotn him 5 and to fill up the full meafiire of his iniquity, he drew in 
foreign Nations at the fame time With confideratole forces to invade the land. . 

So as the Queen now found By wofiil experience, that Ireland was no The ill cf-^ 
longer to be dallied with, one Rebellion ftill begot another, and this Jaft ^f^^ ®! 
was more dangerous than any of the former, it &ing niorc deeply rooted, ^l^j " , 
more generally fpread within the Kingdom, more poweifuUy fomented of thc/ri>. 
from without. She wdl difcerned bow much her great clemency had been 
abufed infuflfering former rebellions to be fmothered over and loofely piec- 
ed up with protc£kions and pardons 5 that the .receiving of the Irifif upon 
their fiibmiflions, to avoid the charge of a' War, did inevitably redouble 
the charge, and perpetuate themiferies of war: Therefore fhe now refolved 
no longer to trifle with them, but vigoroufly to let to the work, and making 
choice of fome of her mdft renowned EngUJh commanders, committed to 
their charge the condiid of an Artriy Royal, complcatly armed, and well 
paid, wherewith they began the prbfccution of that Arch- traitour Tyrone^ 
and with great fucce^ in afhort time, though hot without the cxpencerf 
much EngUJh blood, and above a million of money, brought him upon his 
knees. Aiid howfbever before this glorious work was fiuly accomplifhed," 
it pleafcd God to piit a period to her. days, yet lived (he long enough to 
(ee ^uft vengeance brought down upon the head of that unnatural ai« 
fturber of the peace of the Kingdom, himfelf in a manner wholly deferted, 
his Country moft milerably wafted, and a general defolation and famine

/^,^ ^e, !^ their own l^nds. A work moft munificent in it felf, and luch as he had reafon 
bels, and to bclicvc would for the time to come perpetually oblige their obedience 
his cndca- to the Crown of England. And in this ftate, the Kingdom continued 
cWu'^Rc^ under fomc indificrent terms of peace and] tranquility, until the fixth year 
fomatt ^f ^^ Reign : Then did the Eaii of Tyrfme take up new thoughts of ri- 
on. fing in arms, and into his Rebellious defign he cafily drew the whole Pro- 

vince of Vljfer^ then entirely at his devotion > but his plot failed} and 
he finding himfelf not able to get together any confiderable forces , he 
with the principal oif his adherents, quitting the Kingdom, fled into 
Spain^ leaving fome bufie incendiaries to foment thoie beginnings he had 
laid for a rfew Rebellion in Ireland^ and promifing fpeedily to return well 
attended with foreign fuccours to their aid : But by the great blefling of 
Almighty God upon the wife Coupfels of that King, ana the careful en- 
deavours of his vigilant Miniflers, the diflempers occafioned by the noife 
of that commotion were foon allayed, and Tyrone never returning, the 
peace of the Kingdom much confirmed and fettled. King James here- 
upon being now fb juftly provoked by the high ingratitude of thofe 
rebellious Traitours, caufcd their Perfons. to be Attainted, their Lands 
to be feized, and thofe fix Counties within the Province of Uljier'^hich 
belonged unto them, to be furveyed, and "^all (except fbme fmall parts 
of them referved to gratifie the well affeded Natives) to be diflributed 
in certain proportions among Britijh undertakers, who came over and fet- 
tled themfelves and many other Britijh. families ia thofe parts: By this 
means the foundations of fbme sood Towns, foon after encompafled 
with flone- walls, were pre&ntly laid, feveralCaftles and Houfes^of fhength 
built in feveral parts of the Country, great numbers of Britijb Inhabi- 
tants there fettled, to the great comfort and fecurity of the whole 
^Kingdom. And the fame courfe was taken likewife for the better 
flffiirance of the peace in the Country, in the plantation of feveral parts 
of Leinjer^ where the Irijh had made incurfions, and vioiently expelled 
the o\a Englijh out of their pofleffions. But howfoever the King was by 
due courfe of law juftly intituled to all their whole Eflates there | yet he 
was gracioufly pleafed to take but ofie fourth part of their Lands, which 
ws|s delivered over likewife into the hands ot Britijb Undertakers, who 
with great coil and much induftry planted themfelves fb firmly, as they 
became of great fecurity to the Country, and were ^ moft fpecial means

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Moreover the Romiih Cathcdicks now privfltdy enjoyed the free ex- 1641. 
crcife of their Religion throughout the whole Kingdom, according; to the ^^^JST^ 
Do6trine of the Church oi R$me. They had by the over great indulgence p^.^ 
of the late Govemours^ their tuukr Arch-Bifhops, Bifliops, Vicars-general, permitted 
Provincial Confiftories, Deans, Abbots, Priors, Nuns, who all lived free- privaccJy 
ly, though fomewhat covertly among them, and without controul, exer- ^^ ^^i°y 
cifed a voluntary jurifiiiftion over tl^m j they had their Pricfts, Jcfuits, £3^^ J^ 
and Fryars, who were of late. Years exceedingly multiplied, and in great of their 
numbers returned out of Spain^ Itat% and other foreign parts, where the Religion, 
Children of the Natives of Ireland that way devoted, were fcnt ufiially to 
receive their Education. And thefe without any manner of rcftraint, had 
quietly fettled themfelves in all the chief Towns, Villages, Nobfcmenand 
private Gentlemens houfes throughout the Kingdort. So as the private; 
exercife of all their religious Rites and Ceremonies was freely enjoyed by 
them, without any manner of difturbance, and not any of the Laws put 
in execution, whereby heavy penalties were to be inflfifted upon tranfi* 
grcflbrs in that kind. ^ . 

And for thp ancient animofitics and hatred which the Irijb had been J^^ 
ever obferved to be^ unto the. EngUJh Nation, they fecm«d now ta be i?^^. 
quite depofited and buried in a firm conglutination of their affe6tions and between 
national obligations pafled between them. The two Nations had now the infl^ 
liv«d together forty Years in peace, with great fecurity and comfort, J.^^.^'^^: 
which had in a manner confolidated them into one body, knit atid com- p{rts^of 
parted together with all thofe bondis and ligatures of friend/hip, aliianccj the King- 
and con&nguinity, as might make up a conftant and perpetual Union be- <iow. 
twixt them. Their intermarriages were frequent, goflipred, foftering (re- 
lations of much dearnefs among the Irijh) together with all others "of te- 
nancy, neighbourhood, and fervice interchangeably pHi^d among them.^: 
Nay, they had made as it were a kind of mutual tranfmigration into each ^ 
others manners, many Englijb being ftran^ely degenerated into Irifi af- 
fections and cuftoms > and many Irijh^ efpecially of the better fort, having ;

And fo great an advantage did they find by the 
EngUJh commerce and cohabitation in the profits and high improvements 
of their Lands and native Commodities, fo incomparably beyond what 
they ever formerly enjoyed, or could expeft to raife by their own proper - 
induftry, as Sir PheUm O Nealymd many others of the prime Leaders in 
this Rebellion, had ndt long before turned their IriJh Tenants off their 
Lands, as fomc of them faid to me (when I' enquired the reafon of their 
fo doing) even to ftarve upon the Mountains, while they took in Englifby 
who were able to give them much greater rents, and more certainly pay 
the fame.

HiEreupon the Lords took prcfent order to have a Watch privately 
fet upon the lodging of Mac-Mahon^ as alfo upon the Lord. Afo^- - 
Guire^ and lb they fate up all that night in confultation^ having far ftronccr 
prefumptims upon this latter examination taken, than any ways at firft .they 
could entertain. The Lords Juftices upon a further confideration (there 
' being come unto them earl^ next morning feveral other of the Privy Coun- 
cil) lent before day, and feized upon Mae-Mahon^ then with his Servant i/i^^-Ua^ 
in his own lodging j they at fifft made fome little refiftance with their ^m taken, 
drawn fwords, but finding themfelves over-maftered, prefently yielded, and 
fo they were brought betore the Lords Juftices and Council ftill fitting 
at the Lord Borlace"^ Houfe : Where upon examination he did without 
much diflSculty confefe the Plot refblutely, telling them, That on that veiy 
day all the Forts and ftrong Places in Ireland would be taken. That hq 
with the Lord Mac-Cuire^ Huj^ Birn^ C^^t. Brian O JV^^/, and feveral other . 
/fi^ Gentlemen, were come up exprefly to fiirprize the Caftle of ■0«M»/|?Jj^^'^" 
That twenty Men out of each County in the Kingdom were to be here to 
joyn with them. That all the Lords and Gentlemen in the Kingdom that 
were Papifts were engaged in this Plot. That what was that day to be 
done in other parts of the Country, was fo far advanced by.^t time, as 
it was impoflible for the wit of Man to prevent it j and withal told them, ' 
That it was true^ they had him in their power, and njight ufe him how 
they pleafed, but he was fiire he fhould be revenged. 

By this time the noife of this Confpiracy began to be confofedly Ipread 
abroad about the Town, and advertifetnent was brought unto the Lord^ 
Juftices then in Council, that great numbers of flrangcrs had been ob- 
ferVcd to come the laft Evening, and in the Morning early unto the 
Town^ and moft of them to fet up their horfes in the^burte: Where- ^ 
upon the Lords having in the firft place taken order for the apprehdi- ]^^®^^®^^^ 
fion of the Lord Mac-Guire^ removed themfelves for their better ^fecuri* ^ith feve- 
ty unto tfaeCaflle^ where the body of the Council then in Town attend- ral other 
cd them at the ordinary place of their meeting there. Iii the firft placc^^ ^^®. 
they caufed a prefent tearcH to be made for aU fuch Horfes belonging to^^^^^^^* 
firangers as were brought into any Inns^ and by that means they dSco-ed.

Thefe falfe Rumours being unluckily fpread, and by Come fo- 
mented out of evil ends, exceedingly iricrea(ed the prefent difltrai^ions of 
the People, and raifed fuch a panick fear among them, as about (even of 
the Clock at Night, the Lords Juftices and (bme of the Council being 
then in the Council-Chamber within the Caftle, there came in to them a 
lOentlenuin of good quality, who having not without much difficulty, as 
-he pretenc^, recovered the Gate of the CaiUe, caufed the Warders then 
•attending tOrdraw up the Bridge, afTuring them that the Rebels gathered 
together in ^great numbers, had already poflefftd themfelves or a good 
part of the .Town, and came now with great (iiry marching down the 
Street that 'leads dire&ly towards the Caftle-Gace. But this fear was 
quicUy removed by Sir Francis fFUkughby^ who being that day made Go- 
vemour of the Caftle, cauied the Draw-Bridge to he let down, and fo

ffl^en the hwr ap^oachody which pas deJlgHed for fiirprifif^ the CaftUy 
ffeat nnmbers of StrOOgers were obferved to come to Town in great Matties 
feveral, ways 1 ^ho not fUiding AdmUt^tce at the Gates; fiald in the Skiurbs^ 
and there grew numerous^ to the terrour of the Inhabitants, ft^e fherefore^ 
to help that^ drew up inftantly and Jigned a Proclamation^ commanding alt 
Men^ not dwellers in the City and Suburbs^ to depart within an hour^ upbn 
pain of death J and made it a-like penal to thofe that fhould harbour them-, 
which Proclamation the Sheriffs immediately proclaimed in all the Subuf'is by 
our commandment : Which being accompanied with the Ekampte and Terrour cf 
the committal of thfe two eminent Men^ and others^ occafioned the departure 
of thofe Multitudes : And in this cafe^ all our lives and Fortunes^ and dbfive 
all^ his Majeftfs kegal Power and jfuthority being flill at the ^takey tve muA 
vary from ordinary Proceedings^ not only in extcating M^tiatlLaw.aiivfi^'^fe^ 
caufcy but alfo in putting fome to the Rack to find out the bottom ofthhfrea-^' 
fon^ and aUthe Contrivers thereof^ which we forfee Witt not othef wife bi done. 

On that twenty third day of this Months we conceiving that as foon as U 
fhould be known that the Plot for feizing Dublin Caflte was difappoinredy all 
the Cmfpirators in the remote Parts migf>t be fimewhat difhearthedy atqh the 
vther fide tbk good SubjeSls would be comforted^ and ivoula then *with il^e mOro 
confidence ftand on their gaard^ did prepare to fend abroad to all parts of the 
Kingdom this Proclamation which we fend you here inclofed: jind'fo having 
^.provided that the City and Caftlejbould be fo guarded as upon the fudden we 
could promife^ we concluded that long continued Confutation. 

On Saturday af Thehe of the Chck at 'Night the Lord Bhny cdme fo' 
Town and brought Us the ill Jt^fewt of the Rebels feizhe with two' hundred' 
Men hit Houfi ae Gaftk-Blany in the County of M6oagnati,. and his P^fe^] 
Children^ and Servants ^ ^ alfo a Houfe of the Earl of Effbc, called C^- 
rickmacrofs with two hundred MeUj and a Houfi of Sd" Henry StpotAvood 
in the fame County^ with two hundred Men ^ where there being a little Pldn^^ 
tali on ^ SriitDi^ th^ piundred the Town and burnt divers mufes j and i^ ' 
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16/^1, Jime ^^arj that they burnt divers other f^ilk^cs^ and robbed and Jpoiled 
VnXVN*/ many Engliih, and none but ProteJlants% having the Engliih Papifts un- 
touched as nvell as fhe Irifh. 

On Sunday morning at three of the Clocks we had Intelligence from Sir Ar^ 
thur Tyringham, that the Irifh in the Town bad that day alfo broken up the 
Kin^s Store of Arms and Munition at the Ncwry, where the Store of Arms 
had lien ever fince the Peace^ and where they found fourfcore and ten Barrels 
of Powder^ and armed themfelves^ and put them under the command of Sir 
Con Magennis, Knight^ and one Creely a Monk^ and plundred the Engliih 
there and disarmed the Garrifon. And thisj though too muchj is all that we 
yet hear is done by them. 

Himevery we fiallftand on our guard the befl we may to defend the Caflle^ 
and City prindpalLy^ thofe being the Places of ipofl importance. But if the 
Confptracy h fo univerjal as Mac-Mahon faith in his Examination it isj 
namely^ fhdt all the Counties in the* £^dom haveconfpired in itj which we 
admire Jhouldfo fall out in this time of univerfal Peace^ and carried with that 
fecrecy^ that none of the ^v^ih could have any Friend ^mong them to difclofe 
It J then indeed we Jhall be in high Extremity^ and the Kingdom in the greatefi 
danger that ever it underwent^ conjidering our want of Men^ M(niey^ and 
Arms^ to enable us to encounter fo great Multitudes as they can make^ if all 
Jhould join againfl us^ the rather^ becaufe we have pregnant caufe to doubt 
that the Combination hath taken force by the incitement 6f Jefuits^ Priefts^ 
and Frydrs. 

All the h^ we have here^ isj the old En^lifh of the Pale, andfome other 
parts^ will continue cmtflant to the King in their Fidelity^ as they did in for-' 
m& RebelHdns. 

And now in tbefe Straits^ we mufi under GOD^ depend on Aid forth of 
England for our prefent fupply with all fpeed^ efpecially Money ^ we having 
none J and Arms^ which we Jhall exceedingly want -^ without which j we are 
very doubtful what account we Jhall give to the King of his Kingdom. 

But if the Conjpiracy be only of Mac-Guire and Jfbme other Irilh of the 
Kindred and Friends of the Rebel Tyrone and other Iriih in the Counties of 
Down, Monaghan, Cavan, Fertnan^h, and Armagh, and no general Re^ 
_ volt following thereupon^ we hope then to make head againjl them in a reafon^ 
able meafure^ if we be enMedwith Money from thence^ without which we can 
raife no Forcesyfo ffeat is our want of Money^ as we have formerly written^ 
and our Debt fo ffeat to the Army : Nor is Akney^ to be borrowed here j and 
if it were^ we would engage all our EJlates for it : Neither have we any hope 
to get in his Majefljfs Rents and Subftdies in tbefe Difturbancesj which add ex- 
trjsamly to opr Ntceffities. 

On Sunday morning the twenty fourth^ we met again in Council^ and fent 
to all parts of the Kin^om^ the enclofed Proclamation^ and ijfued Patents ta

ne/s to the Crown: But we were not yef certain whether or no we bad 
enough t^ firm our Strenffh for the guard of the City and Caffle j yet we fuf^ 
plied fuch of them as lay in mofl danger^ with a fmall proportion of Arms 
and. Munition, for their Houfes^ left they fhould conceive, we apprehended any 
jealoufy of them. And we commanded them to be very diligent in fending out 
Watches^ and making all the Difcoveries they could^ and thereof to advert ife 
usj which they reddity promi/ed to do.

on all their Goods and Cattle^ to ftrip theni, their Wiyes :and Children 
mked s wcl in that miferable Plight, the Weather being^ mail bitter cold 
and frofty, to turn them out of their Houfes, to dnve them to the 
Mountains, to wander through the Woods and Bogs 3 aqd if th^ by any 
meats procured atiy other Cloaths, or but even ordinary Rags ,to cover 
their Nakedneis, tney. were prefently taken from them aga^, and nooe 
foffoftd to give them any kind of ihclter by the way, relicfy or enter- 
tainment, without incurring the heavy difpleafure pf their Priefts and 
chief Commandas. And fo thq^ drove fiijch of the EngUfi>^ whc^ Lives 
they thought fit at that time to (piare, clear out of the Country. Some 
of diem, took their Journey towards Cmckferms^ others towards Colrainy 
Derry^ and other of the Isorthern Ports. Majcxy who had gotten toge- 
ther and flood upon their guards, came to Compoiiition with xhpir bloody 
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Afiaiknts, and gave'tlietn^ their Goods, Plate and Money^ for leave to 11^41. 
come up to the City of Dublin, And having bought their Licence at fo vj^^'V^Nw^ 
dear a rate, bad Pafles and Convoys affigned them by the chief Captains 
of the. Rebels, and fo came oh their Way in great Troops of Men, Wo- 
men, and Ghildfcn. -Ott of the County. of CavM^ as Mr. Creighfon 
(who by his charitable Relief of great; tiupibcrs of them, prcferved %hctti 
front periibing) teftifies in his Examination, there pafled by his Houfe in 
one Company, one Thouftnd four hundred Pei Ions, hi another iSve Hun- 
dred^ iiorsilNrewtown m the County ^o£ Fermanagh^ in ethers lefler niim** 
bers 5 all without any Weapons, or any thing elfe but the very .Cloathes 
on thew: backs, '.which theyfiiflfered them not to carry away wi^h thpmj 
but many were *moft barbaroufly ftripped of them, by thole who' umder- 
ddok'tb give them fife Coriduft, or perfidioufly betrayed by them into 
the hands of other/Rebfels, by whom feme were killed, others wounded; 
and all in a ftiahncr, v^hatfoever they had to co\Tr thdr Nakednefi, taken 



from mbft of them; as may appear by the Exammatiori of Adam Chrvcf^ ^-^am 
<A 'Sloff0 in the County of C^^van^ who Wing duly fwom, depofeth, in- ^'^'^^r'^ 
Ur iKdfHthi^ this ^Deponent and .his Company that were robbed, ob- , '^*"""*' 



fervid, that 'thirty Peribns or thereabouts, were then moft batbaroufly 
niutxlered and flain outright, and about one Hundred and fifty more Per- 
fcn^ cruelly wounded 5 To diat Traces of Bloo'd" iflliing from their' Wounds, 
hy upon the High-*way Tor twelve Mites together, and[ bahy veiy young 
€abiWrcri Were left ana pciiflied by the way, to the numbo* of fi^ty or 
thereabouts j' b^^aufe the cruel Purfuit oF the. Ridels was iftich, that' their 
Parents ' and* Friends could not 'carry them further, .And further fiith, 
that fome of the-Rcbcls vowed, iThat if any digged Graves wherein* ro 
bury -the dcafl Children, thcyihould be buried therein themfelves: So the 
poor People Itft' thcmoffof them unboried, expofed to ravenous Bcafts 
a^d- t*owk, and (brae few ^^heir Parents carried a great way to buiy them. 
And tiii&'Peponent further '(aith, that he faw upon the way a Woman, 
left' by the Rebels ftrijjped to her Smock, fct upon, by three -Women 
and fonie /rj^ Cbildren, who milerably rent and tore the (aid poor En^^ 
liJb'Wprascn^ and ftripped her of her Smock in a bitter Froft and Snowj 
fo tiiat^ flic* fell in X-about: under. thqir hands, and both (he and hci* Child 
died thci-e. Thiis did' their Mercy irl fearing thofc^ mifei-ablc . Sbuls in 
fhis manner prove by much a %' greater Cruelty than if they had fiiddpn- 
dcnly ciit-thcni off, as they' did afterwards Wany thoufand of :Brf//j&-that 
fell into their baRds. For rioter .they, ftarvcd and periflied. in -Multitudes 
lAoh the waya as they travdl^; along j and to thofe^that out-liyfed the 
Wifeiy of their Journey, their Limbs pnly ferved to drag up \thcJiV Bodies 
ro Ghriftian Burial,, there demed/unto tnem. For many of the Men,^ 
arid^inoft of the Women and Children that thus efcapekl, dther to Dub- 
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KS41. li^ or other places of &fcty in the North, not long outlived the bitter- 

V^.'^yv^ncfe of their Paflage^ but cither overwhelmed with grief, or outwearied 

with Travel, contn^ed thofe difcafes which furthered by hunger, cold, 

^nakedncfe, ill lodgings, and want of other neceflaries, ftruck decoly into 

Bodies that had lived long at eafe with much plenty, and fopn brovghc 

them with forrow to their Graves. 

Theic were the firft fruits of this Rebellion, which now began to di-. 
late it fclf into the other Provinces, having covered over the northern 
Parts of the Kii^dom with fi^rful Defolations. The firft Plotters were 
yet undiTcovered, but the great a&ive Inilrumcnts appointed for the Exe- 
cution of thisliorrid Defign fully appeared, and had already deeply imbru- 
Sir Phelitn cd their hands in the bloody Maflacres of t\ic Englijb. Sir Pbelirn O N^al 
o i^taVs being the chief of that Sept, and now the Pafon remaining of neareft 
proceed- alliance to the* late £arl of Ttyron^ aflumed to himfelf the chief power a- 
*^S*- inong the Rebels in Uljier^y and by his diredions guided the reft of his 
complices on, in the Deffaudion of all the Emlijb there. He was one 
^of very «^ mean Parts without Courage or Condud^ his Education for a 
great psut of his youth was m England ^^ he was admitted a Student of 
Ldndons'lnn^ and there trained up in the Protcflant Religicm, which he 
'loon changed after, if not before his return into Ireland^ lived loofly, and 
having no confido^le Eflate, by lieafon of the great Engagement upon it^ 
became of very little efleem in all Opinions. Yet fuch were the over zea- 
lous Afltdions of his country Men in this caufe, their fecrecy in attempt- 
ing, their (uddennefs ip executing, as by their forwardnels to dedroy the 
EngUJb and get thetr'Goods, he quickly over-run that part of the Country- 
He had prevail^ lb far within fevcn days after be hrft appeared in this 
Rebellion, by feizing moft treacheroufly at the very firfl upon Cbarkmont^ 
where the Lord Caufield l^y with his Foot-company, the Fcwrts of Dan- 
gannm ^dMontpy^ as^that in his Letter written to Father Patrick O Don-' 
nett his Confcillbr, bearing date from Montpy^ the loth of OSioher^ he was 
able to brag of great and. many Viftories. And prefently after he had. 
gotten fuch a multitude of rude Fellows together, though in very ill 
equipage, as he marched down with great numbers of Men towards Li/^ 
nagarvy^ near the chief Plantation olT the Scots •, (for that part of their 
Plot to (pare them, as they did in the beginning, they found now too 
grois to take, therefore they reiblved to fall upon them without mercy) 
Dmdilki and yet left iufficient Forces to -come up into tne Pale, to. take in Don-- 
the Rebels ^^^'^^ in the Gounty of Lowib^ which was a frontier 'Pown in the kft 
«bout the Wars againft Tyron^ and fb well defended it fclf, as with all the power he 
beginning had, fee could nevcT recover it 4nto bis hands. There lay now a Foot- 
o^Novm, Company of the old Army, but the Lieutenant who commanded it, ha- 
^^'' Ving neither his Men in readineis, nor Arms or Munition, made little or 

no 
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no refiftance, eafily giving way to the forward afFcdions of the Inhabi- 1641, 
tants, who delivered up the Town into the poflcffioii of the Rebels about cxYN.> 
the beginning of November^ 1641. 

The Rebels prcfently after their taking in o£ DondaJhj mai'chcd onjy^^R*- 
fiirther into the County of Lowthy and poffeflcd themfclves of -^rdee^ ^up t^-^ 
little Town within feven Miles of Tredagh^ anciently called Drohedagh, ^^YAsTre^ 
So as it was now high time to provide for the fafety of that. Town, the^^^^. 
Lord Moore had: already retired thither from' his Houfe at Miltifont^ and 
there remained with his Troop of Horfe and two Companies of Foot. 
One was unckr the command of Sir John Nettervite, cldeft Son to the 
Lord Vifcount^iV^/Z^f^fo. He difcovered in the very beginning much 
virulency in his afie6tions, by giving falfe frightjsand raifing feUe rumours^ 
and making all manner of ill infufions into the minds of the Towofmen, 
who as it afterwards appeared, were but too forward to take part with 
the Rebels. It is verily believed they had in the very beginning (bmc 
Plot to cut off the Lord Moore and feizc upon his Troop > wd that Sir 
John Nettervik^s part was to begin a mutiny, which he attempted 
that night he was to be upon the watch, by giving ill language, and en- 
deavouring to make a quarrel with his Lordmip, which he very difcreetly 
paflcd over, and fo carefully looked to the guard of the Town, as they 
could take no advantage to put on their defign. Howfoever the Towns*- 
Men were extreamly frighted with the thoughts of their prefent danger^ 
and the greater part of 3icm being Papifts, were ready to declare them- 
fclves for the Catholick caufc 5 oidy thdr defires were^ things might be 
fo ordered, as would adminifter unto them fpecious pretences of neceflityTJ^c /l^^ 
for the famc.^ The Lord Moore gave prefent advcrtifement unto the Lords ^f 5w^^"^ 
Jufticcs and Council, of the ill condition and moft imminent danger he rcbrcfenl 
found the Town to be then in, that it was not pofli)lc to prefcrve it out cd by the 
of the bands of the Rebels without further ftrength both of Horfe and \;^^^'f 
Foot. That in cafe the Enemy ihoukl make any fuddcn approaches, or JuftiJjs ' 
attempt to furprizc the Town, he found foch poor preparatives for de- ARcgi-* 
fence within, luch apparent figns of difloyalty in the Townfmen, and allmemrai- 
things in fuch a defperate confiiiion, as they Ihould not be able by the ^ ^y ^^^ 
beft endeavours they could ufe to pve any good account of that place, ^g^^/"" 
Hereupon their Lordfliips prefcntly rcfolved, to levy in the City of Dub- oubim, 
tin a Regjunent of Foot, and to place them under the command of Sir and fent 
fjemy ^ichbom for the defence ot Tredagb. An* for this purpofe there J^J^^ie"*** 
vras very opportunely in the hands of the Vice-Treafurer 3000 /. in a command 
readineis to oe at that time fent over into Englandj for the uitis&£tion of of sir h^.

The fe- UpQU the fifth o£ JVi^ww^^, the Lords made their iecond diJpatch un- 
cond dif. to His Majefty , ftill at Edenburgh in Ssotland: At the fame time they 
. patch fent feveral Letters into England^ to the Lord Keeper, Speaker of the 
AcLol4 ^^"^^ ^^ Peers, to the Sp?ak?r of the Houfe of Commofts, to the Lords 
jufticeV of His Majefty '§ moft Honourable Privy Council, and to the Lord Lieu- 
andCoun- Benant of Ireland 'y in all Nvhich they did with much earneftnds declare 
cii into their prefent dangers, together with the neceflity of fending fudden relief. 
^ov*m^' In their Letter to the Lords of the Council they did more paiticularly 
ov.m. 5. ^^ Jq^j^ the miferable cftate of the whole Kingdom, and the large pro- 
grcfs that the Rebellion had in few Days made fince it broke out. They 
reprefented unto their. Lordfliips the great outrages the Rebels had com- 
mitted upon the Britijh Inhabitants in Ulfter^ that they had feized upon 
all their Eftata, and Houfes in five Counties of that Province, pdlHIcd 
their Arms, detained many of the principal Gentlemen Prifonersj That 
they had alr^^ady flain; maniy, moft barbaroufly hewed (bme to pieces, that 
they have iC:xpofed Tboufands to want andbeggciy,. who - bad- good Eftates 
and lived plentifully i That;the- Rjsbellionr .began thcrfito diffufe it felf into 
the Counties of Lm^ord ahd LetriA^ and to- threaten the Englijh Planta- 
tions in. the King and Queens County : That the Inhabitants of the Coun- 
ties of Meaib and Lowth bcgaii to fall upon the EngUJh near about them : 
That they cowJeived :tha*e could aot bfiUcfe then 3(2K?ob who had ab-^dy 
openly dedlafcd tbemfelvics in this Rebellion^ anid' were aflimbted togfether 
in feveral greats Parties j .that they .underftobd; their defign w^ having 
got Dundalke^ to take in Iredagh^ and (bme to come up immediately to 
bcfiege the City and Caftle of Dublin : That they gave out publickly, 
their piirpofc was to extirpate the EngUJh and ProteftantSj and not to lay 
down Arms until the Rmifb. ReIigio9%.vfttt tMo!^^^ the Government 
fettled in the handst of the Natives, -ahd the old'/f;)i5 reftorcd t6 the liods 
of their fuppofcd Anceftors. "That they held -it their duty 10 acquaint 
their Lordfhips with the lamentable eftate ^hdrein tbe Kiiigdom nood^

vifions of Arnls : That unlefi thefe were prefently fent to them (they 
craved teave to repeat it again and again) the Kingdom would be utterly 
lofti all the EngJififMd Prot&fldnH mJnUmd deftro]^ed, the Peace of the 
Kii^diHn of EngUni difturbcd by the Irifi) froriji thence, and To England 
enforced to make a new conqueft (if' it, for thkt a politick Reformation 
would then be itnpoffible. ' . 

But now before I pafi further, ' I fliaH here give an accompt of the 
arrival of thefe and the former Letter of the. Zf th of OSoberj addrefled 
by the Lords Juftices ihd Council to ^he Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. '^'^^^^ 
Owen O Conalfyj the happy difcovei-ej: of the firft Plot (who darned the^^/^^^S^ 
firft Letteft over) aitived at London the Kft Day of OSlober^ and late in parUa- 
the Evening • delivered thofe Letters to his Lordfhip, who having read mcnt of 
them over, and received from him full Information of all other particulars ^i^^^^ 
within his knowledge, repaired the next Morning to the Council-board, firft advcr. 
and haying there acquainted thie Lords of his Majefty's Privy-Council with tifemcnts 
them, he was required by their. Lordfliips to communicate them unto the brought 
Lords of the upper Houfe of Parliament, which he did accordingly the "^^^^^^^^^ 
very fame Morning : And they confidering the high importance or them, belHon ^ 
as K>on as they had perufed them, ordered that they mould be prefently raifed in 
fent down to the Houfe of Compions, by the Lord Keeper, the Lord ^'•*^*.»^- 
Privy-Seal, Lord High-Chamberlain, Lord Admiral, Lord Marfli^ Lord 
Chamberlain, Earl of Bdth^ fearl 'of Vorfetj Earl df Leicifter^ Earl of 
Holland^ Earl of Berks^ Earl of Brijloly Lord Vifcount Say^ Earl of Man- 
4kvilej Lord Goring^ Lord Wilmot^ dl of them being of bis Majefty's moft 
Honourable Privy Council. There were Chairs provided for thefe Lords 
in the Houfe of Commons, and they &t down tHere till the Letters were 
read, ^ then haying informed the H9ufe of fiich other particulars ^ 
they had received concerning the general Rebellion in freland^ they depart- 
ed without any forther conference or other debate upon them, leaving the 
Houfe of Commons to confider forther of them : W ho prefently Ordered, 

ftbaf the Houfe forthtvith JhouU be refolved into a Committee^ to take into 
confideration the matter offered concerning the Rebellion in. Ireland, as tikewife 
to pwide for ^e fafeiy of the Kingdtm of England. * ^ 

This being done, they fell into a moft fenotis debate of this great bu-* 
finefe then before them, they folly confidered what means were fitteft to 
be ufed at prefent for the prevention of the further fpreading of that hi- 
deous Rebellion in Ireland^ as well as flopping of the ill influence it might 
make upon their affairs in Ef^ldnd^ where ^tat troubles even then beeait 
to appear within view. And after much time (pent in this debate, thqr 
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1 641. came to thde feveral Conclufions, which being put to the queftion, were 
C^"y>^ aflented unto by the Committee, and^fo refolvcd ais foUowcth > 
' I. That foooo/. be forthwith provided. 

2. That a Conference be defired with the Lords, to move them that 
a feleft Committee of the Members of both Houfcs may be appointed to 
go to the City of London^ and to make a Declaration unto them of the 
ftate of the bufinefi in Ireland^ and to acquaint them that the lending of 
Monies at this time will be an acceptable fervicc to the Comn)on-wealth. 
And that they propofe unto them the Loan of f 0000 /. ami to aflurp 
them that they fliall be fecured both of the Principal and Intcreft, by Aft 
of Parliament. 

3. That a fele£): Committee may be named by both Houfes td confider 
of the affairs of Ireland. 

4. That Owen O Conally^ who difcovered this great Treafo% fiiaU have 
foo/, prelently paid him, and 200/. fer annum penfion, until provifion 
of Land of inheritance of a greater Value be made for him. 

f. That the Peribns of Papifts oi quality within this Kingdom, may 
be fecured within the feveral Counties where they rcfidc. 

6. That no Perfon whatfoever, except thofc who are Merchants, fliall 
be admittaJ to go over into Ireland^ without Certificate from the Com- 
mittee of both Houfes appointed to confider the affairs of Ireland. 

Thefe with feveral other i)articulars concerning Ireland^ and tending in 
order to the fafety of the Kingdom of England^ were refolved upon the 
queftion, and Mr. fFhitlock appointed to report the^i to the Houfe as 
Heads of a Conference defired with the Lords concerning the affairs of 
Ireland^ which was accordingly had with their LonUhips the &me Day ^ 
at which Conference the Lord Keeper did expre6 the very great fenfe 
the Lords had of the exceeding great Care taken by the Houfe of Com- 
mons for the prevention of the further Q>reading of^the Rebellion in /re- 
land. And his Lordfhio by Command of the Lords did further let theni 
know, that their Lordmips did think fit to sigrce with them in all thofc 
particulars prefcnted unto them by the Houfe of Commons without any 
material alteration, only adding fuch further things as they conceived 
might ferve to further and expedite their defires in the more fpeedy put- 
ting them in Execution. 

The Houfe of Commons having proceeded thus fiir in the affairs of 
Ireland^ upon the two firit Days after the difeovery made unto them, of 
the Rebellion there raifed, did notwithf&ndii^ their own prefcnt diftra- 
aions, fet a-part fomc portion almoft of every Day that they fate, during 
the whole Month of N^ember^ for the confider ing of the affairs of Ire^ 
. lands and fo upon the third ami fourth of the fame, refidlved upon the 
quefUon, and accordingly ordered thefe particulars fi;>llowicg : 

I. That 
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I. That the Houfe: holds fit that 20000/. be forthwith fupplied for 1641. 
the prefent Occafions of Ireland. \^/y\j 

z. That a convenient oumbcr pf Ships ihall be provided for the guard- 
ing of the Sca-Coafts of Ireland. 

}. That this Houfe holds fit that 6000 Foot and 2000 Horfe (hall 
be raifed with all convenient fpeed^ for the prefent Expedition into ^e« 
landn 

4.. That the Lord Lieutenant (hall prefent to both Houfes of P^lia- 
ment, fuch Officers as he, Ihall think fit to fend into Ireland^ to command 
any Forces to be transported thither. 

f . That Magazines of Vi£hials fhall be forthwith provided at ^P^yf- 
Chejler to be fent over to Dublin j as the Occafions of that Kingdom fhall 
require. 

6. That the Ma^zii^ of Arms, Ammunition, Powder, now in CoT'* 
lijley fhall be forthwith fent over to Knockfergus in Ireland. 

7. That it be referred to the King's Council, to confider of fbme fit 
way, and to prefent it to the Houfe, for a publication to be made of Re« 
wai'ds to be given to fuch as fhall do fervice in this Expedition into /r^- 
land*, and for a pardon of fuch of the Rebels in Ireland as fhall come in 
by a Time limitted, and of a Sum of Money to be appointed for a Re- 
ward to fuch as fl^l bring in the Heads of fuch principal Rebels as fhidl 
be nominated. 

8. That Letters fhall be forthwith fent to the Juflices in Ireland^ to ac- 
quaint them how fenfible this Houfe is of the Afifairs of Ireland. 

p. That the Committee of Irijh Affairs fhall confider how, and In 
what manner this Kingdom fhall make ufe of the Friendfhip and Affi* 
ftance of Scotland in the Bufinefs of Ireland. 

10. That directions fhall be givet^ for the drawing of a Bill fi>r the 
prcffing of Men for this particular Service for Ireland. 

Thefe Particulars, to|s;etheF with feveral others, being rcfblved upon 
the Qyeflion, they pafied an OrcHnance of Parliament, enabling the Earl 
of Leicejlery Lord Lieutenant of Irelandy to raife 3fOO Foot and 5oo 
Horfe, for the prefent Service there. ' And thw further expreffed their 
Refolution, not to maki ufe of the Affiibnce offered unto them by their 
Brethren of Scotland fiirther for the prefent, than for the fumifhing them 
with 1000 Foot, which they defired might be tranfported out of Scot^ 
land into the North of Ireland. And on the fame day they ordered, that ^ 
the Maflcr of his Majefly's Ordnance fhould deliver to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Brdand the Nfumber of 1000 Arms for Horfe^ and 8000 Arms- 
for Foot,^^ and ten Lafl of Powder, to be prcfently fent into Ireland. 
And that the Lord Admiral fhould fuddcnly provide fhipping for the 

tranfporting 
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1641. tranfporting of Men, Arms, and Amnmnitipn, and other Prdvifions ac- 
U^'^Y'sy cording to the former Reiblutions of the Houfe. 

Now while both Houfcs^ of Parliament were taking order for raifing 
Mai, Money, and fending Provifions and other NecdTarks for Irelandy 
there arrived thofe other Letters of the fth of Navimber^ formerly men- 
tioned, which being addreflcd to the Lords of his Majefty's Privy Coun- 
cil, were communicated to both Houfes of Parliament j and after a Con- 
ference upon them, took forther Refolutions for the Ipeedy fending 
away Supplies into Ireland. And foch were the forward Affisftions and 
Zeal of the Houfe of Commons, to promote what concerned the Service 
q{ IreknJj as they thereupon voted 200000 /. to be raifcd for the fop- 
prefling the Irijb Rebellion, and for fecuring of the Kingdom of Ef^Iatu^ 
and payment of the publick Debts. 

And that they might facilitate this great work of raifing fiich a Sum 
of Money, upon Credit of an A€t of Parliament, before the Money could 
be coUeftcd throughout the Kingdom > they thought fir, for the better 
^Encouragement of the City of London^ and for the giving them full (a- 
tb&6tion in point of fecurity for the Monies fo formerly lent them, to 
make this Order following. ' 

THE Lords and Comnums in this prefent ParJiament affimhJed^ bavif^ a 
due regard to the good AffeRiom of the City of London, exprejffed upon 
fundry Occajiom by the advancing and lending of great Sums of Money^ for 
the Service of this Conmon^wealtb, and particularly the Sum of foooo L lent 
for the Irifli JffiMrsy and the Sum of fOooo 1. more lent by the faid- City 
unto the Peers attending bis Majefly in the Northern PartSj before the begin'* 
ning of this prefent Parliament^ which are not yet paid^ or othermife fecured^ 
fiajl be fuliy Jatisfied and repaid unto the faid City of London, with Interejl 
of %\. per Cent, for one Tear, out offuch Monies as are or fhall be raifed 
• hy ulutbority of Parliament, jtnd for that purpfe an ASt of Parliament to 

be pajfed with all Expedition. Provided always that this prefent Ordinance 
. Jhall not in any ways be prejudicial to any Members (^ the faid Houfe of 
CommonSj who have formerly lent any Sums of Money to this Parliament^ nor 
to the Northern Counties^ nor to af^ Perfons whatfheyer^ to whom both Houfes 
of Parliament^ or the faid Houfe of Commons have formerly "ordered the Pay* 
ment of any Sums of Money j nor to ^ Security given to tbem^ before the 
making of this Ordinance. 

But I fliall now return to the Af&irs of this Kingdom, and the (eri- 
ous Coniultations and Means ufed here by the Juflices and Council for 
the fecuring of the City and Caftle of Dublin^ which by reafon of the 
preicnt Con&fion, Weakneis, and Wants, were in very great, and moft 
apparent danger of a fudden Surprife. Aud 
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And firft for the Caftk, Sir Fhrncis JVtUougbby bdmg made Governour, 1641. 
had a Company of an hundred Men well armed, affigned for the conftant C-'Y^-^ 
Guard of th^t Place, befides the ordinary Warders, who gave their ufual 
Attendance tha-e. And becaufe the Lords conceived it might be dange- 
rous in iuch defperate Times to admit fuch a multitude oF Suitors of all 
forts into the CaiUe, as had daily occafion to attend the CouncUrBoatx], 
they px:eicntly transferred the place ^f their meetitig in Council to Qork^ 
Houfe, where they continued to fit a good time after,* not withftanding > 

the great danger their Perlbns were continually expoibi unto, by the 
confident refort in great numbers of fevcral Lorcb, Gentlemen and othen, 
who within few days after declared themfelves Rebels, and fo went out 
among them. It was God's immediate Providence that preferved them, 
and fuffei-ed not thofe Perfbns, who fbon after became &ch bloody Re^ 
bels, to lay hold on that opportunity. For certainly, they might with 
great eafe have taken out of the way the Lords Juftices and Council, and 
fo have left all Things in fiich confuficm as would' have brought on their 
their long delircd Ends without any further Conteftation or Trouble. ./ 

The next care was to provide Victuals for the Gaflle in fuch npioooi*' 
tions as might enable it to endure a Siege, in cafe the Town, tkhtr 
through Treachery within, or by Forces from without, fhould come to 
be furprifed by the Rebels, who now carried all things fb clearly before 
them in the North, as they moft confidently gave it out, they would 
fiiddenly come down and make themfelves Maflefs of it. How: to com; 
pafs this, fcemed a matter of great difficulty, in regard there was no 
Money to be had for the performing this Work fo abfoktely neceflary 
in it fdf, and at that Time fo highly importing the Safety and Preferva- 
tion^ even of the whole Kipgdom. Therefore the Maflcr of the Rolls, Order 
upon whcm the Lords were pleafed to impofe this Service of viftualling*^^*^" [?^ 
the Gaf^e, took the advantage , of the flrangeFrights, Fears, and Kttle^hc Caft"! 
Safety, ail the Englijh and ProteftantSj conceived both themfelves and o^ Dublin. 
their Goods to remain in at that time. He fent prefently for fbme of 
the chief Merchants that weie Proteflants, in the Town, and clearly re* 
prefented qntq them, the high Neceflities of the State, the great danger 
of the Town, the pabiick Benefit^ and their own jprivace Security, irt 
hying into the Cafjile fiich of their Proviflons as thcyf had .lying by them 
cyen in unfafe places of the 'City, Thcfc Imprcffions took, :and they 
rightly apprehending the common danger, that they, could* not out-live 
the Ruins of the cSlle j partly out of their own g<KMl AffbSfcioHS to the 
Service, partly put of g prudent Garc to feciirc their Goods, were con- 
tent to bring in great quantities of .Bcef^- Herringp, and Corn upon the 
Matter of the RolPs undertaking to fee them fatisfied in cafe ufe were 
made of them, or otherwife certain Reflitution in kind to the feveral

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1 641. Owners. So as there were prcfently laid in by the Englijh and Dutch 
\yy\j Merchants, within the Verge of the Caftle, above two rfioufend Barrels 
of Beef, two thou(and Barrels of Herrings, and a good proportion of 
Wheat J Provifions fufficient, not only to viftual the Caftle for many 
Months, but which did ferve to maintain the whole Army, billeted in the 
City a long time after > and their Money they received within few Months 
after, by Certificate fix)m hence upon the Chamber of London 5 according 
to an Order made by both Houies of Parliament in Englandy for prefent 
Payment to be made to liich as laid in any Provifions for the Army in Ire- 
land. There was then further Order taken to new dig and clear an old 
Well, long fince flopped up within the Walls of the Caftle j and to 
provide all other Necef&ries fit for a Siege. This was the firft ftep to 
the firfcty of this place, and gave great Comfort and Security to all the 
EngUJb sxiA Protefiants. 
Th Caftle being thus happily provided for, the Lords took it next 

Lord5%- ^^^ ^^ ^^^^ ^^^ ^^ fccure the City in fome fort, againft any fuddcn 
ftices care Attempts. And this proved a work not eafy to be effeaed, npt only in 
to provide F^;ard of thc crazinefs of the Walls, the large Suburbs, and weaknefe of 
J^E ^^ . thc Place 5 but much more in refped' of the corrupt ill Affisftions of the 
the^ity Popifh Irdiabitants within the City : So ftrangely were many of them 
QlDum, deluded with the ill Infiifions of their Priefts, as they did certainly ( as 
we found afterwards by woful Experience) do all that in them lay, to 
promote the rebellious Defigns then fet on foot (as the^ believed) only 
for thc re-lcttlcment of their Religion, and recovery of their Liberties, 
They were thc Inftruments to convw away privatefy moft of the chief 
Confpirators, who would h^e furprifed the Caftle on thc Z3d of 0£to* 
ber. They foartly entertained many of the Rd>e]s that came out of the 
Country ^ they likewiie fent them Relief that were abroad, by fecret 
ways, conveighing as well Ammunition, as Intelligence of all Paflages 
from hence. And fuch firone Averfions had they againft all Contribu* 
tions for the Maintenance of his Majefly*s Army, as in the very b^in* 
nmg of the Rebellion, when the Lords fent for the Mayor and Alder* 
men, and laying before them the high Neceffities of the State, together 
with the apparent daneer of the whole City and Kingdom, defired to 
borrow a confiderable Sum of Money fas the prefent, which they un- 
dertook to repay out of the next Treafbre that ihould arrive out ot Et^-- 
land: The Popifh Party among them was fo prevalent, as that after a 
moft ferious Codiiltatioh and very fckmn Debate among themtdves, they 
returned this anfwer, T^hat they were not able to funmn above 40 A and 
part of that was to be brcHight in in Cattle* 

There 
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There remained at this time imbarked within the Harbour of Dublin, 1641. 
four hundred Irifi Soldiers, ready, as was pretended, to fet fail for Spain, v^^^'y^^J 
under the. command of Colonel John Barry, who with fome other ^^^^*'?J^j 
Irijb Gcntlenpien had. procured leave from his Majefty to levy certain j^ers im^ 
nutobo:s of Voluntiers to be tranfported over for the Service of thebarqued 
King of Spain. ^ And thofe levied in other parts, as well as at Dublin, ^^^^^ 
were brought, together juft at the very tunc defign'd for the execution ^J^^^^ng 
of the great Plot.. Tht Pretence was (pecious, but certainly their Inten* carried 
tions ^ow finely (bever covered over, were to have tho(c Men in a rea-^nto spam 
dinels together, at the very time apjpointed for the firft breaking out of at the vc- 
thefe unnatural Troubles, And as for thofe Men which lay within thej^^^g^^^^ 
Harbour oi Dublin, they were fo great a Terrour to all the Proteftant In- breaking 
habitants in the City, a^ it exceedingly jperolexed the Lords how to difpofe out of the 
of them as might prevent the Mmrhief iuftly feared, ^ in cafe of their Rebel- 
landing. Their Commanders had fo handlbmely ordered the matter, as **' 
though they were defigned for a long Voyage, yet ft^ oh Ship-board 
any longer they could not, by reafon they had no Vi&uals, not even 
enough to carry them out of the Harbour > and no Man had Order, in 
the ^fence. of Colonel Barry, who retired himfelf fome few Miles out 
pf the Town, the very Evening before the Caftle fhould have been taken, 
to provide for the further fupplying of them. To fuflfer them to land^ 
was to add fo many Inflruments of Mifehief to thofe already gathered 
within and about the City. Therefore it was refolved, that the Captain 
of the King's Pinnace, then in the Harbour^ Should by force keep thciit 
from landing j which he did feveral dap together, till it was appa- 
rent they would inevitably ftarve^ if a courfe were not foddcnly taken 
to afford them fome Reliet. Whereupon the Lords having no means to 
vidual them aboard, gave them leave to land, having firfl taken order 
thqr fhould not come into the City. 

The Lords JufHces and Council thought fit within very few days af- Several 
tcr the landing of thefe Men, the more to deter them, and all other ill ^/®^^^*' 
afftaed Pedbns from repairing to the City of Dublin, to ifTue out a Pro- ^""^at by 
clamation for. the difcovery and prefent removal of all fach as did or die Lords 
fhould come and continue there without juft or necefiary caufe. But fojuftices 
carefol were thev in thts^ and all other their Anions, not 'to give any di- »?*Cotttt- 
flafte to the IriJb or other Inhabitants of the Country, as they forbore to 
inflid any puniihment upon any that continued in^ the City contraty to 
their Proclamation, fparing fevml Perfons whom they had not only jufl 
caufe to be je^ous of, but who were brought before them, and c(M1- 
vinced to h^ uttered Speech^ clearly difcovering their ill AfFe&ions. 
And having by .kte Proclatpatipns prorogued the Parliament, and adjourn^ 
ed Aficbaelmas Tenp, th^t under pr^stence of repair to either of them, 

H uunecdTary 
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1641.. qnncceflary concourfe of Stidngcrs might not be brought unto the Town, 
v.*^^YN-/ they proceeded on. to foaie other. Afts, which as they conceived would 
,; not only render great Security to the City, biit Idlen the Diftempcrs 
abroad, bring fafety to the Pale^ and keep the Dangers at diftance, and 
far off from them. And .for this purpofe they being informed, that a 
inultitude of the meaner fort of Pecple were ignorantly involved in the 
guilt of this Rebellion, and by .the wicked feducenmcnt of the iu-ft Con- 
'- ' fpiratoi'S had been drawn on to. defocMl their Englijh Neighbour?, they 
iflued out a Proclamation about the oeginning of the Month of Ncvem- 
^^r, declaring unto all fuch as were not Frecholdei^ within the County 
of Meath^ Weft-Meath^ Lxmtb^ ^aid Longford i that if they would come 
in and fubmit, make rcftitution of the Goods Co taken, theyfhould be re- 
ceived to his Majefty's Mercy, and no further Profecution held againft 
them. . . - . 

AR^- .Much about the time of the fending forth of this Proclamation^ feme 

^^^' of the chief oP^he Sept of the Rely's^ and other prime Gentlemen in 
fern up ta^^^^ County o£ Cavan^ lent up a kind of Remonftrance to the Lords Ju- 
the Lords ftices and Council Whereunto they returned them a very fair anfwcr, 
juftices afTuring them of their readinefi to give all juft redrefe of their Grievances 
andCoun-exp^Kfel therein, fo they would in the mean time retire peaceably to 
thcRcbds ^^^^^ Houfes, reftore, as they were able, the Englijb Mens Goods, and 
in the forbear all further A6fcs of Rapine and^ Violence. And they did prefently 
County fc^nd over their Remonftrance to the Lord Lieutenant, to be prefcntea 
o^cavm.^^ his Majcfty, according 'to their defires. But thefe ways of Modera- 
tion and peaceable Perfwafions, proved of very little eficfb, they had no 
manner of Influence into the relolved Minds of the Leaders, or of ♦Ope- 
ration upon the heardned Hearts of the People 5 they were too deeply 
engaged, fo flightly to retire- They had now drenched thcmfelves into 
the Blood of the Englijh^ and were greatly enriched with their Spoils. 
It was not poffible for them, to make Reftitution, and they hoped. to go 
through with th? Work, and by the united Power of the Kingdom to 
draw the whole Management of the Affairs into their own hands. 

And now likewife the Lorxls Juilices, and Council, that they might 
ihew. the. great Confidence they had in the L(»*ds and chief Gentlemen 
Oonimif- of the Pak^ and ^ive them both opportunity and means to cxprefe- their 
fv)n$ of Loyalty and Affefiions to hfe Majefty's Service, refolved (accor^g as the 
Law"^ oonftitution of their AiFairs then required ) to do. ibme fuch Aftsas ntighc 
granted clearly perfwade theni 6f the great Truft they really repofed in them. And 
ufifo fc- therefore firft they gave out fcveral Commimbns of Martial Law, for cxe-

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rribrt of StitingersTj and the coQtinual jKtimom^'iof new 'Plots and Devices 1641. 
to furprife the Town^ 'pcrfTeflcd the Pfotdlhnts' iWth ex:tmordinary Peab ^^''^^^ 
of their prefent danger. But that which made their Condition ^?V^^Jo^t ot 
much more forniidable unto them, was the da?ly repair of multitudes of j^en,Wo. 
Englifo that came up in Troops, ttripped and mifetably dcfpoikd, out of men and 
the North. Mtiny Perfons of good Rank and Qusllity, cover'd over with Children 
©Id Rags, and' fome without afty other covering than' a liftlc, twiftcd^j^y^^ 
Straw to liide their Nakednefi. Some reverend Mmifters, and others x>J/,>, 
that had efcap'd with their Lives, -forely wounded. Wives cattie bitterly in a moft 
lamenting the Murders of their Husbands 5' Mothers of their Children, "^*^"*^^** 
barbaroufly deftroyed before their Faces^ poor Infants ready /to perifli^® ^*' ^ 
and pour out their Souls in their Mothers bofom : ^ Some over-wearieiJ 
with long Ti-avcJ, and fo furbated, as they came creeping oh their :khees.i 
others 'frozen up v^ith cold, ready to give up the Ghoft in the Streets: 
others over-whekn*d with Grief, diilraded with their Loflbi loft affo 
their Senfes. ^ ' 

Thus was thcT6wn, within the compafs of a few days after the break- 
ing oiit of this Rebellion, filled with thefe moft lamfentaHe Spectacles /of 
SoiTow, which in great nunibers Wandrtfd irp and down in all parts of' thd 
Gity, defblate, foriaken, having no place to lay their heads on^ no 
eioathing to cover their Nakednefs, no Food to fill their hungry Bel- 
lies. Atid'to add to their Mifeiries, they fou^d all manner of Relief very . 
difproportionable-to their Wanps^ 'the Popiih Inhabitants renifing to mi- 
nilter the leaft Comfort untb theinj fo as'thofe fad Creatdres appeared 
like living Ghofts in every Strtet. .Many empty Hdufts in the Qt'y, Were 
by fpeciaf dire£tion taken up for them : Barns, Stalijes, and Out-Hbufes 
filled with therii, yet many lay in the open Streets, and others* liiiS^if 
Stalls, and thcrt moft miferably perilled. The Churches were the com-. 
iDon Receptaelies of the -meaner fcirtpf thein^ wlicJ TifoM thi^re in. a . 
moft doleful Pofture,- 'as Objcds or Chanty^/m fb great WltitudeS, as y '"- 
there was fcarcc'any PafTage-ihto-^ theh^; 'fiiit tlibfe'^of^te^ «o . > 

who could not frame themfdve^ to be (Common Beggars^ ci'efjt into pri- • ' 
vatc Places J and fome of • them, that had not private Riendsf to* teiieve 




even refufed to be contforted/ 1 liave kdov^rt oF fbmb t^^^ 
naked, and having Cloathes" fent, tiid thfcm by, reftrfing to ptit them on. 
Others that would not ftir to fetch themfelvds J ood^ though' they knev)^ 
where it flood readv^fbr them. But ^hey continued to lie naftily in theii* 
filthy Rags, and e^n tjieir owi? Dunj^, not talSnff cate to have any 'thing" 
clean, handfomc^or cOmfbnable abour them. And fb'cvcn worn t)ut''witK 
* the 
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1541. the tniiery of the Tourney and crud Uiage, having their Spirits fpent^ 
XyyKJXhax Bodies wafted^ md their Senfes failing, lay here pirifully lan^iifh- 
ings and fbon after they had recovered this Town, very many of them 
•died, leaving their Bodies as Monuments of the moft^ inhuman Cruelties 
u(ed towards them. The greateft part of (he Wolnen and Children thus 
.'barbaroiifly expelled out of their Habitations, perifhed i(i the City of 
ij)ublin : And lb great numbers of them were brought to their Graves, 
as all the Church* Yards within the whole Town wei'C of too narrow a 
compals to contain them. So as the Londs took Order to have two 
large pieces of new ground, one on each fide the River, taken in upon 
the Out-Greens, and fet a-part for Burying-Places. Thdc were the me- 
iciorable Spoftaicles of Mercy, and of the great Commiferation the Re- 
bels u(ed to thofe Englijb^ to whom they gave theur Lfves for a Prey* 
But what their Sufferings were, before they could get out of the hands 
x>f thofe bloody Villains, what ftrange •horrid Inventions they ufed to- 
<wards. them, torturing and mafiacring thofe thqr there murder'd, \& re- 
ferved to be more fuUy related in its proper place. Thcv are left upon 
record to Pofterity, under the Oaths of many that efcapea, and mention- 
ed here to no other purpofe, than to fhew the ffa^oifie Horrour and 
Amazement the beholdmg of them bred in all the EngUfi and Protefbnt 
Inhabitants of the Qty. They feeing the Rebels prevail (b mightily, cx- 
pe&ed 'i£ they continued here to be undoubted]y expofed to the fame 
Cruelties. And they now underflood by thofe wno were come up frovcL 
among them, diat then: defign was, as foon as they had taken in 2W- 
iaghj to come and feize upon the City and Caitle of Dt^Un^ and (b make 
a genoal Extirpation of all the Engtijhj Root and Branch, not to leave 
them Name or Pofterity throughout the whole Kingdom. 
the lears It is eafV to conje&ure what a &d coi^ufed Countenance the Gty then 
and dfi. \aA: What Fears, Terrour, and Aftonifiiment, the miferabk Speoacles 
'"w^^'k within, and the Approaches of the Reljds without, raifed.in the Minds 
cS*of of an afiiighted, dilfeed People. The Engli/b Inhabitants looked upon 
, Dullin. aU the horrid Cruelties exerciied abroad, all the Calamities and Deiola* 
tions iaJkn upon dieir Country-men in other parts di the Kingdom, as 
arrived at thefe Gates, and now ready to enter: The Avenues all open, 
neither Hope nor Mean% neither Rampiers nor Trenches 10 keep them 
out, Notwithibnding the careful Traveb and Endeavours uled by the 
Lords Juftices and Council to make provifion for the common i&fety, no 
Money could be raifed, few Men gotten together 5 the Papifts well fur- 
niflied with Arms clofely concealw, and ddperately animated by their 
Priefts to dl manner of Mifchicf: No Fortificatiom about the Suburbs, 
nor my manner of defence, for the City, but an old tuinous Wall, part 
whcrecf M down in the very height of thefe Diflra^tions. And fo care-

Ids were the Citizcm, and fo flowly weot thfcy ibout the making 164K 
up that Breach^ as under preoence of want of Moneys they let it lie c^^-vn^ 
open till the Lords fent unto them 46/. towauds the Repai'ation. All 
things tended to a fudden Confufioiii the fecc of the vety City was now 
changed^ and had fuch a ghaftly ^cGtj as kanod co portend her near 
approaching Ruin : The means of Safety appearing vtry flender and in- 
confiderable : The application^ by reafen of the (farange Avtrfims 6f the 
P&pijb Papty^ of a very flow and weak Operation, Every Man began 
to confider himfelf, and his own private Prefervation. Thofe that lived 
in the Suburbs removed, with their Families, into the City. The Privy 
Counfellours and Peribns of Quality, into the Caftle, which became a 
common Repofitory, of all things of Value. The Rolk were by fpecial 
Order removed thither: The Records of levcral other Offices were like- 
wife brought in. But upon the Rebels advance fbmcwhat nearer, and 
their freauent Alarms, many of thofe who had there taken San6buary, be- 
gan to uifpe£t the Strength of thofe old crazy Walls, and therefore to 
make fore, refolved to ouit the Kingdopti, imbarquing themfelves^ and 
their Goods with all poflible (peed. Some who were detained with con- 
trary Winds in the Harbour,, chofe rather to endure all Extremities on 
Shipboard, then to hazard themfelves a-ihoar again. The Scottijh Fiflier- 
men, who lay with their Boats in great numbers within the Bay, fifhing 
for Herrings, having, with much forwardnds, made an oiler to the State, 
to bring five hundred of their Men a-fhoar to be put in Arms and do 
prefent Service (a Propofition nt that feafen moft acceptable) were fo 
ffarangely affrighted one £venit^ with a iaife Alattn, as that in the Night, 
on a fudden, they put to Sea, and ^uice difiippeared on thefe Coails till 
the Year following- The Papills on the other fide being moft confident 
that the City would be tdken and 6ck-d by the Rebels, and fearing left 
happily they might be^miftafccB in the Tu«nult *and fierce Executibn, re- 
moved themfelves and their Goods witli the fame fpeed into the Country. 
And ^hat which heightned the Calamity of the poor Englijb^ was their 
Flight in the Winter, in fuch a difmal,^ ftormy, tempeftuous Seafon, as in 
the memory of Man had never been obferved formerly to continue (b 
long together. Yet the terrour of the Rebels incomparably prevailing 
beyond, the rage of the Sea, moft of thofe who could provide tnemfelves 
of Ihipping, though at never fo exceflive Rates, deferred the City: And 
iuch was the violence of the Winds, foch continuing impetuous Storms, 
as feveral Barques were caft away j fome in three Nfonths after their go- 
ing firom hence could recover no Port in England'^ and almoft all that 
th^n pti to Sea, were in great danger of periftiine;. The Iniquities of 
the EngUJb Nation, which were very great in this Kbgdom^ were now 
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1 64 1. fiiU: Heaven and E^rth feemed to confpire together for the pumfhment 

V.xVv^ of them. God certainly declared his high Indignation againft them for 

their great Sins wherewith they had long continued to provoke him in 

this Land, and fullered thefe barbarous Rebels to be the Inftruments of 

Ezek. 15. Mifchief and cruel Executioners ^f his fierce Wrath upon them. But 

15, 17. becaufe they have taken vet^eance with a deffiPeful heart ^ tt> deftroy them far 

the old hatred y he will certainly in his own time execute great vengeance 

Upon them with furious rebukes : As he thrcatned the Philiftians in the like 

cafe.

fu^h^ affiiweth 'Upbn Oath, that all the Nobles in the Kingdom that oBr/^n^s 
w^rc Papiib, hadia hand in this Plot, as well as the hdrd Mac-Chvirey^^^"^^^ 
Hugh Oge^ mA Mac-MahowH y that they expefted aid out of §pain by"^"' 
Owen Roe O Neal\ and- that Colonel Plunket^ one of thofe that was to . 

be an Aftor in th* furprife: of the Cattle of Dfiblin^ told him, that he 
knew of this Plot' eight Years fi^, and that within th^fc three Years 
h^ hath'4)een mor« fidty acquainted with it. Francis l^acheverilj %f(uFrajicis 
haihdepofed, that at' ieveral times fhoitly after the beginning o£ this ^^f^^V* 
Rebellion, he hath heard four feveral Popiflx Piiefts, viz. Hugh Rely of jj;£;^:

and that the faid Priefts did then cxprefs a kind of Joy that the fame 
was brought to fo good eflfeft: He alfo further depofeth. That at feveral 
times E'ver Bey Mac^Gennis in the County of Dpwn^ Gent, and Hugh 
Ham$ m the County of Armagh^ Gent, did brajg and %, Thht they 
doubted not but that they fhould ( fhortly conquer the Englijh in the 
Kingdom, and enjoy the lame quietly to themfelves, and that they would

bandred. By Letters fent from Rome to Sir Phelim O Nealy. sfnd the Lord r:

of this Vfcry Plots yet thus tnuch. ajjpcars bv them, that they, had long

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1641. O Nu^s taking Arim was very acceptable to the Pooe and his two Car* 
V^i'VV^ dinal Nephews, afluring him of all Affiftance from thence} and fitrther^ 
defiling him to fend an Agent to Bt/ne^ and to imploy (everal Perfons of 
his own Nation, whom he there named, then refiaing at Madrid^ PariSj 
.and with the Emperour, they being fit Inftrumencs, and (uch as he might 
make ufe of for the procuring Succours from thofe Prince whom he af- 
fured him would join to give him all Afliftance in this Aftion. 
r^^^fe^ Befidcs theie^' we have very many other prefumptions that the Irijb^ 
iHongln ^'^^ ^^^ f^^^ ^^^^ ^^" ftrength, andjthat they were able to draw to- 
4erign to gcther Co great numbers of Men, as their feveral Se^s fb (Irangdy muki- 
(hake off plied during the late Peace, can now afibrd, have long had it in defiga 
^m g"^ ^^ ^^ Englijh Government, to fettle the whole power of the 

y^rn-^ State in the hands oF the Natives, and to re^poflefi them of all the Liaads 
jneiu. now enjoyed by the Britijb throughout the Kingdom : And that in this 
Plot they did but go about to aduate thofe con&fed general Notions, 
and to put them in a way of executicxi. Now they fuppofed there 
could never be offered unta theip a fiurer opportunity than this moft un- 
happy c(Hijun&ure of the Afiairs of Greai'^Britainj when Scotland latdy 
in Arms, had by their own power and wife management, drawn his Ma- 
jefty to condefcend to their entire &tisfa£Uon, as well in their Church- 
Diuripline, as the Liberties of that Kingdom. And in England^ the Di- 
ilra£bons being grown to feme height, through the great mifunderftand- 
ing betwixt tne King and his Pariiament, Ireland was at this time left 
naked and unregarded, the Government in the hands of Juftices, the old 
Army difperfed in places of fe great difbnce^ as it could be of little ad* 
vantage, the common Soldiers moil of them Irijb^ and all the old Com- 
manders and Captains, except fome few, worn out and gone : This, as 
the firft Plotters thought, was the time to work out their own endsj 
mid masking their perndious Deligns under the publick pretences of Re- 
ligion, and the defence of his Majefty's Prero^tive, they let loofe the 
Reins .of their own vindictive Humour and irreconcileable Hati^d. to 
their Britijb Neighbours. 

I will not prefume to &v, they knew what would &li out in Emhnd^ 
or what mifeable Embroilments that Kingdom was ready to break out 
into 5 for undoubtedly the firil Plot was laki, and moft exa&ly itbraied, 
many Months before tHe War broke out between the King and his Peo- 
>i)le. But thus much I ihaU be bold to affirm, that upon the very firft 
v^reaking out of this Rebellion, they did ftran^y conjechire^ and beyond 
all appearance of Reafen, even femewhat polmye^ Divine, of the difmal 
Breach and fearful Diilempers which afterwards followed to the di(abling 
qS thefKingdom of England from applying Remedies towards the reduce- 
sinent o£ Masd. For the Atteftatioh of this Tpith, I CQuId praduce the 

general 
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general concurrence of feveral circumilances ^ many private Dilcouries 14141 . 
and Advertifemonts, as alio a particular Letter which I had long 1^ me, VOT^ 
written as it feems, fix)m a very intelligent Papift, a great Zealot m the 
Caufc, unto a Nephew of Sir Toby Mdtfbewsj then in DubUn^ who tho'^ 
lately Converted, retained yet a great Friendihip among them. He tells 
him in the beginning of the Letter j That be, was defirtd from fome well 
wijhing Friends^ to advife bim^ as be tendred bis Safety and Security^ upon 
the fight of thofe^ infiantly to forfake and abandon that Troubkfime and mofi 
Unfortunate Kingdom^ for God and Man bad fpeedily refolved to jSjfliS and 
Pumjh the over-grown Impeties of thefe prof bane Times ^ aU Hearts and 
Hands happily Conjpiring to it^ and that hejhould be as fpeedy in his pajjage 
as was poffible^ and rather^ m the cafe fiood^ hazard all dangers by Sea^ 
then the leaft at Land^ to be fure not to ftop in England, efpecially at Lon- 
don, that fink of Sin (as he calls it) and center^ Dtforders^ for by that 
time he arrifoed there^ be fhould be fure to find nothing but Troubles^ FaSions 
and defperate Difiempers-, that be Jhould difpatch therefore for Paris, or ra-^ 
ther Brufiels, where there Jhould be order taken for the remwalof all miflakes 
betwixt him and bis Umle. This Letter was written about the beginning - 
of November^ 1^41, which was fome few Days after the breaking out of 
this RebeUion, and full fix Months before the taking up of Arms in ^ 
England. 

Now for the very time when this great Plot received its firft: form,- The Plbt 
though I conceive it of fomewhat a more ancient date, yet "by all the^o'^?^^- 
Examinations I have hitherto fecn, I can carry it up no higher than the^^^)^^^^^^^^ 
Month of January^ 1640, and that it was about that time communicated firf^^aifca. 
to fome of the chief Gentlemen of Ulfterj the Lord Mac4Suire,doi\iSuf- vered to

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164!. Rifger Moore hairii^ the next Day acquainted PhiUp O Rely^ Hl^rla^h O 
^•v>^ Nealj Btx>thcr to Sir PbeUm O Neslj Matter Cofiie 9 and Mac^Mabon 
herewith, did propofe , that firft, every one (hould endeavour to draw 
his own Friends into that A&, at leaft thofe that did live in one Country 
with thbm > and thac when they had (b done, they (hould fend for the 
Iri/b in the LoTUhCmmtries and in' Sfain^ td let them know of the Day 
and Refolutiott, fo that they might 06 over with them bv that Day, or foon

did, that they bad Men enough in the Kingdom without them : More- 
over, that be had fpoken to a great Man (who then ihould benamelds) 
who would not fail at the Day appointed, to appear and to be fecn in 
the A£t, but that tiH then he was fwdm not to reveal him, but yet that 
upon their importunity, he afterwards told them, it was the Lord of

arrived with this anfwer from the Odd Colonel, defiring them not to de- 
lay any time in rifing out, but to let him know of the Day when they 
; intended it, aAd that he would not fail to be with them within fourteen 

Days of that Day, with good aidj alfb defiring them by afty means to 
feize on the Caftle of Dublin if they could. And farther he faith, that 
-during the time of thefe their private meetings, there landed at DnbUn^ 
Colonel Birne^ Colonel Plunket, Captain Brian O Neal^ and others, who 
came with dife&ions to carry Men away, and that thefe were acquainted 
with the Plot, and did o&r their fervice to bring it on, that they would 
raife their Men under colour to carry them into Spain, and then feize on 
the Ckftlc.of Dublin, and with the Arms foimd there, arm their Soldiers, 
and have them ready for any Action that ihould be commanded them.

He further alio (akh, that they had divers private Confultations ^x>ut 1641. 
the carrying on of this Confpiracy, not only at Dubtin^hot in fcveral other IxnTsy 
Places in the Province of Ulftefy and that they had fet downfeveral Days 
for the putting of it in Execution, but meeting with Ibme obftaclcs did 
not come to conclude of the certain time till about the beginning of Sep-i 
tetnbery and that then they peremptorily refolded on the zjd of OSlober^ 
for the Day to execute. this long defigned Plot in 5 and that they had re- 
ipeft unto the Day of the Week, which did fall on Saturday, being the 
Market-day, on which there would be the liefs notice taken of People up 
and dowft the Streets 5 that they then fettled what numbers of Men 
fhould be brought up out of the feveral Provinces for the furprize of the 
Caftle, and what Commanders fhould lead them on % that feeing the Caftle 
had two Gates, that the Leinfter Men fhould undertake to feizc upon the 
little Gate, which Ixf neareft to the place where the Arms and Munition 
was placed) and that the great Gate fhould.be undertaken by thofe of 
Ulfter^ and that Sir Pbelim O Neal fhould be there in Perfon 5 but that 
he exciis'd himfelf, foecaufe he reiblved at the fame time to feize upon 
Londcn-derry^ and that thereupon by the importunity of. the Undertakers, 
it was imposed upon him the faid Lord Afac-Guircj to be there in Perfon ^ 
at the taking of the Caflle of Dublin. That it was ftirther refolved, whit 
number of Forces fhould be brought up out of the other Provinces, to 
make good thofe places if pdfeffed by them, and that Sir James Dillon 
did undertake to be there with a thouland Men within four Days after 
the taking of the Caflle j as aUb that it was refolved that every one privy 
to that matter in every part of the Kingdom, fhould rife out that Day 
and feize on all the Forts and Arms in the feveral Counties > as likewife 
on all the Gentry, and make them Prifbners, the more to allure them- 
fclves againft any adverfe Fortune, and not to kill any, but where of ne- 
c^ty they fhoiud be forced thereunto by oppofition. Thefc particulars, -^ 
together with many other circumflances very confiderable, are fet down 
in the relation given m by the Lord Mac-Guire^ while he remained Pri- 
ibner in the Tower of London j but I have thought fit to forbear to re- 
late diem at large^ becaufe I find that relation publifhed by Authority, 
and fb prefentedto the common view. We fhall find alfo, that MaC'- 
Afabon m his Examination taken when he was firil apprehended by the 
Loitb JufUccs and Council here, doth teflify that all the chief of the 
Nobility and Gentry in this Kingdom were acquainted with the firfl Plot^ 
and particularly, that all the Popifh Party in the Committee fciit into 
.En^ndj as likewife in both Houles of Parliament knew of it: In the 
Examination of fFilUam Fitz-Gerald^ it is there affirmed, That Sir Pi&^-- ^ 
lim O Neal fending for him five Days after his rifing in Arms^ told him,

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1641 certain Covenants paffcd between the Lords of the P^& and the Nor- 
ConO therti /re/i&, for the advancing of the Rebellion > and that the RenuMi- 
ftrance from the principal Irifi in the County of Cavdn^ unto the Lords 
Juftices and Council fent by Dcao JoneSj and Mr. fFaUronej there thea 
Prifoner, was framed in the Pale and brought unto the faid Irijb by Co- 
lonel Plunket^ one of their own : And this was in the very beginning of 
the Rebellion, long before any Jealoufies were entertained by the Stacex)f 
the adherence or conjunftion of the old EngUJh with the Irifi. What 
/^^ thofe Covenants or Contrafts were, I cannot lay^ but it is, moft certain, 
fotne there were, and fome Covenants alfo entered into, between the Nor- 
thern Irifi^ and the Lords and Gentlemen of the chiqf of both the pther 
Provinces, as well as Leinft^r^ and thefe were figpcfd with their Bipod, as 
iSoftor Ahxwell teftifics in his Examination, he heard Sir PbeUm Neal 
fay on the ipth o£ December KJ41. in his own Hodc, and in the hear- 
ing, of Mr. Jofepb Travers and others : If the Lords and Gentlemea 
(meaning the Papifts of other Provinces) then not in, Arms, would pot 
rife, but leave him in the lurch for all, he would produce his Warrant,, 
ligned with their own hands and written in their own Blood, which 
ihould 1m^ them to the Gallows. And ceruinly, had there not beca 
feme very ffrange and extraordinary Engagements, and more than I can 
well imagine, it had not been poffible that fo many Perfons of Quality,, 
having great Pofleffions and many Children, fliould have declared them- 
fclves, 'tfter they law the main part of the Plot for the furprife of the 
Caftle of Dub^tt to fail, and the power of the Northern Rebels begin ta 
decline, that the Parliament of England h^ with great alacrity and rea- 
dinds undertaken the War, and not only engaged thcmfelves to his Ma- 
jefty to fend over powerful Supplies both out of England and Scotlandy 
but by their publick Order of both Houfes, fent over tOt the Lords Ju- 
ftices, and printed at Dublin in the Month of Nwember^ folly declared 
their Refolut!©ns for the vigorous Profccution of the War of /r^&;5«^ ; 
Nay, the Cities of Gahvay and Limerick^ kept their Defigns very covert- 
ly, not doing any open Ads of Hoftility, till afker the arrival of fome 
Forces at Dublin out of England^ and that the Siege of Drogbeda or Tre^ 
dagb was raifed, and thpfe bold perfidious Tray tors beaten back into, the 
North, the Lords of the Pale banifhed by force of his Majefty's Arms 
out of their own Habitations, which were all fooiled and laid waftc. 

Now that then they ftiould declare themtelves, is moresthan a Mi- 
racle to me, and foch a Myftery, as I fliould not know what to think 
of, but that I find in the Lord Mac-Gwire^s Relation before-mentioned, 
that they were acquainted with the firft beginnings of this great Plot, 
and had a particular Intereft from time to time in the carriage of it on, 
fo as I tjiink I fliall not wrong them pofitivcly.to determine, that they

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were to6i deeply engaged flighdy to retire: And that howfoevcr upon 164!. 
the failing of it in the main piece, they at firft flood at a gaze, and Ky^'^^:

They grudged at the 
great multitudes of their fair Englijb Cattle 5 at their goodfy Houfes, 
though built by their own induftry at their own charges 5 at the large 
improvements they made of their Eftatcs, by their own travels and care- 
ful endeavours. They fpake with much fcorn and contempt of fuch as 
brought little with them into IreUmd^ and having there planted tbemfelve^ 
in a little time contradcd great fortunes : They were much troubled, e(pe- 
cially in the /r/^ Countries to fee the EngUJb live hanibmely, and. to 
have every thing with much decency about them, while they ky naftily 
buried, as it were^ in mire and nlthinefsj the ordinary (brt ot People 
commonly bringing their Cattle into their own. ttinking Creates, and 
there naturally delighting to lie among them. Thefe malignant confide- 
rations made them with an envious eye impatiently to Iook upon all the 
Britijb lately come over into the Kingdom. Nothing le(s than a gener^d 
extirpation will now ferve their tum^ they mutt have reftitution of all 
the Lands to the proper Natives, whom they take to be the ancient pro* 
prietors, and only true owners, moil unjuftly deijpoiled bv the EngUJb^ 
whom they hokl to have made undue acquifitions of all tne Land they' 
poflefi by gift from the Crown, upon the attainder of any of their An* 
ceftors.

Cauceriers, deep incifions^ and indeed nothing able to work fo g^eat a 
cure, but an univer&l Rebellion. This was certainly the dileafe, as ap- 
pears by all the fymptoms, and the joynt concurrence in opinion of all 
the great Phyficians that held themielves wife enough to propofe remc* 
dies, and prefcribe fit applications to (o defperate a Malady. In thofe In- 
flruffcions privately fent. over into England by the Lord niUon of CofteloZy 

Erefently after the breaking out of the Rebellion, the alteraticni of the 
upream power in the government and fettling of it in the hands of the

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Earl o(X>rfnonde^ giving. leave to the Grand Council of the Kingdom to 1641. 
remove fuch Officers ot' State, as they thought fit, and to recommend VOTV 
Natives to their Places, were there pofitivety laid down to be a more, 
likely means to appeafe thcfc Tumults than a confiderable Army. In the 
Remonftrance of the County of laongftnrd^ prefented about the (ame time; 
to the Lords Juftices, by the &me Lord Dillon^ as alfb in the &ame of 
the Common-wealth, found at Sir John Dungar^s Houie, not far from 
Dublii^ and fcnt up thither oiit of Conaught to oe Communicated to thofe 
of Leinftefi pieces which publickly appeared fbon after the breaking 
out of the Rebellion ) the points inuued upon in them and ieveral 
others, were reftauratioh of the publick Profeflion of the Romijb Re- ^^it true 
ligioni reftitution of all the Plantation-lands unto the Natives, andcaufesof 
fettlement of the piefent Government in their hands. All the Remon- therebel- 
ftranccsfrom leverd parts, and that came out of the fevcral Provinces of the ^^^

tions aded in the firfl beginnings of their Rebellion. It is moft proba- 
ble they came to no pofitive Conclufion, but left the chief Aftors in this 
particular at large, to do as fhould (cem good to thcmielves. We -find 
their firft Proceedings and Outrages committed upon the En^ijb very va- 
rious and much differing in feveral places, fome only (tripping and expel- 
ling of them > others murdering Man, Woman and Child without Mercy. 
But this is certain, and of molt unqueftionable Truth, that by one meaos 
or other, they refolvcd univerfaUy to root all the Britijb and ProUfiants 
out of Inland.

It is not to be dcniedf^ but that. the firft and moft bloody Execution$ 
were made m the Province of Ulfter^ and tha-e they continued longeft to 
execute their Rage and Cruelty % yet mufl: it alfo be acknowledge^ that 
all the other three Provinces did concur with them, as it were, with one 
commcMi confeht to deftroy and pluck up by the Roots all the Britijb 
planted thoughout the Kingdom. And for this purpofe they went on, 
not only murdering, ftrippmg, and driving out au of them^ Men, Wo- 
meuj and Children, but they laid wafte their Habitations, burnt their 
Evidences, defaced in many Places all the Monuments of Civility and De- 
votion, the Courts and Places of the Englijb Government j nay, as fome 
of themfelves exprefe it, they refolved not to leave them either Name or . 
Poftcrity in Ireland. . , ' 

How they proceeded on in this Work, or how far they co-operated 
each with other, will be a Task of a large fize, and more proper for 
another place in this Story. 

I fliall here conclude tnis Difcourfe concerning the Cruelties exercifed , 
upon the Britijb and Proteftants, with thefe following Examinations. 
They are Eight in number, two Witnefles, as it were, taken out of each 
Province to declaim their bloody Proceedings : I ihall begin with Munjler^ 
from whence we have yet very few Examinations brought up, the chief- 
eft of them having been moft unhappily carried another way. Therefore 
I have thought fit, for the more full expreffing their Miferies, to infert 
their Generd Remonftrance, made upon theConclufion of the late Ccjia- 
tion, in the year 1^45. The two next enfuing are concCTning the Pro- 
• vince of Conaught j then thofe of the Province of Ulfiery and laftly, two 
Examinations taken of fbme h&s of Cruelty committed within the Pro- 
vince of Leinfier. I have made choice, for the moft part of them, of 
fuch as have been put in by Perfons of good Quality, of known Inte- 
grity and Credit. They are all irpon Oath, as. all the other Examinations

Thighs, Lees, Back and Neck : And that Murder done, thofe barbarous 
Rebels tied Wyths about their Necks, and drew them out of the Refi- 
ning-Mill (where indeed they flew them) and threw them, or moft of 
them, into a deep hole (formerly made) one upon another, fo that none 
of thofe twenty three Men, Women, nor Children, did efoape death. 
Howbeit, one Tbo. Laddl^ a Scottijh Man, and one George Kdfey^ who 
then and there endured, and had many grievous Wounds, and being left 
on the ground for dead, crawled up, (after the Rebels were gone away) 
and with much difficulty efcaped with their Lives : And further faith,

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that fiich was God's Judgment Upoft the ISiJd Hl^h KeieSy^' for that 1541. 
bloody Faft, that he prcfei*ly fcfl into a tnoft dcfpcratc MadneiS and Di- V^yx> 
ftraajon, and could not reft Day nor Night; yet coveting to do more 
Mifchicf upon the EngUJbj but being prtventoJ, and denied to do it, he 
about a Week after drowned himfdf in the next River to the Silver- 
Works, but his barbarous and Wicked SdMieri went on in their W;ick- 
cdnefs, and afterwards bragged hbW th^ had kiUl^d i Mitlifter and his 
Wife and four ChiMtett near the City of Liinerick ; and this Deponent 
is too well affiired, that thofe and other Iri^ Rdbels id that part of the 
Country, exercifed and coffitnitted a gttat liutilber 0f bloody Murders, 
Robberies, and Outrages up6d the Periohs ahd Goods of the Ptdtefknts,

At 
VXY"^ which day, the titulary Archbilhop and the Lord of Mayo meeting with 
their whole Number went on their Journey to Sbreul^ at which placf 
the Lord of Mayo left them in the Guftody of the faid laft named Ed- 
mund Bourk : But as one Mr. Bringburft told the Deponent, the Lord of 
Mayo was not gone fsix from them, but the (aid Edmund Bourk drew out 
his Sword, dircding the reft what they tttould do, and began to maflacre 
ihoie Pit)tcftants> and accordingly fome were fhot to death, fome ftabb'd 
with Skeins, fome run through with Pikes, fome caft into the Water 
and drowned, and the Women that were ftripped naked, lying upon their 
Husbands to iave them, were nm through with Pikes > and very few of 
thofe EngUJh then and there efcapcd alive, but the moft part were mur- 
dered in the place: Amongft the reft, the Bifliop oiKHlaUa efcaped with 
his Life, but was then and there wounded in his head^ and one 
Mr. Crowds a Minifter, was then and there fo beaten with Cudgels on 
his feet, that he died ffaortly after. And this Doponent further faith, 
that in the Town of SUgOj forty Perfons of EngUJb and Scottifh^ were 
by the Rebels ftrip'd and bck'd up in a Cellar,: and about Midnight a 
Butcher, which was fent unto them on purpofe^ with his Axe knocked 
them on the head, and fo then and there murdered them : Which But- 
cher coming afterwards to Cajik-Burrcj, did there confcfi his] bloody Faft. 

In Ttranvlyy within the County of - about thirty or forty EngUJb 

(formerly turned Papifts) had their choice given them, whether they 
would die by the Sword, or drown themlelves : They making choice of 
drowning, were brought to t^ Sea-fide by the R^els, who had their 
Skeins drawn in their hands, and forced them to wade into the Sea : 
The Mothers, with their Children in their Arms (ciying for Drink) 
having waded to the Chin, at length caft or dived them^es and Chil- 
dren mto the Sea, yielding themfelves to the Maftery of the Waves, and 
fo perifhed. 

~ The- Torments the'Rebcls would ufe to the Proteftants to make them 
confels their Monies, were thefe^ viz. fome they would take, and wnth 
Wryths about their heads, till the Blood fprang out of the cro^n of 
their heads $ others they would hang until they were half dead, * then 
they would let them down s and do the fame fo often over> until they 
confcfled their Monies. 

And this Deponent further faith, that a young Youth of about fifteen 
Years of Age, the Son of Mr. Montgomery^ the Minifter, meeting with a 
bloody Rebel who had been his Schoolmafter % this Rebel drew his Skein^ 
and began furioufly to flaih and cut him therewith > the Boy cried unto 
him. Good Mafter do not kill me^ but tvbip me as much as you mil: Never- 
thelefs the then mcrcilels and cruel Rebd there moft barlnirouily murdered

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A Sc9Ub Man travdKng io the High-way, with his Wife and Chil- 1541. 
drcn, near ----- — ^^---- were befct by the Rebels, who wounded and \„yy^ 
fhbb'd him with their Pikes, put him alive upon a Car, brought him to 
a ditch, and buried him alive, as the poor Wife afterwards (with great 
Grief) told him, this Deponent. 

The Vicar of Urras turned Papift, and became Drummer to Captain 
Bourky and was afterwards murdered for his pains by the Rebels.

dered 3 which Lift this Deponent durft not keep : At Portadcwne there 
were drowned at feveral times about three hundred and eight, who were 
fent away by about forty, or (iich like Numbers at once, with Convoys, 
and there drowned : There was a Lough near Loghgall aforelaid, where 
were drowned above two hundred, of which this Deponent was infor- 
med by feveral Perfons, and particularly by the Wife of Dr. Hodges^ and 
two ot her Sons, who were prcfent and defigned for thfe like end, but 
by God's Mercy that gave them favour in the Eyes of fome of the Re- 
bels, they efcaped j and the faid Mrs. Hodges and her Sons gave the De- ' 
ponent a Lift of the Names of many of |hofe that were fo drowned, which 
the Deponent durft not keep ^ and faith, that the (aid Dr. Hodges was .

At a Mill-Pond in the Parifh of Kilkmen in the County of l^yrone^ 
there were drowned in one Day 300 5 and in the fame Pariih there were 
murdered of Englijb and Scottijh 1200, as this Deponent was informed by 
Mr. JS/r^^, the kte Minifter of the laid Parifli, who certified the fame un* 
dg: his hand, which Note the Deponent durft not keep : The &id Mr; 
Birge was murdered three Months after : All which murders were in the 
firft breaking out of the Rebellion, but the particular times this Depo- 
nents cannot remember, neither the Perfons by whom they were committed. 
This Deponent was credibly informed by tnc faid Serjeant, and others of 
this Deponent's Servants (who kept compiany with the Rebels, and few 
the fame) that many young Children were cut into quarters aiKi gobbets ^ 
by the Rebels, and that eighteen Scottijb Infants were hanged on a do* 
tbier's Tenterhook, and that they murdered a young fat Scotijb Man,, and 
made Candles of his Greafo^ they took another ScoftJfi Man and ripped up 
bis BcHy, that they might come to his fmall Guts, the one ^end whereof 
they tied to a Tree, and made him go round until he had- drawn them 
all out of his Body> they then faying. That they would try whether a^ 
Dog's or a Scotch Man's Guts were the longer.

^541. npHAT by comtoand from Sir Pbelim ONeil^ the Rebcb dragged the 
v^-wy JL Deponent's Brother, Lieutenant James Maxv>dl^ out of his Bedi in 
The Pro- ^j^^ j^gg ^j height of a burning Fever j ^nd left any of his Acquaintance 
vift^ ^ Friends flioulcl bury him, they carried him two miles from any Church, 
and there cruelly butchered him, when he neither knew what he did or 
(aid ^ and thus Sir PheUm paid him two hundred and mty Pound which 
ic owed him ; And his Wife Gripl MaxweU being in Child-birth, the 
Child half born and half ui4x>rh, they ftript ftrak naked, drove her abodt 
m Arrows flight to the Btack-water^ and drowned her: The like they 
did to Mother Enghfo Woman m the (kme Pariih, in the beginning of 
the Rebellion, wluch was little inferioar, if not more unnatural and bar- 
barous, than the roafting of Mr. ff^atfi^ alive, after they had cut a Coilop 
cut of cither Buttock. And farther fiith, That a Scptiift Woman was 
found in the GUnvrnd \ym^ dead, her beHy ripped up, and a living Child 
cn(wlii1g in het Womb cut out of the Cawl > and that Mr. Starkey^ 
Scfao6l'Ma(iier at Armagh^ he a Gentleman of good Parentage and Parts, be- 
ing Upwards of an hundred Years of Age, they fh-ipped n«ed, taufitd two 
of his Daughters, 'Virgins, being like wife naked, to fiipport hhn under 
each Arm, he being not able to go of himfelf^ and in that poilure car* 
ridd them all three a quarter of a Mile, to a Turf-pit, and drowned them,

rather to die, than to do either. There was inade the like profler of 
Life for going to Mais, to Rd6e» EckUn^ a QtiM of eleven or twelve 
Years of Age, but he alio refufed it, fayiiu;. He. Jaw notbtng in their i&(- 
ligion for wbicb be would change his ovfn. And this Deponent further (aith. 
That very many of the Britijb Protefhnts the RcbeW btiried alive, and 

took 
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took great pleafurc to hear them (peak unto them, as they digged down 1641. 
pld Ditches upon them j except thofe whom they thus wiried, they bu- Kyy^ 
ricd none of the Protelbnts, neither would permit any that furvivcd to 
perform that duty for them: An^ fiirther faith. That the Rebels would 
lend their Children abroad in great Troops^ efpecially near unto Kirmard^ 
arpied with long Wattles ancT Whips, who wouki therewith beat dead 
Man's Bodies about their privy Members, until they beat, or rather 
thraihed them off, and then would return in great joy to their Patents, 
who received them for fijch Service as it were in Triumph. And further 
(aith. That if any Women were found dead lying with their Faces down- 
ward, they would turn them upon theii: Baclk^, ^axA in great flocks refbrt 
unto them, cenfurins all parts of their Bodies, but e&ecially fuch as are 
not fit to be named, which afterwards they abufed to many ways, and 
fb filthily, as chafle Ears would not endure the very naming thereof 

Many of the Proteftants the Rebeb wouki not kill out-right, but be- 
ing half dead, would To leave them, entreating for no better favour at 
their hands two or Three Days after, but to km them out-right, which 
fometimes was granted,. fbmetimes denied. 

. A young Youth ^having his Back-bone broken, was found in a Field, 
having like a Beafl eaten all the Grafs round about him^ the Dejponenc 
could not learn that they killed him out, but that they removed him to 
a place of better Pafture^ fo that in thofe moft bloody and execrable 
Wretches, that of the Holy Ghofl is verified, ^the very mercy of tbewick^ 
ed is crueUy: And fiirther iaith. That the Rebels themfelves told him, 
this Deponent, that they murdered nine hundred fifty four in one morn* 
ing in the County of jifOrim; and that befides them, they fuppofed that 
th^ killed above eleven or twelve hundred more, in that County : They 
told him likewife, that Colonel Bryan O Neil kill'd about a thou&id in 
the Counnr of Down^ befides three hundred kiird vestt Killekigb^ znd 
many hundreds both bdbre and after in both thofe Counties.

the firft of May 1641. whfeft Sir Pbelim O Neal had notice of the taking

upon a further debate, when they came to underfiand how ready the 
Lor^s were to yield to their (atisfaSion, and that ihe Time of the .Pro- 
rogation ihoidd be ibortiied, they feemed to reft indifferently contented, 
umertook to makQ thePjroteilation in fuch full and ample manner as was 
defined^ smd that they would &11 immediately upon it, and make it the 
work of the whole day. 

Upon the 17th of November^ jthe Lords and Commons met in Parlia- 
ment, which was hfld in the ufiial place of his Majefty *s Gaftle of Dub- 
U»: And for the better fecurity of -the Place as w^ll as of the Perfons of 
thofe that were to meet^ there was a Guard of Musketiers appointed to 
attend during the time of their meeting, but fuch care taken that they 
ihouU carry (b free from giving any Onenc^ . as no manner of Umbrage 
might be taken at their Attendanee there. The Holifb were both very 
thin, there were only in the Houfe of Peers fbmefew EngUJb Lords, 
three or four Lords or the Paky and feme two* or three Bifhops. In the 
Houfe of Commons, they took into their confideration upon their firft 
meeting the framing of the Proteftatton againft the JReilCl0« But thofe 
of the Popifh Partv fpoke fo ambiguoufly, and handled the matterfo ten- 
derly, as they could not be drawn to ftile them by the name of IGl^bCljelt 
So as they fe^t up unto the Lords a verv meager coU Proteftation againft 
them, which being in their Houfe taken into debate, it was flrongly 
contefled by the Proteftant Lords that they ihould be fUled IBitttl^, but 
that as ftiffly oppofed by the others. Tney therefore fell upon a mean 
betwixt both, which gave an Acc<Mnmodation, faying, fiey bad Slebcl- 
ItOttflp and CtafterOttflp ralfed jfms-, and fo both Parties being reafon- 
ably v&tisfied, the Prote£bition was drawn up ^nd returned back to the 
Houfe of Commons in this Tenour as folbweth.

the fevcre wrath and indignation of Almighty God, may be averted frotft 
this Kingdom, his divine Aid and Afliftance improied, and that fome relief 
in thefe calamitous times, may the better be afforded, to fuch miierablei 
Fcrfons as thrfe Tray tors, by their flapine and Cruelty, have deprived 
of their Fortunes, and fcnt naked an4 almoft famifhed up to t^is City. 

The Lords Juftjces and Council being advertifed piF the near approach The ap-. 
of the Rebels to STr^^i^^ prepar^jd to fend down fupplies both of MejnP^^^^^^^ ^^ 
Hf^ Mttnitipn, for the re-iwbrceraent of that GarriCon: There were aj- ^^^^^*^*^* ' 
ready fiefigned fix hijndred Foot atvji a Troop of Horfe for that Scrvic^, aivi Z^b!^ 
,tbey were alntpft in $1 rei^inei^ to march, when an expreis from ^\x Henry 
TtcUfii^m qimeup tpthe Earl of Or^;^, to let him koo^ thejRjebelsfaa^ 
th^t day, being the zift of Novepfber^ appeared within ^ht of the 
Town. He cotKeived they would pre(ently have kt down bi^re it, feut 
they ^dva^ced d^o further that day, only while their Forces made a (land 
there, they fe^t down a P^rty of Uiirtccn hundred Foot to Miltifon^ ^ 
l^x^ Mo(fr^-s Hou(e, which their dc^gn was fuddenly tp furpri&s hi)C . 
cpi^r-aiy to their ejcpe^^tion, they found there twenty fpur Musketiers 
apd! fifteen .HorfemePi who very ftoytly defended the Houfe as }6r\g ^ 
their po^er lafted. The Horfemen when they fjtw thetqfelves be^t fo 
as they could be no further ferviceable to' the place, opened the gate, 
iffiied pvLt and tnade t;beir pafTa^e thproug^ the midft of the Rcbek, .^nd:

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1541. from jD«W/;i, there was an Advertife^mcnt !>fought unto the Lords, that 
U^N^fome Forces of the Rebels were drawn on this fide the River of the 
Boyne^ and attended with dcfign to intercept their paflage : Whereupon 
the *Earl of Ormonde by direftion from the Lords, diipatched an exprds to 
^ivc them now upon 'their march notice thereof, and after to pafi.on to Sir 
Henry Ttcbbourn^ to let him know as much 5 and that the Recruits dcfign- 
'cd for'^the rc-m'forcemcnt of his Garrifon being now upon their march, 
it highly imported him to take fpecial care for the fecnring of their 
paflage. And next day his Lordfhip received an anfwer from him of 
'that Letter, with aflurance that he wouU not fail to march out with 
competent Forces to meet them upon the way, which he did that very 
day accordingly perform, but they marching no further than Bakudry^ 
and fo lying that night eight miles fhort of Tredagh^ he mifled of them, 
and fo went not out (by what accident or upon what reafon I kjoow not) 
the day following till the news of the defeat met him at the very gate of 
the Town where he Aood with his Men in a readincfi to march towards 
^ them : The Men being altogether untrained and unaccuftomed to Travel, 
and failing of Provifion by the way, which for their Money they could 
not by any means procure from the Country People as they marched 
along, were very much difcontented, and being fomcwhat tired with then: 
Journey, went on next day, but in much diforaer, fo carcleft, and fo little 
apprehenfive of any danger, as fome had Arms, but no Muniticm about 
tnem 5 others for their own cafe committed the carriage of both to the 
Carts. As they pafled through Gormanjiime^ the Major went in to give a 
Vifit to the Lord of Gormanftone^ who told him that theyc were fome 
Numbers of incn lay in the way with an intent to interrupt their Paflage. 
-And this his Lordfhip knew very well, for the very night before (as Mr. 
.Cretgbion affirms in his examination) one of his grootns went to Slaine 
where the Rebels were then lodged, and called them out of their Beds 
to be in a readinefs to come and encounter the EngJiJb Forces now tipon 
their march. The Major had Jikewife other Advertifements to the fame 
purpoie, which he neglefted^ not, fo much as acquainting his Captains 
therewith, as fome of them afrerwardi affirmed ; He only caufed three 
Scouts out of the Troop to be font abroad to make difoovery whether the 
paflage were clears two of them returned back a little bdbre he came 
to the Bridge of Julianas Town, aflliring him all was clears the cyther 
The de- ^^°^ ^^ ^® * Houfe within ouc Quarter of a mile of the place where the 
feat of the Rebels lay, and while he attended there for' his bteakfaft^ a Boy belong- 
Porces ' ing to the Houfi^ took hk H<^ and riding to theReb^ gave them no- 
tte^^uV ^*^^ of the near approach of our Forces: TheHorfe paflcd theBridgc, and 
of Tye!^ the Foot foUoWii^ tamed up into a Field on the left-hand of the JLane^ 
dagJif. where^ by reafon of a great aiifl: that fiiddenly Mp they difoovered not 

the 
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the Rebels, till tlicy were almoft within Musket-fhot of them. The 1641. 
Major drew his Men prefently into Battalia, but the Horfe (as fome of the W-OTM 
Foot that efcaped affirm) wheeled about without charging any part of 
the Rebels Forces, who now furioufly approached with a great Shdut j 
and a Lieutenant giving out the unhappy word of Countermarch, all the 
Men poflcfled as it were with i panmck Fear, began fbmewhat confiifed- 
ly to march back, but were (b much amazed with a fecond Shout given 
by the Rebels, (who feeing them -in diforder followed clofe on) as not* 
withilanding they had gotten into a ground of great advantage, they 
could not be periwaded to ftand a Charge, but betook themielves to their 
heels, and (b the Rebels fell fharply on, as their manner is upon the £xe« 
cutba. 

Sir Patrick fTeames^ without the I06 of one Horfe, pafled on fafely 
unto Tredagb : The Major with two of the Captain3 more^ and about a 
hundred or their Men, made an Efcape thither hkewife: The other 
three Captains, with all the reft of the Soldiers that were Englijhy were 
there cut ofFj they (pared very few or none that fell into their hands^ 
but fuch as were Irijbj whofe lives they preferved : The Arms of the . 
whole fix hundred they pofleffed themfelves of, as likewife of all their 
Munition and Carriages : And {o highly were the Rebels encouraged with 
this Defeat given to his Majefty's JForces, as the whole Pak began pre- ^ 
fently to wavers they thought the Kingdom their own, and that the 
En^ijh would in all parts faU before them, as thofe i>oor il^ xondudted 
Sheep had unhappily done. And this is a true Relation (as near as I 
could coUeft it h-om the Mouths of thofe that were prefent) of that fa- 
mous Vi&ory fo much boafted of by the Irijb^ whereunto the Inexpe* 
rience of the EngUJb Commanders, and the Diferders of the common 
Soldiers, who- were then but newly taken up, and had never feen any 
Service^ contributed far more than any Skill or Courage ihewed by the 
Rebels, which they had only opportunity at that time to exprefs by a 
loud Shout. Beiides, diey were treble their number, and had for their 
Leaders, Roger Moart^ Hugh Birne^ and Philip O Rely, the two laft Per- 
fbnsj who had been trained in the Wzts abroad under the Spanijb Difci- 
pline^ and were of greateft Experience among them : They' brought 
down a great part of thofe Forces out of the Counties of Cavan and 
Monagban^ and as (bon as th^ came within the River o£ Bt^ne^ great 
numbers of the ordinary Churies of the Pale ' adjoyned themfelves unto 
tJieir Men, and fb made up a Body (ufficient to perform that Service. 

The News of this unhappy Defeat was brought the very fame day, 
being Mond^ the z^th of November at Evening, to the Lords Juftices as 
they Tate in Council: Jt troubled tiiem very much, and as it was a mat* 
tcr of great rejoycing among the Popifh Inhabitants of the City, fa it

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1641. bred a general Sorrow and Coftftcmiftlbn among the EngKJb and Prote- 
v-xVN^ ftants : It happened in a very ill Sealbn, the late made Colonels were but 
then in railing of their MtjA : And fuch Companies as were compleatcd,

Countyoffioufly^ ftrippi^gj murdcring, and driving them all out of that Terri- 
mckkw. tory as foon as they had taken in the King's Fort, in that County called 
Carew's Fort, and poflcffed themfelves of the chief Places of ftrength be- 
longing to the Engtijh Gentlemen there : He marched jo the Town of 
fFicklow^ where he caufed fome few Men and one Woman to be exe- 
cuted, they beihg found upon Examinatioji guilty of the late Spoils com- 
mitted moft barbaroufly upon the Englijh there > and the very Clothes of 
an Englijb Woman that was ftripped, being found upon the Back of that 
Jrijh Woman that was there hanged. In his return, LMke took^ with 
near a thoufand Irijb under his command, encountred him, but he quick- 
ly made them fly and take to the next Bogg, with the lofs of (bme few 
of their Men : And fo he returned with aU poffible (peed to Dublin^ the 
Lords having fent him notice of the late Defeat given to the Forces fent 
to Tredagh : As foon as he arrived, he applycd himfelf very carefully to 
the fecuring of the Town, which now began to be more defoerately 
threatned than ever, by the near approaches of the Rebels; And io great 
were the .diforders then in the^City, fo inconfiderable the Forces railed, 
the EngUfi Inhabitants fo ftrangely difmayed, the Papifts fo highly raifed 
in Spirit and Courage, as had the C6mmanders of the Rebels dnwn thofo 
Forces together as they had in readinds on both fides the1R.ivcr of Boyne 
for the Siege of Tredagb^ and fo marching up to DuhUn^ had taken the 
advantage of the prefent Diftraftions, and forward Afieftions which they 
wpuld have undoubtedly found there to affiil them, they had in all hu- 
mane probability made themfelves Mailers of the City, and might fo 
ftraitly have begiit the Caftle, as would within a very (hort time have 
endangered the furrender of it j but it pleafed G O D to Infatuate their 
Countels : The flrong Opinion they had that they fhould plefently carry 
Tredagbj and fo poflcte themfelves of^ all the Arms and Munition they had 
in that Town, caufed them to fix their Refolutions there, and to fet up 
their reft upon the obtaining that place. In this, as in many other won- 
derful A£h of Divine Providence which I then obferved with great ad- 
miration, it pleafed G O D to appear even miraculoufly in the preierva- 
tion of the City and Caftle of DuhHn^ with the poor remainders of -E«g- 
UJh and Proteftants, who had there taken fan6hiary* 

And 
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And now the Lords and Gentlemen of the Pakj thought it high time 1641. 
to difcover themfelves and their afIe£kions to the Caufe : They certainly lU'W/ 
had not only long entertained a defefiion in their Thoughts, but were, as fe^'^o^^Qf 
the fcveral fbrementioned Examinations teftify, the firft Contrivers and the Lords 
Bringers in of the Northern Rebels into this execrable Plot j they had an^ chief 
now lifcewife drawn them into the PaJe^ and therefore they could not now Gentle- 
hope much longer to walk under a Mask, and entertain the^tate with J^^^^^^^^jj^ 
further profeifions of their Loyalty : They had gotten a competent ^ra^gUjf, paic' 
portion of Arms and Munition out of his Majefty's Store into their own 
poflcflion: They few now the Northern Rebels advanced within the Ri- 
ver cf Boyne^ with very confiderable Forces to ftrengthen their Paityi 
and by the late Encounter and foccefiful Viflrory they had therein, they 
pleaicd their ^cies with confident Conceits of certain prevaUing, if they 
would riow declare themfelves by a publick conjunflion in the common 
Caufe, and raifing fuch numbers of Men and quantities of Provifion, as 
the plentiful Circuit of the Pale did afford, would profecute the War (b 
happily begun, and isy fiiccedfiilly managed hitherto. 

Theie and feveral <^her Confideratiens working very powerfully among The pian- 
the Lords and chief Gcndcmen of the Pdk^ they -did within very few ^^J^.^^^'J"^ 
days after the late Defeat fokmnly proceed on to the aftual Confumma- tion of 
tion of their long meditated Revolt. For the manner^ place, time, and all the Lords 
other- circumftances, I (hall refer the Reader to thi& enfuing Relation, ^^^ ^^ 

g'ven in tipon Oath, March 1641. before Sir Robert Meredith^ ^*g^^men o^^ 
hancelloar of the ]l^chequer, in the Examination of Edward Dawdall^ tht EngUJh 
Eiquire, a Gentleman of th6 PaJe^ one very well efteemed among them. Pale with 
one that was prefent at all their Meetings, and deeply engaged in all their ^^ Nor- 
Counfels and Aftions. ^ ^^^ ^:

That as fbon as the Parties drew 
Leaders near unto the faid Hill, tbic Lords and Gentry of the Pak rode towards 
the Nor- ^^^^^ ^^ ^^^ Lord of G&rmanjlone^ being one of the firft, fpake unto 
thernRc^ them, and demanded of them. Why, and for what rcafon, they came 
^ bels. -"' armed into the Pale ? Unto which Roger Moore made prdent anfwer. 
That the giound of their coming thither, and taking up Arms, was for 
i the Freedom and Liberty of their Coniciences, the Maintenance of bis 
Majefty's Prerogative, in which they underftood he -was abridged, and 
the making the Subje&sjin this Kingdom as free as thofe in England 
were^ whereupon the faid Lord of Gormanfione defired to underftand 
from them truly and faithfully, whether thofe were not Pretences, and 
not the true grounds indeed of their fo doing > and likewife whether 
they had not lome other private Ends of their own^ which being by all 
denied, upon profeiHop or their i(|incerity, his Lordihip^ the Lord of Gor^ 
manfiom then told them.; Seeing thcfe be your true Ends, we will iike- 
wife join with you therein > unto which courfe all agreed. And there- 
upon it was publickly and generally declared, that whofocvcr Ihould deny 
to join with them, or refuie to aflifl tliem therein, they would account 
Jbim as an Enemy, and to the utmoft of their power labour, his de<* 
firudion. And this Examinate faith. That after the agreement fb made^ 
as aforefaid, there ifliied another Warrant to the Shenfi^ of the County 
of Meaihy to fummon all the Lords and Gently of the County of Meatbj 
to be at the Hill of Taragb^ about a Week after 5 and accordii^ly there 
met at the fame place the Earl of Fingak^^ the Lord of Ge/rmaf^me^ and 
the refl of t^ Lords and Gentlemen afore-named, together with Sir 9^o- 
tnai Nugent y and Nicholas Plunket the Lawyer, Birford tbe'Lawya*,' and 
a multitude. of others^ and the work of that day was firft to Huke an- 
fwer to ^ Summons made by the State for calling of the Lords unto Duh" 
iin J which Anfwer was brought ready drawn by the Lord of Gorman'- 
ftone^ and prefented by his Lordihip^ and being perufed by the (akl Council 
at Law, was %ned by the Lords. * . :

Arms from the State for their 
Companies, departed from their Obedience, and addreflcd themfelves and 
their Companies wholly to the. fervice of the Rebels. Nicholas fPhitej 
E(qj Son and Heir to Sir Nicholas White of Lejlip^ was the firll that 
gave . the Example about the fccond of December : But he carried the 
matter fo handfomely, as his Company ran away to the Rebels, as he pre- 
tended, without his confent, or even his knowledge, any longer time be- . 
fore their departure, than to give him opportunity to come and acquaint 
the State therewith, and his own difebility to hinder the fame : But be- ' - 
fore it was poflible to ufe any means of prevention, the Men were all ' ; 
gone with their Arms and Munition to t^e Rebels: Many of the other . 
Captains defired no fuch fine cover for their intentions, but , delivered 
themfelves and their Artiis up to be dilpofed as they fliould dircd with- 
out any further fcruple or complement to the State : Whereupon the 
Lords finding how notorioufly they were abufcd by the very great con- - 
fidence rcpofed in fiich Gentlemen of the Paky as being made Captains, 
had received Arms from them, and perceiving what couric they began 
now to fteer, ind hpw they were rcfolved to imploy their own Arms 
againil: them, they took fuch order, and with fiich celerity and diligence 
made ftay of feveral of thofe Arms, which were delivered out for the ufe 
of the Pah^ as of the one thoufand feven hundred Arms difiiributed 
among the feveral Counties thereof, they recovered again into their hands 
nine hundred and fifty.

They therefore finding their dangers daily to au th " ^ 
cncreafe through the near approach of the Rebels unto the City of Lords of 
Dublin^ the continual affronts, and new fcoms the State daily received t^^ep^/^,

And for this Semce they fefled the whole Country 
thereabouts, and ordered what prop)>rtions of Corn and numbers of 
Cattle ihould be broucht down odt of every part for the Vi6h]alling of 
thofe that lay encamped about the Town: There was allotted to every 
.Company confifling of a hundred Men, for their daily allowance, one 
Bief, ana half a Barrel of Corn : And that they might with the' more 
facility bring in the Country People to furnifh their Army with thefb 
projportions) they made not only Prohibitions that no Cionl fhould be 
earned to Dublin^ but fb blocked up the ways a$ the poor Churks that 
lived fomewhat diflant from the City, could not cany their Com thither 
without apparent Danger ^ wherry the Market began to be very ill pro- 
vided, ana great Want and Scarcity was much ^feared b^ res&m of the 
large acceffion of People come firom feveral parts of the Kjiwdom up un- 
to the City for fafety. Whereupon the Lords Juftices and Council made 
Proclamation to be pubHfhed, That all fiich as had Com remaining with- 
in fbme few miles diflance, fhould as their ufiial manner was, brinff it to 
the Market at DubUn^ and they fhould receive ready Money for the 
fames in cafe they did not that, they would preiently fend out Parties and 
bum their Cora as it flood in the Haggards, and fo prevent the ufe the 
Rebels intended to make of it for the V^alling of their Army. By this 
means the City was indifferently well fiipplied Si that Winter with Com, 
the CcHintry People though otherways very malicious againft the EngUJb 
and Protefbmts, oeing content, tho' with much hazard, to adventure the 
bringing their Com, where they fold it at. a good rate for ready Money^ 
rather than to fiiffer it. to be threfhed out by Warrants from the Lord 
of Gmnanfione for the ufe of the Iri/bAxmy then lying before Tredagb. 

But 
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But while thcv continue their fruitlefi and unprofitable attempts there, 1641. 
havkig neither Skill, Courage, Experience, nor any means to bring about I^OT^-/ 
their impetuous defires and fond endeavours for the taking in of that*^^* ^** ' 
Town, I ihall briefly reprefent a view of the fad eftatc of our aflfairs in^f"|^p^, 
Z)»Ww ; It was now almoft full two Months fince the breaking out of lick affairs 
this Rebellion : the Lords Juftices and Council out of their deep apprc-^*^i'« 
hcnfions of a general revolt of all the Irijh through the Kingdom, did in ^^^^^* 
the very beginning with much earneftnefe folicitc the prefent fending over 
of Succours out of England: And as foon as they be^n to make a little 
further difcovery into the ftrer^h of this Conlpiracy,. and found 
their own wants and utter Difabilities to make any long or confiderable 
oppofition againft the univerfal Power of the whole Body of the Irijb^ 
as it then began to appear unto them, firmly united with almofl all the 
Old Englijh that were of the Romifh Profeflion incorporated into their party* 
throughout Ireland^ they did with much more earneftnefs by their frequent 
Letters and feveral Agents, reprefent unto his Majefly and the Parliament' 
of England^ the very ill, even defperate condition they were in 5 and them* 
fore defired that fupplies both of men, money, and'^all kind of warlike 
provifions, might be fent away with all fpeed unto them, declaring that 
unlefs they received them prefently, and that in great proportion^, thqr 
were not able longer to /ubfift as they Hood how environed 6n all fides 
with multitudes oT the Rebels, but had juil reafbn to apprehend their 
own prefent ruin, and the inevitable lo(s of the whole Kingdom : And be- 
caufe they cpiiceived the Levies in England could not be fo fuddenly made 
nor the men fo eafily tranlp^rted froin thence into the North of Iretand^' 
(where the Rebels appeared in greateft numbers, and had by their moft . 
unparallerd cruelty towards the Englijb done moft mifchief) as out of^

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1641. fiege, fuffercd much want and mifciy, and having bravely refilled all the 
Corv-/ aflauks and attempts that the Irijb made with great multitudes upon them, 
and in many places caufed them to tfaife their fieges with great lofs and 
flaughter of their men, yet they were afterwards, finding themfelves with- 
out all hope or poflibility of relief, enforced to deliver thofe places toge- 
ther with the multitudes of the Engtijb they had received, into the hands 
of the Rebels, upon fair quarter folemnly promi(ed by them ; And ift ma- 
ny places no fooner had they by that means gotten entrance into them, 
but that they moft perfidioufly broke the quarter given, defpoiled them of 
that little remainder of their iubftance they had then left, and fent them 
away in great want and mifery to find relief among other EngUJb Garri* 
fons. But the whole Country being wafted and deftroyed, and the poor 
EngUfi that lived in them, ddTpoiledof all their fubftance, were become (b 
filterable and poor, as that they were able to afford th«m very little relief 
or comfort, befides pity and compafiion, which could not fupport or keep 
alive thofe languiihing gaftly Creatures, (b as multitudes dyed, iome in 
ditches, (bme travelling on the high- ways, (bme under hedges, ^ fb left 
their Carcafles as fearful (peftacles to the beholders, and fad monuments of 
the inhumane "cruelties exercifed on them by thofe bloody Rebels, who 
yet under pretence of mercy ipared their lives, but took up a rdbludon as 
they were not afhamed to aeclare, to put them to a more lingring death % 
and therefore left them in fuch a condition as inevitably brought on their 
miierable ends with much more difeomfort and (brrow. 

But this (hall fuffice to ihew the beginning of the rifing of the IriJb in. 
Munfter % the p^uticulars whereof fhall be cleany and at large fet down in the 
fbltowing Relations of their firfl: proceedings within that Province, where 
it (hall be declared Ukewife, how all the great Towns in Leinfter^ except 
Dublin and Tredagb^ did about the fame time bqgin to flrip and expel all 
the Britijh and Proteftants, that either inhabited, in them, or fled out of the 
Country near about to fhelter thonfelves there, from the barbarous cruel- 
ties of their IriJb neiehbpurs. 
Duhlin di( As for the City of biihUn^ it b^an now to be much more ftraitly cn- 
iii cfTed. compafled by the Forces of the Rebels, much encreafed through their 
kte conjunftion with the Engli/b Pak. And in cafe of their want of power 
to force it, yet they having made their approaches fo ijiear, wd having lb 
abfolutely flopped up aU the avenues, as we had great reafon to appitbend 
their keeping back of provifions would^rive the City into high neceflitie% 
and quickly occa(i6n great want there. And here I cannot without a^uch 
grief of heart call to mind the lamental>le complaints and bitter out-crys^ 
which until this time, were continuUy fent up unto the Lords Jufiicesand 
Council, whilc^ey remained in this pofture, out of feveral Parts <£ the 
Country, where the EttgUJb Inhabitants being by the Izijb driven out of 
t their 
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their habitations, had for their prdent fafeguard put themfelires into Hou&s 1641. 
or Caftlcs of fome ftrength 5 they there enduring inuch want and milery, 1>VN> 
made fhift, though not .without' great difficulty, by feveral Meflages and 
Letters to make known their condition to the State, as alio that they were 
refolved, as many of them did, to fufFer.the utmoft extremities out of hope 
of relief) and a confident expe&ation of fuccours from them. 

But, Alas ! all was in vain, thc^ were able to afford them no other com** 
fort than what their pitiful commiktation of their forrowfiil condition wbuld 
adminifter j they were themfelves reduced fo low, as with the greateft 
power they could raifc, they durft not adventure to fend any ways five 
miles out of the City, their fupplies out of England wtrt not arrived, they 
had neither place nor means to raife men, but oply within the verge of the 
City J and fuch as they ordinarily took up there, were either Irijhj where- 
of many ran prefetnly aw^ witn their Arms to* the Rebels, or poor Grip- 
ped EngUJh^ and Inhabitants of this City, who were raw men, and though 
they afterwards being well^^ exerctfed and trained to the ufe of their Arms, 
proved very good Soldiers j yet for the prefcnt they were very unfit for 
lervicc r As appealed in that Uttie expedition Colonel Craford made^ out. with 
his men to Finglas^ a little Town two inile$ difiant from the City, at the Some F6r- 
&me time, when Sir Charles Coot marched forth to beat Luke Nettervik^^^^^^^ 
with his undifciplined Rej^iment out of his quarters at Saniry^ who having ^"„nm ^* 
timely notice of his commg laved him the labour, for he prefently upon the kibiU 
the rumour thereof diflod^ed^ and fled info muchjiafie, as neleft fome of who lod^ 
his beft equipage and all his provifions behind him ; But that Party of Re-*^ within.

whom there are many fb weak, as to apprehend ftom thence too much 
fear, whereby many are fled the Kingdom. 

* On the ei^th day of this Month, the Earl of Kildare^ the Lwd Vif- 
count FitZ'fi^llUams^ and the Lord Baron of Houtb came unto us, but 
the reft of the Noblemen not coming deferred pur conference, and on 
the eleventh day of this Month we received Letters from feven of them, 
namely, the Earl of Fmgale^ the Lord Vifcount Gormanjhne^ the Lord 
Vifcount Nettervilcj and the Lords of Slaif&y Itr'mbkftone^ Dunfany and 
L&wthy dated the feventh day of this Month, and figned by them, pre- 
tending a fear of a Maflacre on thofe olT their Rdigbn, and that there- 
fore they arc deterred, to wait on us, but do rather think it fit to 
ftand upon their guards and how that lefolutibn of theirs may {land 
with the loyalty they profefe, we humbly fubmit to his Majcfty's excel- 
lent Judgment, for whofe Royal view wc fend you here indofed, a Copy 
of their (aid Letters. 

* When we received thofe Lcttei-s, we did admire whence the fears of 
coming to us fhould arifej but afterwards wc heard that they had been 
in confiiltation with the Rebels, which alio as to moft of them is con- 
firmed by the enclofed Examination of Cbrifia^ber Hampton^ and indeed 
we know nocaufe of fear they have of us^ unlds thdr own guilts 
begctt m them the fear they pretaid j and they fpare not though unjuft- 
ly to charge us with a negkfl: of thdr advices j whereas not one of 
them to this Houfe offered to us any advice or real affiftance towards 
Pacification of thefe troubles. . , 

f It became then publick (nor could we keep fecret that which they had 
publidled to others) that thofe Noblemen to fiunfided with the Rebels 
^ they now flood oh their gimrd> we therefore adjudged it fit for vin- 
dicating: the State from the Afjperficm which we found fo publickly eh* 
deavoured to be laid upon us, to publifh the inclofed Proclamation, as 
well to fatisfie to the World as thde Noblemen, who certainly arc 
abundantly fatisfied in their own fecret thoughts, that we never intoid&d 
to Maflacrc them dr any others that being. a thing which we and all 
good ProteflantS' do much ablior, whatever.. the praSice of thdr rdi- * 
gion is, and hath been found to herby woful expenence m other parts, 
whereof we confeS we are now in great dang^, ijF.our long expeded 
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Succoms come not the iboher to us^ and it may be gathered from that 
unexampled tyranny which the Rtbeb have already ocercHed towards 
thoie of our Nadon and Religion, whtf fell into their hands, what we 
for our parts may expert from them ; but the diihonour and ihame 
which may xcRdSt upon the Ef^l^ Matron by cxpofing this State and 
Kingdom to fo apparent ruine, and with it the extirpation of God's true 
Religion, affli&s us more than the \o& of our own lives and fortunes, 
When allmight be £ived by (ending (eafon^ly thofe Succours. 

* We lately received Letters from the Lady Ofafyj and a Letter con- 
taining moil inHAent Menaces, inclofed therein, ient her from the Re- 
bels, to which ihe fent diem a noble Acrfwer, Copies whereof we (end 
here inclofcd. 

^ One of the Rd>els iUIing himfelf Chaplain Major and Ovet&erof the 
Coafts and Harbours, lately, fent a Summons in a proud and vaunting 
manner, to one Edward Leeeby that was entnifted to keep the Ifland ol:^ 
Ijimbay^' Ttqmdng the delivery up of that Ifland to theRebels, which 
being done, he gaveXfsdr a Pais, wherein he ftilesthe R^ls Forces 
the Cathohck Army : A Copy of which Summons and Pa(s we fold your 
Lordfhip here inciofed $ and Leech told us that that mighty Chaplain 
declared openly to him. That he was Plotter of this Rebellion. That he 
had ipent in Travel and Pro(ecution of that defign beyond Seas four 
thouiand pound $ and that all the Kings in Chriftendom, excepting the 
King of England^ and the King oi, Denmark^ have hands in this bu- 
finds. 

* A Caitie in the Town of Ltmgfwd^ hdd by the JB»^(^, who ilood 
out a ]vhile ^ainft the Rebels, being in the end through want of viiSlu- 
als necxflitated to be rendred up to them, upon promife of quarter, a 
Popiik Prieft flandii^withhi^Skeanin his hand, watching for the com- 
ing forth of a Minmer.then among the Engl^j did by thruftiiig t?liat 
Skean into the Minifter's Gut^, and ripping up his BtUy give that as a 
Signal to the Rebels, for falhng upon the i;eft of lYit.EvgBJby which 
they did accordingly, aflbonas tfaeMinifier was murdered, kiiltng fome 
and ha^gii^ the refh^K^ perfidioufly. 

/.On the irin^ of.this Month, we received advertifemait, that great 
numbers of men were gathered together in Warlike manner, at Swoords 
in the County of DuiSn ^tfain fix milea of us, they liaving the Army 
of the Rebels behind them on this fide Dn^gbeda % whereupon we then 
impacdiatcly fentt)ut cair Warrant, commanding them to dilperfe: A 
Copy whereof we icnd your Lordfliip here incbfed j whicli was not 
obeyed J but a Lettenfiaittts from iMh Netiermk Son to the Lord Vif- 
-'ount -Afe/rrmfc, and others of them : A Copy whereof we likcw^ife 
fendhcrc inclofedj Whereupon we publifhcd. the inclofcd >Manifefl^ for 
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vindicating this State fi-oni their Afperfions alfo: And it is obfervable, 1641. 
that thofe Gentlemen at SwoordscoxM even on that very Tuefday night, S^op^ 
wherein they alledge they were fo affiighted at their Houfes, aflemblc 
twelve hundred men together in that moment of time, to have in rea- 
dinefi againft any attempt from, the State, whereas for many days before, 
they could fit ftill and look on, ^ whilft an Army of the Enemy ky 
behind them, betwixt them and^ Drogheda^ and whilft ibme of them 
openfy declami Rebels, and many of their neighbours,, who doubt*- 
Ids hold under-hand ptell^ence with the Rebels, robbed and fpoil- 
ed the Englijb on all parts round about them $ aqd yet thofe Gentlemen 
could not In all that time be either fo affrighted by the Rebels, or fo 
compaiHohate of their poor Englijb neighbours, as to ailemble any men 
for the defence of themfelves, or thofe their poor EngUJh neighbours % 
and certainly thofe Gentlemen might have been as believing in this State 
who have always ufed lenity and mildnefi towards them, as in the Forces, 
of the Rebels which lie fo near behind thtm, and who they know have. 
murdered many of His Majefty's good and innocent Subje£b, and for 
ought they know (if there were not fecrct intelligence between them) 
might have ufed them alfo in like manner. 

' But the Truth is, we conceive thofe Gentlemen had a minjj to joyn 
with the Rebels, and do now take up pretences to cover their difloyal* 
ty, and caft fcandal on this Government. 

^ The Rebels in the PaJe as in. other parts, have caufed Maflcs to be 
&id. openly in the Cbirches, expelled the Minifters frotp Officiating in, 
their Chi;nrches, and forced divers perfons for fiiving their lives and goods 
to become Paptfts, openly profeiling that noProteflant {hall be fiiflered to 
live ia Ireland^ and whilft they inmit thus over all the EngUfi and Pro- 
tcflanfs, deftroying them for no other reafon, but for that they arc Pro- 
tefhntsand EngUjb^ we kt fall nothing againft them touching Religion, 
and yet' they feign things againft us, tending that iptray to give fome co- 
lour to their crudt' proceedings.

bels of Kildare^ znd the borders of ff^ckhw and DubKn^ fo as we a):e 
in this Cii^ invironed by them on all fides by Land, and thcv begin ta 
ftbp iicceifes to us by Sea ^ for the Fiihermen on the Sea-Coaits being all 
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/n/; and Papifts Inhabitants in the Palt^ brake out alfe into Rebellion 
with the multitude, and have robbed, fpoflcd and pillaged even within 
the Bay of Dublin feveral Bark$. coming hither forth of England. And 
if to revenge thisvillany on the Fifhermen tx. Clantarfe and thereabouts, 
fo near us, wc fend forth a Party of SoUiers to bum and fpoil thofe Re- 
bels Houfes and Corn, the Gentlemen of the Pale will immediately take 
new offence j but that we will adventure upon j for now there is no dal- 
liance with them, who fo far declare themfelves againfl: the State, not 
caring what fcorns are put upon the Government, whereki is obfervable, 
that the Landlord of Clantarfe is one of thofe Gentlemen, rifen in Arms 
at Swoords. 

^ Your Lordfhip now fees not only the neceflity of haftening with all 
poflible fpeed our Succours of Men" and Arms both out of England ^t\d' 
Scotland^ in greater numbers than thofe at firfl defigned, feeing the . 
breach appears to be far greater, and the defeftion more general than at 
firft was conceived 3 and yet fo as fuch of them as arc reSy be not for- 
ced to ftay for the reft, but that thofe may be fo ordered as to come af- 
ter, for ho flefh tan imagine, unleis they (aw it as we do, the greatnefs* 
of our danger, who are but a handful in comparifon of the multitudes' 
rifen ag^inft us : And we dellre that the ten thouland defigned to come from 
SMiandj may be wholly fenc away, as well the five thou&nd intended to 
be left there in a readinefs as the reft, with d.u^ion to land as near 
Dublin as they may, and wherefoever they land to march to Dubtin i£ 
poffibly they can $ and to (end away with all fpeed the Ships appointed for 
guarding thefe Coafts, is alfo veiy neceftary to be haiiened^ and that 
two or three Ships of good ftrength follow after : doubtlefs thefe Re- 
bels expe£t ^ very great fupply ofj\rms and Munition from foreign Parts 
either Spain or France. 

* And although out of the f(»-e-{]ght we bad of this csttrcmrty fincc 
thefe troubles Jbcgui, wc have endeavoured to get in fomc provinons of 
victual and torn, yet we have not been able to pro^vde our felves fiiffi- 
cienfly to ftand out any long ficge, nor can we now get in any more, 
our Markets being almoft taken away, and. the ftrength of the Rebels 
furroundiqg us fo as we can fetch in no more Provifions^ wherefore we 
befcech your Lordfhip that the Magazine? of Vifitwals defigned to be 
fettled on th^t fidc^ may be fettled with all fpeed, if it be not done al- 
ready,, whereby we and the Succours we expc&, may not be in diftids 
Jpf Vifikgjik for our felves or, them, or Oats for ourHodes. Our want of 
Visuals is the more hi reiped of the daily accds of the Ex^ifi) foiled 
m the C(Mintiy. 
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^ The ncceility of the defence of the Province oi Munfter^ re^ir^tbe-' i6^. 
immediatfc raifing pf a Regiment of Foot confiding of one thowland v^-Y"^ 
Men, and two Troops of Horfe of threefcore each Troop, which threc- 
fcore we appointed the Lord Prefident to rai(e, and for the payment and 
arming of them^ we humbly advife, feeing we cannot do it,< that Money 
and Arms be fent from thence to, 2^^A^//, with a further fiipply of 
Arms and Munition for the Stores iQ that Province now much wanting 
there. 

^ And as the Rebels which have befet us and this City on all fides by 
Land, do threaten to cut off our Market at DubUn^:^iimAi we begin to 
feel already : So they boldly declare, that they will within a day or two 
cut oflF the waitercourfe, which brings Water to this City and Caftle^ 
and that done, that their multitudes will immediately burn our Suburbs 
and befiege our Walls, whjch we confe& we yet want Strehgth to de- 
fend, and muft want till our Supplies come forth of England or Scotland 
or both i for here we have but about three thoufand Men, the reft of 0^

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1641' * (ute, are 6f great ncceflity to be baftened away hithtrj (b it is alio 
v.^'-'VN^ * needful that we enjoy your Lordfhip's' prefencc here^ for the conduft in 
your own perfon of the great and important aflRnrs of this State, as 
weB in the Martial as in the Civil Government, 'which do neceilarily 
te<]uii*e it in this time of great imminent danger, wherein fo far as we 
may be able to contribute any affiftance with you, we (hall be ready to 
difcharge our duti(» therein, with that Idyaky and' uprightnefi of heart 
which we owe to his Majelty, and the particular refpca due from us 
to your Lordflxip ; but we hope you will bring that flrength with you, 
which may bent the Greatnefe of the King our Matter to fend with 
his Lieutenant againft {b numerous enemies as thefe Rebels are become, 
as well for the Honour of his Majefty, as for the terrour of thofc 
Rebels.

wherein we are, whether we have the credit to be believed or nQj and 
that we write Truth, and moft needftd Truth, will be found true,

In this pK]^ mifera^e ^condition, tiie Lords Jufticesand Council con- 
tinued ihut up within the 'Cicy of ;i^ir;i, firugUng with all their {>ow- 
£r for a ihort pnsfervatioli firom thdediTmaliodamities which had gene- 
rally overfpread the whde.Kkigdom: Their care, travel, jand^e^eavours, 
had hitherto, in fbme meafure extended uo the moft remote parts > how 
they might aSwage die fwelling diftempers, or yield fome relief to the 
kment^e compl^nts and Stter out*cries <kily , brought up unto them. 
But jiaw the evils abroad ^were grown p^ their cure; and. their ewn

And thus they continued until the moft happy and 

val of Sir welcome arrival of that truly valiant Gentleman and gallant Commander Sir 

fmrf^tii ^^^^ HanourU who being defigned Governour of theCity of Z>«W», was 

Fo'rccsout difpatchcd away by (pecialordcr of Parliament with his Regiment for the 

of zng- prefervation of that place,, and landed here on the laft of December ^ 1641. 

land. to the great joy and. comfort of all his Majcfty's Protcfhints, and well 

aftefted Subjeas, and to the terrour of thofe Rebels now in Arms, who 

had made tnemfelves believe that no Succours would be lent' out of Eng' 

land towards the foppreflii^ of their notorious Rebellion. 

And now my intentions were to have proceeded further on in fetting 
down what hath (alien out within the next four Months, and then to have 
added abrief accouni;'of aUfucK p^cular paflages 'as have been a&ed du- 
ring the (pace of tho(e fix Months within aU the (everal Counties of this 
Kingdom, and ib having recoUafted and prefented as it were at one view 
the publick calamities and miierable ^elblations of all the four Provinces 
there, to have (at ^ownand made the firft period of this Story. 

But I muft here take up, being unexpettedly called awav^ I ^efolve 
thdrdbre patiendy to attend the reuoring of this Kingdom and the refettlc- 
ment of our Afiairs^ and then if I find not this work undertaken atid per- 
ftfted by (bme* more skilful hand, I fliall hope to get the reft of my 
tailing together, aiul make fuch further provifion of all other materials as 
^may enabk me to go through with the &me. 

In the mean rime it will not be amiis to uke Notice, that the Re- 
bels within very few Months after their firft breaking out, had (b btdered 
their a&irs, as that by thdr fiidckn fiirprifes, their Iharp and bloodv exe- 
cutions, their barbarous ftripping, and defooUing of all ibrts tbat fell into 
their hands, they had cleared the Inland Counties of all the Britijb Inhu- 
^tants: And except fbme few Caftles and other places of ftrength which 
they held feverally befieged, and had moft of them fiiddenly .after furrende- 
red for want of relid^, they had in a manner made themfelves abfolute Ma- 
iters in all thofe parts of the Kingdom. And for the maritime places, there 
were only fomc of the chief Cities which were held out againfl them, 
befides fbme few other forts and places of no great importance : As in 
the Province olLmfier^ the Oty ox Dublin \ ana in the novince of Mun- 
fier^ the Cities of C&rk^ Yougball, and Ki^^ale s in 27^^r, London-Derryj 
Colrame and Caregfergus: And all thefe they held eicfaet: befieged, much 

diflrcflcd. 
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diftrcflcd, or they were othcrways lb ovcr-peftred with the multitudes of 1541. 
poor ftripped people fled to them for fifety, as they were confident they V^xVS^, 
ccnild not long hold out, but that either open force, treachery, famine, or 
fickneis would within a fhort time inevitably put them into their hands. 

Thus it pleaied God to humble his own people in this Land, and for 
their fins to give them up into the power of their cruel Enemies, who 
bcgp now to (acrifice to their own nets, to celebrate the memory of 
their Viftorics : And upon the profperity of their undertakings and late, 
fuccefi, they were become fo confident of prevailing even to the total 
extirpation of all xhtBritiJb and Protefl^nts out of this Kingdom, as they 
proceeded to (et down a co'tain form of Government, nominated the 
perlbns whom they intended to entrufl with the management of their 
affairs, what Laws they would have revoke^y what Statutes newly ena- 
£):ed : And in the mean time they ereded a Council, which they Ail^d 
the Supre^ae Council, which they invefled with abfolute Powey and Au- 
thority to order and govern the whole Kingdom. 
. This confiftcd of certain Noblemen, Gentlemen, three or four Lawyers, 
and one Phyfician, who being elected unto this charge, had the place of 
their refidence appointed unto them at Kilkemrf^ a City in the {Province of 
Leinfter^ where they (at ordinarily for the difpatch of all the great and 
weighty af&irs of tneir State: Tney there erefted feveral Courts of Ju- 
dicature they made a new broad Seal, appointed feveral great Officers of 
State, coyned money, (ettled an excife upon all kind of commodities, and 
performed piany other afts of Regal power. 

Now hoWv tney proceeded on in the ordering thefe their great af&irs, 
what Councils they took, what means they ufed to enable themfelves to 
make oppofition againft the Forces (ent over by the Parliament of Eng- 
land into all the, four Provinces of Ireland^ I fnall here forbear to (peak 
o£ Thefe particulars muft be refervfed for the enfiiing part of this Story, 
where they will moft properly fall in to be related : And where likewiie, 
we ihall hnd (b flran^e a turn, fiich a remarkable declination of their 
power, their hearts failing them for fear, their Councils infatuated, their 
defigns blafled, their Forces routed, their fiege^ raifed, luch a general de- 
fiiilance and inprofperity in all their undertakings, as we mud needs give 
glory to our Maker, and acknowledge that God hath mofl wonderfully 
wrought for the deliverance of the poor fmall remnant of his people, 
which were here fhut up and dcfigned to the flaughter. 

For after a confiderable number .of Horfe as well as Foot fent over by 
the Parliament of England arrived at Dublin^ and had in fome petty en- 
counters thereabouts tried the metal of the Rebels, and found their fpi- 
rits of a poor and bafe allay, they began extremely to difiralue them, and 
would be no longer abuled with the fabulous reports of their great 

Z ftrength 
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i(J4i. ftrength or numbers, which with much advantage they had long madeufc 
C/^VV/ of: Therefore now they began to feek them out in all places, and \frhere* 
foever they came to meet with them, they always prevailed even with 
fmall numbers very often againft great multitudes of them, fparing not 
many times to punue them into the midft of their grcateft faftnefles, and 
made the very Bogs and Woods unfafe receptacles for their broken 
Troops. And with fo great (ucceis was the War profecuted by the Eng-- 
lijb from the firft landing of their Forces out of England until the Treaty 
of that moft unhappy Ceflation concluded in Sept. 1543. ^ ^^^^ ^^ all the 
Encounters they had with the Rebels during that time, they never receiv- 
ed any (corn or defeats, but went on vidorioufly, beating them down in 
all parts of the Kingdom : And fo they carried on their work before them 
without any affiftance either from the meer Irijh or the Englijihirijh : For 
I cannot my fclf remember any Gentleman of Quality throughout the 
whole Kingdom that wias there bom and bred up a Papift^ that put him- 
fclf into that fervice, or defired to be lifted aj a member of the Endijb 
Army. It is true, fome of the common Soldiers there, were of the Evg'- 
UJh-IrlJh that came in ^ and though they were not confiderable for their 
number, yet they did good fervice, and ftill with much fiuy and fharpnels 
followed on upon the Execution.

The ijd of OSlober^ i<J4i) (^ jou may remember) I was living at 
Donfogbly within four Miles of iH^twpi and upon the general Terrour 
which was in the Country, when all Mngtijb and Proteftants fbr&ok 
their Habitations, and fled from the Face of that ^jrftl ISL^ielUonj I 
thought it ^ot ia£b to.icmaio 4k)f|e behjiKktboaia but whei^ jijk^ihe Even- 
ing of the 4ic)ck D%f^ Ivhid ictett^ired a Party of Hogoes that W lurking 
about my Floufe, I retired with you and my Famify the (ame N^ht to 
Dublin. The Day fbljowing jhe Lord Juilaces and Council fent for me 
bf£^$themf.iand* after fome Debate of the Condition of the Time, and 
the, quickeft Way to pre^fcm: th^ SS^^^fkS^fS^^ }^ ?^ concluded by 
the' Board, that I flioiild forthwith faife a Regimeat ef 6nb T^£ou(and 
Soldiers, and march with all Expedition unto Z^r^iW^s dafly News of 
Danger and eminent Peril arriving from thence, with the fufpeded Faith 
of the Inhabitants. OSlober 16 early in the Morning, I began my Levy,

..MJ^fVgieSl^mtm^^^^ the Rebels Number and 

Mymccymd tlM& Reports Wc^e daily fhtngt^ned with Mc Intelligence 
by ibme tlKic were employed in the Service, being in Truth no other than 
Rebels in thek Hearts imd Afie6i:ioi^ as afterward plainly appeared by 
tiifiic flying fi^oin our Party, aid ffiding' with the Rebels: Cmibi .that 
wcdbtabw cQStii^ and^fit^ngers m thefe P^rt^ thoqg^ trdfbr, cdtM make 
qor fiflU Difdovery of the Rebels^ ^rtogthi' Apprbacb,brliifeitick Twice 
upon' Intelligence I feiit aiid Went forth WitSi a convenient Party to 
Ml on a Quarter of the Rebels, but found my ^f deludiedi and to have 
left the Town with the whole Forces <(*as I concave was the Aim of xny 
Iittclligencert) bad> been-in a-fort to pu^it ifltq thc'Rebds Hands^ die ma- 
lignant Party being ftrong jmdi 'poWdrftil in it, and difcoVerih^ thenl^lves 
and their ill Intentions daily mor^andtnbti^y'V^hich when l.^Kad idvertiled 
to^ Dublin^ the Lords Juftices alppointed Six hundred dcw levied Men to

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come ftotri thence, who fcttiAg forth about thefetric time when tTie Nor- \6^i. 
thern Rebels drew near unto Dragheda^ through fome Mifcarriagc on the C-^VN^ 
Way, though they had feafonablc Notice to prevent it, yet were Aey met 
with by thQ Rebels, totally routed, and molt of them loft. 

ThisDifafter befalling us, the Rebels believed themfelvcfsMaftci^of the 
whole Country, and our Bofom Enctiiies did ho longer diiguife thcmfclves, 
for the whole Pale that fcem'd to waver, and in a fort to deteft the Re- 
bellion, dmrlared for them, and immediately joyned with the Northern 
Rebels 3 whereupon enfued the Siege of Drogheda^ which had not conti' 
nued long, when I viewing theProvifion of Vi&ual and the Grain with- 
in the Walls, I cafily obferved that in a ihort time Vre fhould be diftreft 
for want of Proyifions^ and perceiving there waS a pretty Quantity of 
Corn in Stack at Greenbillsj about half a Mile without the Eaft-Gate, and 
that the Rebels were qaartcred a Mile from it ; on a Morning betimes 
I caufed Carriages to be prepared, drew the whole Garrifon into Arms, and 
difpofing two hundred Foot and a Troop of Horfe unto the Condufl: of 
Serjeant Mz]orL&vell^ with Inftru&ion to iffiie forth at oncGate; 1 took 
the likd number of Horfe and Foot, and tvcqt' foddenly forth at the Gate 
that led direftlyunto the Place 3 and before I was advanced a little above 
half way I met an Iri/b Woman that Hved without the Walls, who told 
mc, that part of the Irijh Army, at leaft three thoufand were majrching 
toward me, a thing' I little credited, becaufe I had ^nt forth Scouts, add a 
Lieutenant of Foot with thirty Musketeers to poflelB'ar G^-ounB of Advantage 
before meJ But I was little fanher ad vanc'd," iMhen the Sdotitsretum^d full of 
Fear, rad the Lieutenant with his Musketeers in great Amazement, blowing, 
fweating, and imprudently, before he came clofe unto me, declared in the ^ 
Audience of all the Soldiers, that there were at leaft four thoulSnU of the 
Enemy hard at hand, and that we were m'danfj^ to bcenclofed 'of them 
coming fi^erd Ways. * Nothing is more dangerous thap Reports of this 
^ Nature, in the heating 6f the Soldiers, which of What Cdnaition (bever, 
^ fhould always be privately delivered to the Commander. And thus fer I 
did experiment it at this time, that the Lieutenant's timorous Report, drove 
Ibme, both Horfe and Foot, to forfakef mei and leek, their /Safety 'within. 
-the Walls, and had almoft' wrought a gerieral Teiror. But^l *J!ofd tifiem, 
confidering. the Ground, we were ftrong enough to toppoiln^ tHotiland > 
;ind that they ought not to be difmayed^ for the Lieutenant fiirpriz'd with 
Fear had augmented the Enemies Number, and bfinded^him fo much, 
that he could not diftinguifh between the Enemy and our ovtrn Forces, 
thofe being no other than our own whom he few comittg fechiiid u^ 
another Way, and were appointed by me to be ourSeconys/' W!t1&;ttueh 
ado, this Pcrfwafion re-^ur'd the Soldiers, andcaufed tncitti to'ftand, and* 
for fhc more fefcty I font into the Town for fome Troops J had left in 

•Arms 
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ij54i. Arms on the Market Place ; But before the Soldiers were confirm'd^ and 
l.yrrs^ fully prepared to oppofe the Rebels, they came upon us with a great Shout, 
and gave Fire: At the fecond Firing our Men anfwered them in the like 
kind J and in the midft of theSmoak, IcalPd out aloud, ^n^y fun^ iTsey 
run^ which took the defired eflfed, was belieycd by thofe in the Rear, 
and feconded by them all with the like Cry: And though it appeared 
fomething otherwife upon the clearing up of the Smoak, and after a 
Charge, that the Rebels cave thick Fire out of an Ambufh, yet ourMos- 
kcteerson the higher Bank fet bravely forward, when they (aw me alight- 
ed from my Horfe to partake in fuch Adventuie as (hould b^fal them i 
and the Rebels, who were daggered with the former Cry, betook them- 
felves totheirftcdsin general. Our Men had the !&xccution*of them about 
three Quarters of a Mile, the reft of their x\rmy looking on us at a Diftance, 
as they were dra,wing together to make refiftance: And when I perceived 
all the Rebels in Arms, I retreated in an orderly way, and iaw all the Sol- 
diers in Tafety within the Qates .before : me. Of. the Rebels there were 
about ^two hundred flain, a Prieft and three Captains, and one of the O*- 
J^e^U that was Scrjeaat-Major General of thcii; Northern Army : Of our 
Men four only hurt, and two Hories ihot in this Service ^ for God fought 
for us, and n-om this time forth fo difmayed the Rebels, that afterwards 
they never ftood before us. 

OnStl!hmas's Eve, at One of the Qock at Night, the Rebels came 
to aitault the Town,, and felLoq with a greatS^hout^ but we vcee pre- 
pared for them, and gave them fuch £ntertaimn^t as belonged to unwel- 
come Guefts, whereby they loft many, and toward the Momiog with- 
drew to their Quarters. On New-year\ Day, early in the Morning, I 
fcnt forth a Party which kiird fome of the Rebels, b^nit their Quarter, 
and Tetreat^4 with 4Jbe lois of but ^^^ 

Ipbe 7tJvo^ ^anmry^ a. little before Day, I drew ft)ith three. Troops, 
conftfting of eighty good Horie or thereabouts, with three hundred 
cjioice l^t, in two Bodies, and a Forlorn of fifty Musketeers to fall on 
the Rebek Quarter at JiamuUan without St. John's Port j where, after a 
little .Refiibnc^ their Barricadoes and Breaft- works were forced^ their 
C^gttprentef'dj an hutwjrcd of them at the Icaft flain upon the Plac^ ma- 
riy driven .t)y .Heaps iqto the River and drowncxj, and awpngft thofe one 
^rt iioe Mac Mahonj z prime Mad, and much lamented by themj And 
whilft we were in puriuit, and firing the Quarter, a full Body of the 
Rebels (the Day being now broken) appeared from Flatten and other 
Places^ ip^ifcTi^ng towards usj thefe I thought fit to meet and charge with 
my r^fta^v^ wmlft the ^oldias were drawing off, and retiring from the 
former (^h^c^ indiy God's Singular Blefling (to whofe glorious working 
all thefe Adions are to be wholly afcribed) we fuddenly routed them,^and 
kiird 
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kiird above forty on the Place, not adventuring to purfoe them far, be- 1641. 
caufe the Rebels were numerous, and gotten into Arms throughout all their K^yy^s^* 
Quarters. The Soldiers brought off many Muskets and Corflets, a few 
Cows, and fome other Plunder. 

The Rebels failing of other Hones, laboured to ftpp the Channel, and 
hinder our relief by Water j but Ood difapppirited them, and opened the 
Way unto us, for the i ith of January y our Shipping came from the Sker- 
rys in one Tide to the Key j a rare matter, and hardly known in the me- 
mory of Man. That Night I exhorted the Officers to be very vigilant 
on their Guards, befaufc the Rebels might concave us joyful and fccure 
upon our received relief j and I could not go that Night abroad according 
to my cuftom, in regard I had fcveral Dilpatches to ihake.to Dublin > and 
the Shipping were the next Day to return in cafe the Wind favoured them, 
which I would in no fort be a nindrance unto. How my orders were ob* 
fcrved or neglefkcd I will not mention, but about four of the Clock the 
next Morning, as I was bufily writiiig, I heard three Muakets go off, and 
foon after two others s and, as I apprehended, ( notwithftandihg the ftor- 
my Weather) a kind of mutteriiig Noife> whereupon I ftarted from the 
Table, fnatch'd up mj^ Piftols, and call'd to thofe about me to follow me 
with fpecd, for 1 bcliev'd that the Rebels were gotten into the Town: 
And coming forth of Doors, 1 called unto a Court of ' Guard that was on 
the Town Wall near my Lodging, and willed them to increafe the Alarm, 
and give Fire athwart the River, becaulc I believed the Rebels to be en- 
ter'd on that fide the Key^ and then runmng with all fpeed towards the 
Bridge, when I was about half way, the Rebels gave a great Shout. At 
the foot of the Bridge I found a Guard of my own Company fettling 
themfclves to their Arms > thofe I drew forth, and placed to maintain the 
Bridge untU I ihould inftantly return unto them : And then making hafte 
to tb: Main-Guard, I found not there that Vigilancy T expe&ed ^ but 
encreafing the Akrm, with fuch fmall Strength as I could fuddenly ga- 
ther, I retum'd and found my Enfisn newly engaged with the Rebels at 
the end of the Bridge } him I relieved, and God profper'd us fo well, with 
the Concourfe of Officers and Soldiers, that finally wefoattered them, and 
had the killing of many, and tpok above fifty Prisoners. God's Workings 
are wonderful, and oftentimes, efpeciallyinMattepof War, produces greajt: 
EfFeds out of fmall and contemptible Mfaqs : This Night my Man fol- 
lowing of me haftily with my Horfe out of my Lodging, the Horfe be- 
ing unruly at the beft, fuddenly broke loofe, and made fuch a Noife in 
running and galloping madly upon the Stones in the dark Streets, it put 
the Rebels to a ftand, believing we were better prepared to welcome them 
than in Truth we were^^ and thereby affi>rded us fomcthing the more lei* 
lure to entertain them, as by God's Bleffing we .did. ,. ^^ 
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1 541. The 7th of February I made a Sally on the North-£\^c of the Town, 
W<W/ fir'd two or three of their Lodgings, and recovered a little Forage and 
Provifion to refrcfh us a few Days : The Rebels drew forth from Bewly 
their Head Quarters, with a Body of five hundred or thereabouts, but 
upon my Advance with the like number, and Skirmifhing with them in 
their feftnefs, they retreated with ^ little Lois, which greatly embolden- 
ed our Soldiers for future Services, who received no lols at all. That Night 
I fent fprth a Party of Musketiers to fall on a Court of Guard of the Re- 
bels, which they effeded with the flaughter of the Ccntinek and feme 
others. February the nth in the afternoon, upon Intellijgencc that the 
Rebels had removed from one of their Quarters, and left it void for the 
Lodging of others that were to arrive that Day out of the Nmh^ I 
thought it a fit Opportunity to iflue fuddenly out of the Town, with in- 
tent to recover part of their Provifions, and to fire the reft, that could 
not be brought ^away, together with their Quarter 5 and to that end, I 
drew forth a Party of fiye hundred to Confront the Rebels Head Quar- 
^ ter at Bewly ^ and fent Lieutenant Greevbam^ aRefolute Commander, with 
fixty Musketfecrs, and thirty Horfe under the Conduft of Cornet Confta- 
bky to Guard thofe that were direfted to fpoil the Quarter 5 who com- 
ing thither, and finding the Place empty, fomeof the Foot, atleaft twen- 
ty, with part of the Horfe, lading themfelves with Sheaves of Corn, and 
fuch other Things as they, met with, returned homewards 5 when fudden- 
ly there appeared before the remainder of the Horfe and Foot a Body of 
four hundred Rebels, come forth of the A^(;r//&to poflefs that Quarter ^ 
whereupon they retreated a little, and drew themfelves into good Order. 
About that Inftant I had with feven or eight Horfe, in my Company left 
the Body of five hundred confronting Bewly^ and being on my way to- 
wards them, I received the News of the Rebels approach: Forthwith I 
^feilt Direftion for One hundred and fifty Soldiers to be drawn quietly out 
of the Body, and to follow me. The Advcrtifement of this being deliver'd 
to LicuiensintGreenham, with my Approach, I being then come in fight 
of him, caufed him without delay to fall on^ the Rebels 5 and I com- 
manded Cornet Gonfiabk to do the like with the Horfe, keeping by me a 
Referve of ten Hoi-fe to fecond him, if Occafion were : F<m: things being 
come to that Pinch, admitted no Debate, but a fpeedy Hazard. The Rc- 
1>els terrify'd and amaz'd with this (udden and unexpe6ted Aflault, were 
foon routed by this Party alone, before the others I had appointed for their 
afliftance were come up to them. There were ilain of the Rebels feventy 
three, with Captain Owen^ a Follower of the Earl of Tyrone in Queen 
- EKzabeth*^ Time, a Lieutenant and an Enfign. There were taken two 
Colours, one Enfign, three ScrjcaDts, tiine^ Kifoners. One of them that 
appeared a Man of Note,' died the fame Night of his Wounds. ^ 

Two 
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Two Days after (for now we were ever in Aftion) upon Notice of a 1641. 
Prey that might with fome Hazard be probably gained, I fent forth ^J^yv/. 
Qptain Patrick- Trevor on Sunday Morning, a little before Day, and mar- 
ched after him my felf with another Party, to relieve and bring him ofF 
as Occafion fhould - ferve ; He behaved ^imfelf (b well, that he took the 
Prey of Eighty Cows and about two hundred Sheep 5 and though the 
Rebels on both Hands beftowed many Shot and Shouts upon us, yet. 
we received no lofs or confiderable Hurt, but came in Time to ferve and 
praifc God in the Congregation that Morning. 

On Sunday the zift of February^ about Four of the Clock in the 
Morning, Sir Pbelim O Neal attempted the Town with Scaling Ladders, - 
and^ had railed feveral againft the Wall with much Silence, hoping to* 
make his Entry on the back of my Lodging, where the Wall was tow- 
eft : But the Centinel difcerning One of them mounted on the Top of 
the Ladder, ready to furprize him, knockt him down with the Butt -end 
.of his Musket, and called out to the Coutt of Guard, who ifTuing fud- 
denly forth, eafilv repelled the reft, infomuch that they left Thirteen o£ 
their Scaling Ladders behind them > and being well ply'd with Shot from 
the Walls, divers were hurt and (lain, as a Boy reported who was Drum- ^ 
mer to Sir Phelim O Neal^ and had made his Efcape from hJm that 
Morning. About Noon the feme Day, we received another Relief of 
,Men and Viftuals that arrived wonderfully in one Tide, as the former 
had done, by God's fingular Providence. 

The xyth of February^ deiirous to repair a fmall Lofi, I had received 
of Boys and Women that went a Foraging to Bewbeck^ I iflued forth to 
the feme Place with two new Companies fetely come from Dublin^ ^^^^ 
Musketeers of the old Garrifon, and One Iwndred and Twenty Horte 
in Four Troops j and poflels'd the fame Ground where the Party ftood 
that I had fent forth eight Days before, for the Guard of the Foragers: 
And after I had dircfted the Foragers that went with me, how to de* 
mean themfelves on the Rebels Approach, and appointed the Pioneers to 
bury the Dead, I fpent much ot the Day there before the Corn was 
brought quite away into the Town. The Rebels drew forth into a Body 
of five or fix hundred, under five Colours, right againft me, at a prettv 
Diflance J and another Body of two or three hundred on my right Hand, 
keeping the &me Diftance: Whole Motion, when I had long attended 
' in vain, and the Evening growing faft, I turned on my Left Hand to- 
wards the Way that led to Dublin^ where the Rebels held anufiial Guard, 
and which I intended to vifitj but my Scouts were -fent forth on all Sides 
to obferve the Rebels Motion. I had not marched much more than a 
Musket Shot when my Scouts came pofting in, and afiur'd me, that the 
Rcbcb were advancing toward me in great hafte, and that there was but 
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1 641. the Ridge of an Hill between them arid us: I prefently ordered my Men, 
y.y'Y^ ^s ^ conceived, for the beft Advantage j fent immediately into the Town 
for feconds, if need {hould require 5 and becaufe moft of my Foot were 
New-comers, I told them briefly as the fhortnefe of the Time would 
give me Leave, that I was glad of this Occafion, wherein they that 
were lately come fhould have the Experience of fuch Adventures, as we 
who were formerly here had often tried, and, by God's continual bleffing 
us, beaten the Rebels on greater Diladvantaees than now appeared. I be- 
fought them only to be couragious j for if there were a tainting among 
them, I would rather endeavour (and I doubted not to do it) to draw 
them from the Trial in Safety, than expofe them to imminent Danger. 
The Soldiers gave a dbiearful Anfwer of Relblution and Readinels to meet 
the RebelSj and march'd' fiercely towards them 5 which ukea Notice of 
by the Rebels, by fuch time as we were gotten to the Ridge of the Hill, 
they were (imk down again almoft to the Foot of it, where were many 
Rows of gi-eat Furze fit to cover an Ambufh, and at firfl: I appr^hendoi 
that might be their Purpofe of Retreat, to draw me into unexpcfted 
Danger: But when 1 had beheld them a little while, and obfetwcd, their 
Motion, and difcemed them in fome Diforder, an4 that their Officers 
were beating them with their Swords to force them forwards 5 1 found the 
Time fit for my Purpofe, and called to haftcn the Charge, lor the Rebels 
were difmayed, and running before we came at them : And to make my 
Words good, they made few Shot before they totally disbanded, and 
every Man {hifted for himfeif. I caufed a Party of Horfe to meet them 
ix the Bridge of GilUanfiown^ near the Place where our Six Hundred 
Men, lent at firft to aflitt us, were unhappily ddfe^ed j and there, is the 
&me Field and about it. Three Hundred and upward of the Rebels were 
flain, and Two Colours taken. 

The firft of Marcb^ I fent forth Sir John Borlace with four Companies 
of Foot, and one Troop of Horfe, to forage the South-Side, o£ the Ri- 
ver towards Colpe^ from whence a good quantity of Com was brought 
into the Garrifon : And in the Afternoon I took two other Companies of 
Foot and a Troop of Horfe, accorapany'd with the Lord Moore j and as 
we were advancing fomething farther toward the Incbe^ tjxere came a 
Meflcnger haftily unto me, and told roe, that Sir fobn JBorkce met with 
fome Refiftance at Colpey at ap old Tower, which he, attempted to takcj^ 
and that many of the Rebels were come frpm the iVi?r>^-Side of the 
River in a Ferry-Boat, and entered into St(mipe^ whereby it was fiip- 
pos'd they would attempt fomething againft thofe that wjere befotie Colfe\ 
On this Advertifcment my Lord Moore and my felf returnol, a^id finding 
no Appearance of the Rebels Intention to do any. thing, the Evening be- 
ing come on, I prepared to march home : And leaving the Lord Mome^ 

. I went 
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I went towards Sir John Borhce before Colpe^ wliere by the Way I was i<J4i* 
advcitis'd that the Rebels were fally'd out of St^fnine with two hundred V<y%-^ 
Fodt, to furprize thofe before Colpe^l inftantly direded Captain Billingfy 
to take. Eighty Musketeers, and faU up to the Side of the Way, where 
there was the Advantage of a Ditch j and with fuch Horie a^ were-with 
.me, I made direftly to an opener Place, though (bmewhat about % and by 
that Time I came in Sight of the Rebels, Captain BMngfiy and th^ 
were exchanging fotae Shot j but upon the Approach of the Horfe com- 
ing on with ^ round Charge, the Rebels fled again into StanHne^ and by 
the Way there was flain of them a Lieutenant, thirteen Soldiers, and t 
Captain of the O Neab wounded and taken Pnfoner^ and if my Horfe 
had not been bog'd with fomc others, being ignorant of the W ays, I 
believe many more had beeo flain, and the Place taken the lame Nighty, 
with many of their Commanders in it, who ftole away before the neat 
Morning to the other fide of the River with Sir Pbelim O Nealj who du- 
ring the Conflfft was fled, crept, and hid in a Furze-bufli, as I was 
afterwards informed; And thus the Sauth-Gde of the River i^as whol- 
ly cl^'d of the Rebels, and Plenty of Com and Food Began to be 
amongft us. 

The feveral happy Saccefles againfl; the Rebels ftirred the Lord Moore 
and other Ofiic^s of Quality, to crave that they might have competent 
Forces afljgn'd them to fell t)n the Rebels Quarter at Tullaballen-^ which 
I readily oflcntcd to, and/caufed Pour Hundred Foot atid moft. of the 
Horfe, to be in a Readinefe td iffiic forth under the Lord Mobre^s Com^ 
mand: Which was no fboner.done, but that I itmnediately caufed three 
hundred Foot and fifteen Horfe remaining behind, to march forth un- 
der my own Leading after themj for I confider'd that the Rebels Head 
Quarter was atBewly^ that they had another Quarter at Carftown and^ 
Carlingttm^ all which' might with Convetiience fall lo the Rear of thtb 
Lord Moorcy ^tA give aflJttance to their Partners at fuilahaikft: And asl 
fuppofedi by that time I was cofnenear unto Kilanure^ I coultf dSfcem the 
Rebels air upon their March 5 but they perceiving my Strength, which 
were fo placed, that at a Diftance they appeared double the Number^. 
ftood ftill at a Gaze, and went no farther ; Until within a fliort Time^. 
NeWs came to me of the , profperous fuccefe of the Lord Maore^ who 
with the other Officers behaved themfelves with fuch Valour and Cou- 
rage, that they forc'd the Rebels from a Place of Advantage which they 
had betaken themfelves unto, and kill'd four Hundred upon the Place,, 
with feven Cap tains, and Art Roe Mac Mnbon taken Prifoner, whofe Head 
was valued in the Proclamation to the taker or bringer in of him at Four 
Hundred Pound > and feveral bthers comprehended in the Proclamation,. 
wene flain or taken by us without nctte or rccompence. 1 finding the work 

done,, 
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1641- done without need of my affiftance, turn'd my felf with the Party that I 
K^i^ysj led, towards thofe Rebels that fhew'd themfclves imbodied at a diftancc, but 
I found they had no mind to engage > whereupon 1 burnt Neqvtouon and 
other of their Lodgings, and fo returned into the Town. 

The Eveqing after this Days glorious Work wherein God, as in for- 
mer Times, fent us great Deliverance, the Rebels abandoned their Head 
Qiiarter ^n-Beivly^ and the Villages adjoyning unto it, and march'd feaet- 
ly away to Duf^lk^ whereof I had fpcedy Notice, and fent forth a Party 
the fame Night to poflcis Bewfyy and to remain in Garrifon in it, thereby 

])reventing the Rebels, who repenting of their fodden Departure, within 
efi than an Hour after my Men were entered, returned thither to repof- 
fe(s the Place > but finding unexpe&ed Oppofition, fbrfook the Attempt 
^ with the I06 of two of their Men. The next Morning I rounded the 
*tountry two or three Miles about, faw many Rebels on Hills and Places 
afiir ofi^ but as I made tdwards them they always avoided me. The Coun- 
try was left full of Com, and ftored with Cattle, which afforded us plen- 
tiful Relief. A few Days after I fummoned Ptatten^ a flrong CafUe Gar- 
rifbned by the Rebels, within two Miles of Dragbeda^ but was not lift- 
ned unto ; Yet three Days after I returned thither ftronger and better 
prepared to forcQ them, than I was at the firflj and finally, I received it 
oti Compofition, that the Garrifon fhould depart unarmed, and carry away 
' ibme few Goods and Provifions with them. Before the furrender pf this 
Place Jthe Marquis of Ormmde was march'd forth of Dublinj to come to 
pur Relief 3 and^ough he were advertiied by the way, of God's Blef&ng^ 
upon us, yet he came forwards to Rejoyce with us in our Deliverance, and 
to fee the State 6f Affairs among us, with Intention to Profecute the Nor^ 
them Rebels until they were utterly Deflroyed : But the State conceiving 
^^ it too hazardous, withcalled him from the Enterprize, and fent me like- 
wife Dire£iipn to Adventure no farther Abroad than fb as I might return 
the fimc Day, and Lodge in fafety within the Walk. My Lord returned 
as he was required, and I by my Letters befought the Council to with- 
draw their fhi& Limitation, in cafe they expeaed Aftion from me, and 
conceived me capable after fo many trials and hazards to do them Service. 
Upon this I was left again to my own way of Proceeding, with a grave 
andibund Advice. to be vigilant and careful in all my undertaldngs. The 
day following, early in the Morning, I march'd forth accompany'd with 
the Lord Moor£^ and a competent ffirength of Hoirfe and Foot, unto Barn-- 
welPs of Rahaskers Houfe, and found him not drefl, mifdoubting no Vifi- 
tation of that, kind: A little refifbnce I found, but after a while he was 
contented to furrender, on Promife that he might be a Prifoner left unto 
the Law, and not prefently put to Deaths for this Barmvell had ferved 
beyond Seas, was a Colonel amongft, the Rebels, and on whole Head was 

fet 
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fet'four hundred Pound as a Recompence for any that brought him in 1641. 
dead or alive. That Day, as I returned, I burnt fome Villages, took a V^YN^ 
large Prey in Cattle and Sheep, to the great Satisfaftion of the Soldiers, 

'^ who now fed plentifully after their long Penury- and Want. 

At this time there was a great rumour that the Rebels would return to 
the Siege of Drogheda^ and that O Reily with his Cavan Forces, confift- 
ing of two thouSnd Men, were that Night to be Jpdged at Sl^ne with- 
in five Miles of us. This Intelligence was delivered mc about Nine of the 
Clock in the Morning, and whether framed by the Rebels to terrify me, 
or really believed by the Reporter, IJcnow not; but I, that I might not 
lofe the Advantage of time, catjfe4 five hundred Foot, with all the Horfc, 
to be inftantly in Arms, and accompany'd with the Lord Moore^ I march'd 
unto the Place, enter'd the Town, took the Caftle, which the Soldiers 
pillaged, and fired the Houfcs, that it might remain no future fhelter for 
the Rebels. Three Days after, being ftiU Alarm'd with the Rebels For- 
ces, which were fam'd to be many, and lodged at Atberdee^ eight Miles 
from Drogheda j and I, being defirpus to uncCrftand the certainty of their 
ftrengtK and condition, which in regard of the Infidelity of divers Natives 
which I employed for Intelligence (wanting better) I could not readily 
obtain, I drew forth twelve hundred Foot and four Troops of Horfc, in- 
tending to difcover it my felf j and the z i ft of March j with two Days Pf ovi* 
fion, of Viftual, iheaning within that fpace to return, I marched to Slahe^ 
and reduced that Caftle, which the Rebels had again rcpofleft, and .did 
fbmc other things there which were formerly left imperfeft. The feme 
Night I went two or three Miles farther to lodge iu a place of fome 
ftrength fom- or five Miles fideways from Atherdee. The Rebels appear- 
ed in Clufters on feveral Hills about me, but their Footmanfhip or Vigi- 

^ lance failed them, for the Horfe I fent forth furprized and overtook ma- 
ny of them, putting them to the Sword before they could recover a place 
of Safety. , ' 

The next Morning I fet forwai*d on my firft Defign, with* intention 
only to difcover the Enemies ftrength, and not to advance my Body of 
Foot nea;rer th^n within two Miles of Atherde^^ that I mjght fecUre my 
Forces upon the t^afles, and. other l^aces of Advantage, in cafe .1 found 
the Rebels, as was reported (though I could hardly believe it)' ir(uich 
too ftrorig to be dealt with: But my Scouts gone forth, and alfo'aParty 
of'Horfe with thirty Musketeers to' fecure a Pals > after' a' March of 
two Miles they difcovered the Rebels fi-om the Top of a fteep Hill, in 
two^Divifions, in the Valley beneath, confifting, as they fuppdfed, of tv^o 
thoufand five hundred Foot, and a Body of Horfe near unta them. Upon 
this Advertifement I prder'd one hundred and twenty choice MuskfeWrs 
to bedr^wn forth, and to follow me with Si)ecd, and joy nwitii the thirty 
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1641. Mubketccfs which were before them 5 and that the reft of the Foot 
V^-V^-^ (hould advance after them a moderate Pace. I took all the Horfe with 
me^ and went to the Top of an Hill where I had a foil fight of the Re- 
bels, whofe Foot were not left than two thou&nd, as was afterwards con- 
' fcft. by fomc of theiafelvcs. Their Horfe appeared in Sight to be fewer 

than ours, tlio' there was prefent Sir Phdim O Ne(il^ the Lord of Loutb^ 
and divers of the Nobility and prime Gentry of the Paie^ with many 
chief Commanders oF the Northern Rebels. I confidcr'd their Number 
and Order, and apjM^hending a fair Poffibility of routing them, command- 
ed the Hprfe to foHow me down the Hill : The Officers at firft concei- 
ved fomc danger in it, but when I {hewed them it was obfervable that 
the Rebels were Irrefolute in their Purpofcs, and that upon the Sight of 
us they had not advanced one Foot forward, tho' in regard of the Ground 
before us, they might have done it with Advantage to themfelves, in cafe 
that they had ixtolved meaning to engage usj and that when we 
were down the Hill we could not be prejudiced by them, except by feme 
Shot at Random i and if the Rebels mould retire, we had fit Ground and 
Opportunity to charge them j if they abode, I doubted not by God's 
Aflilkuice to do it with Safety when the Foot were come up to us. 
Hereupon we went down the Hill, and by this time the one hundred and 
fifty Musketeers I had ordered to follow me a fwift Pace, were come up 
to me^ , I took of them a fmiall Party, and caufed them to give Fire upon 
a Hedge and Ditch that was near a Musket (hot right before one of the 
Rebels Divifions of Foot, miftrufting fome Ambufh, which upon the 
Fire given immediately difcover'd it felf, and began to retire^ whereupon 
I perceived their Divmons t» waver, and incline towards a Retreat > and 
being loth to lofe the Opportunity, I cauied my other Musketeers to ad* 
.vaqcc and the Horlc to otter a Charge^ which then: Horfe intending not 
to abid^ gainM their Security by fpeedy flight, and their Foot with Uttle 
di(pote followed after them. Their Horfe abandoned the Field the fooncr, 
becaufe they could difeem that I had fent forth a Party of Horfe towards 
the other end pf the Town to intercept their Flight, the thing it fecms 
they chiefly intended, in cafe they met with any oppofition. There were 
flain of their FoQt feveral Officers of Note, and at leaft fix hundred pri- 
vate Soldiers. 

In Profecution of this ViAory which God had given us, I found a 
ftop at the Gate, which the Rebels had clofed at the end of the Bridge 
kading into the Town, and from thence plyed us with feme Shot ^ ^ut 
as foon as I had drawn a Party of Musketeers to play upon them, I foiknd 
their Shooting abated infomuch that I adventiured over the Bridge to ^ 
Gate^ and through the Chinks I iaw it was barricadol with Stones 3 tbot 
upon the right hand of the Bridge I perceived a Ford, which I rcturrfd 
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unto, and ordering the Horfe to follow me, I entered, and charged thro' 1641. 
the Town, where^ at the End without the Gate^ the Enemies Horfe v^'YV/ 
appeared, to us again, ftanding in good Order, and, as we conceived, 
near unto us > but upon the Matter, through the Advantage of a Bog, 
they were at lead: half a Mile from us 5 neither intended they a nearer 
difbnce, for being moil of them Men of Quality, and all well mounted, 
they betook themfelves immediately to their fpeed, and were purfued by 
Captain Marrow above tlyee Miles ih vain. Some ftra^lers werefnatch*d 
up, and between fixty and feventy (lain on the Bog on the other Side of 
the Town J and many others had run the feme Fortune, but that moft of 
my Foot were bufie in pillaging the Town, and could not be gotten to-, 
gether in convenient Time to profecute the Service. 

At jitberdee I refted the next Day, bemg the 14th of Marcbj and rode 
only with a Party of Horfe three or Four Miles farther into the Country 5 
and had a fight of many Rebels afar o(F, but met with no Oppofition 
from any of them. 

That Evening I moved the Lord Moore and other chief Oflteers to give 
me their Advice touching a Defirc I had of profecuting this Victory God 
had given us, as fer as Dtmdalk ^ for it was evident that the Rebels were 
terrified and amazed through this fudden and unexpeded Overthrow be* 
fallen them, and to follow them clofe wou*d deprive them of prefenc 
Counfel and AflTiHrance in the way of Defence. TneLord Moore and all 
the Oi£cers embraced the Motion with much Chearfulnefi, and To the next 
Morning, being Friday^ I marched unto Hagardfio^om^ a Village ftrongly 
feated within two little Miles of Dunddlkj and lodged there that Night. 

The next Morning we fet forwards towards Dundalkj and Sir Pbelim 
O N^al with his Horie, (hewed himfelf without the Gate that was next 
unto US3 ^ I liippoled he would likewife have drawn forth his Foot^ 
to meet us intheFidd, becauie he could have trebled the Strength that wsis 
with me : But upon my nearer Approach, Sir Pbetim perceiving I would 
not foriake my Advantage through Fear of the Number that were with 
him^ he retired within the Gates, and there attended my coming, giving 
Fire from the Walls, which continued thick for a while, until the Valour 
of the Officers and Sddiers brought them mder the Walls of the Suburbs, 
where in (hort time they forcea open the Gate, and entier-d both Horfe 
and Foot : But the Rebels that had before ihewed great Stands of Pikes, 
were almoft wholly rctir'd into the Inner Town, and left a Caftlc well 
Mann'd in the midft of the Suburbs, which Caftle did much annoy us 9 
iind it was the Opinion of many, that we had proceeded already beyond 
3Expc6fcation, aiKi that we might with honour forfeke the Enterprizt, 
But my Defire was otherv9;ife, the rather, hecaufe it pleafed God to fend 
a /udden ifarong and favourable, Wind, which, when I had fixed the 
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1 641. the Suburbs, drove the Smoak viokmly ioto the Totvn, greatly annoying 
C-^W ^hc Rebels and furthering my Dciign, infomuch that Under Coverture of 
the Srooak I made Ufe of ray Pioneers with left Danger, and by Degrees 
got clo(e under the Caftle, and heaped up much combuftible Stuff againit 
. the Door and fired it } which caufed the Defendants to abandon thdr 
Arnis, and iliift for themfelve% but little to the Safely of the moft of them. 
In the Caille I placed fbme Musketeers to give Fire on the Enemy in the 
Market place % and he Smoak of the Suburbs abating, I could (ee many 
Rebels, for my greater Ehcouragement, running forth at the Nm^tb^&iic 
of the Town 5 whereupon 1 fcnt Captain Marrow with a Party of Horfe 
towards that Place, and foUow'4 after him my felf, with a few Horfe, 
leaving Dire&ion with Lieuienant Colonel Biron to do the like with my 
Divition of Foot. When I came to the fide, I might fee Sir Phetim O 
Neai with his Crue on Horf&ack^ on the top of an Hill on the other 
fide the River, too far to be dealt withal $ therefore I willed Lieutenant 
Colonel Biran to fall on that Part of the Town where the Wall was low 
and decayed, and had little other Defence thaix a, Graff with Water not 
irapaf&bJe$ but on the fudden I could hear one calling behind me, that 
Martaivvns charged by one hundred and twenty Horfe, anddiffaefl: 
Whereupon I caulot the Foot to make a Stand, arid returned to the relief 
of Marrow^ whom I met fbon after coming from the Chace of the Rebels, 
having met with no Oppofition. This falfe Alarm being mcvj I purfu- 
ed my former Purpofe, and willed the Foot to proceed > and taking Cap- 
tain marroiw mA thofe HcH'fe with me, 1 pafled iuddenly to th( Nmih^Cj 
at which the Rebels run out : The Gate I found open, and many unann'd 
People haflening forth : Thofe we went regardlefly through, m» made up 
to the Market-place, where I fixmd nq refnbnce, every one having ijiifted 
for himfdf I only the Musketeers which I placed in the Caftle in the Suburb^^ 
did a little annoy us, miftaking us for the Enemy, untfll made themunder* 
ftand the contrary by Signs; and alfo fending unto the Lord Moore and the 
other Officers, that I was enter'd and poflels'd of the Town. 

Afterward I commanded all the Horfe and Foot to march in, and draw 
up in Order in the Market-place^ ami I caufed the Quarter-Mailers to 
divide the Town into Quarters, proportionable to the Gompani^ offjorlb 
and Foot J and, what Booty was in any Qiiarter, that I kftto the Offi- 
cers and Soldiers that were Quartered in it, by a propoitionabk dividend 
amongfl them, whereby the Confufion and Contention s6oiit Kib^ag 
was taken away, and I had the Soldiers in a readineft to Anfwer the Re- 
bels Motion and Attempts, who rumoured great Words, and fliU fwarmed 
very .thick in thofe Parts : The number of die Slain I looked not after, 
but Uiciie w)a$ little Me];cy ihewed in thofe Times.

When the News of this (uccefi came to Dubliny the State apprehend- 1641 . 
ed that I was engaged into too imminent Danger, and pattjy fent me Ad- uOT^ 
vice to abandon the Place, which Town being of importance f^^r the Ser- 
vice, I neither thought it fit nor Jionqurable to do, except I received a 
pofitive Command and Dircftion to that Putpofej for I was Confident to 
hold it againft all the Rcbek Forces that durft appear before it : Bcfides, 
I conceived the ten thou&nd Scots would not be idle when thw fliould ' 
hear that I was advanced (b far iVir/A-ward, with m handful ot Men in 
comparifon of their Numbers. The Rebels were foon grown Numerous 
again by the Accefi of fomc Northern Forces to their Aid, and lodged in 
a ftrong Caftle towards the Fews about four Mites from Dun4^lk-^ there' 
I faced them fcveral Days, but they never adventured beyond their iFaft- 
ncfi more than once, and that a little way with a Party of Horfe, which 
I caufed to be (bon met with (by God's continual Bleflin^) to their Dif- 
advantage^ and killing a few, (for they had a Bog to Friend) took t'oby 
Guinne^ a fpecial Favourite of Sir Pbelim O Nealj Prilbner : This Man had 
been bred amongft us, and marry'd to an Englijb Man's Daughter, but 
now a Degenerated, Adive, and Notorious Rebels in which Refped;, 
notwithftatSing many Promifes of large Ranfbm or Exchanges, I cau- 
fed him to be preiently hanged in the Sight of Sir Pbelim O Nealaadhk 
BattafionS. 

About this time I had News of the Scots coming towards the Newryi 
and the next Day I drew my Foot upon the Strand towards CarUngford^ 
that the Rebels Scouts might difcem them Marchings though I bad no 
Intention to leave Dundalk Naked, in the View of Sir Pbelim O Neal^nd 
his Rebel Companions on the other fide: But taking the Horie with met 
and giving Order to the Foot to return, as foon as! was out of fight, I 
went ftreijght to Carlin^/nrd^ with Intention to Summon the Place, which 
I bclievecTiipon then- Scouts Report bf my Foot foUowing after me. 
would occafion them to^furrender on eafy Conditions > but it appeared 
their Terror was too great to abide our coming, for drawing near, I (aw 
the Town on Fire, ana haftning thither a Party of my Horft^ they over- . 
took a Sea Captain and fome of his Men in the Street runbing into the 
Caflk, fcteKeving us to be of the Rebels, which when the)' found other- 
tvifc, it Wats much to' their Contentment. From this Captain I underftood, 
that lying with his Ship in the Harbour to attend the Scots Motion with 
Neccflaries, that that Morning the Town and Caftle were haftily Fired 
by the Inhabitants themfclves, and they all fledjnto the Mountains; and 
that an Enllijb Woman or two that had efcaped the general jSlaughtCTj^ 
were gotten into the Caftle, had^ him^^d the Fire in what thev coiildi 
and wafted hiin thither, wheie he came^ and found theiState of Things to 
be as I'tfien fotmd them. I wifhM him to make the beft Advantage of 
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1 641. what the Rebels had kft behind, and to fccurc the Cattle with a Guard 
K^/^Y"^ until I could fend a Captain of Foot to take it into his Charge, having 
no other than Horfe with me at that time. This he undertook to do, 
and performed it accordingly. 

Upon my Return the (ame Night, t received a Letter from the Lord 
Comvay^ inviting me to vifit him and Major-General Monroe at the Newy^ 
that we might advife of a farther Profecution of the Rebels. The. Day 
following I went thither with two Troops of Horfe and a Troop of 
Dragoons i and upon Conference! conceived their Intention and Refoluti- 
on was, at my parting, to march unto jirdmagby to chafe the Rebels out of 
all their Faftneflcs, and to clear the Norib: But a few Days after I received 
another Letter from the Lord Conway^ that they had defertcd that Deiign 
^r the prefent, and were returning back again, in refped: their Vidiuls 
was (pent unto five Days. 

A while afterwards the Scots were cameft with me to deliver the Ca- 
ttle of Carlingford into their Hands 5 which had been a great Weaknds in 
ine to do, as it was Prefumption in them to defire, without theDiredioa 
of the State. 

Sir Pbelim O NeaJ and his Parti&ns grew very jolly upon the Scots ic- 
turn, and perfwaded themfelves of doing great Matters againft me: But 
their Courage prov'd to be only in Words, for I drew fonh (bme«Days to- 

faher into a convenient Fidd near unto them^ but j&iiding that they 
id only put themfelves in Arms, and would no more now than formerly 
forlake their Strength to draw into Equality of Ground^ notwithftanding 
their Advantage or Numbers, I concluded they were in another fort to be 
dealt Withi and from thenceforth, for the moft part, I fell every other 
Morning into their Quarters, and continued thefe Vifitations for ieveral 
Weeks together, with the Slaughter of very many of , them, efpeciall)r the 
new Plantation in the County of Mtrngban , and at the takipg in of 
Harry O NeaVs Honfe in the Fews-, infomuch that by this Courlc, and 
the like afted often by the Garrifon at Drogbeda^ there was neither Man 
nor Bead to be found in fixteen Miles between the two Towns of Drogbeda 
and Dundalk $ nor on the other fide of Dundalk^ in the County of Monag^ 
han^ nearer than Carick-mac-Crofs^ a ftrong Pile Twelve Miles diibnt. 

And notwithfUnding this continual. Travel abroad), I went forwards at 
Home with the Help of the DH^cers and Soldiers (wlicrein thqr cheerfully 
concurred with me) to raife a Paiipet on one Side* of the Town of Dun* 
dalkj (that was naked of other Defence than a large Graff with Water ) 
and CO repair the Walls on the other Side that were greatly brokeo. I 
likewiie cut off|^ of the Town to make it more defeqfibk with a large 
Ditch and Parapet^ aod made a Draw-Bridge, and niifisd tv^a'PJatforms 
to fecure the Curtains with three Pieces of Ordnsince I h^ taken from the 
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Rebels : And all this was dooe wkilioQt a Pei^ Charge to the State^ or 1641. 
any Allowance ever given me in Confideratba of it ifofides^ I laid in V^Vn-^ 
fixty Tuns, of Coals for the Courts .of Guard againft Winter, and gave 
fuch Cattle as were due to me for my Share in Recompence of them: 
This was never by me accounted for. U may be farther remembered, that 
for the fpace of teven Months and u{vwards, from the beginning of the 
Siege.of Drogbeda^ I never received put five Weeks Means, all that, were 
under my Command living on fuch Preys as were forced from the 
Rebels. The Country and Fields about Dtmdalk^Gtc abounding in Corn, 
which I allotted to the feveral Companies, to be reaped by them&lves, 
towards their prelent Relief and future Subfiftence. * > 

-About the midft of June I went to DubUn^ and after a feW; Days fiay 
I returned unto my Charge, profecuting the Rebels, as I had formerly 
done. In Auguft I went again to Dublin^ and ftaying a (hort Time there 
I came back to Drogbeday where I remained until the Lord Lifle went forth 
with part of the Army to remove the Rebels from about 7r/% in which 
Expedition I waited on hisLordfhip with five hundred choice f!o0U A^: 
that Service ended by thq Rebels firing the Caftle they poflSfefl^ !vA retreafr 
ing, and my Lord's, taking, of Cbne in the County. o£ f^eft-ime^ib^^uxxir 
ing the Houfe at Lougb Ramar and Firginia s an^ taking of Carrkhrmac^ 
Crofs in the County of Monagban^ with great. S^re of Prcy,, and Dcftrufli? 
on of the Rebels. . . 

His Lordihip returned, and I attended him^ unto Z)i!i0!gi&^i^^ wherelioer • 
maincd as in my Place of SettlemqiMri for about this time the Lord Mowt 
received a Commifilon fix>m hi&-Maje{ly.for the, Command of the Coun^ 
ty of Loutb^ and the Barony of iS'i^^ 3, whereupon I furrende|'d the Gai> 
xiion oi Dundalky as comjprized : in that Grant, with fuch Ccnm^ Ua|!i| , 
and Cattle as was providea ,for my own i^ipnding^ Eighty. Barrels of Herr 
ring, three hiindr^i twenty four ^tBiurels of Corn, neat fcventy Tonfi 6f 
Coals in the St;orc fpr.the Guarck, the Works about the Tow% «ipftir'd > 
and fortify'd as aforeiaid, without one IJeny Cfaargj^ |x> the State.^ Aw 
from that time I api)ly'd my^ felf to the Neceffities of Dr^gksda^^VJhetc 
the fornjer Plenty being ^nyofw confumed, and little Relief tQ be ol^ain'd 
firom DujiUnyX had; many W^n|s to contend' with, wl^b leodcaYoory 
to remedy by drawing^all the Cattle and Com I| could procure, intOMtbe 
Store,, and buyingfome with my reai^y Money. And. fli this :while, and 
to the cpncluding of the Ce0atibn,. I, never fold Cow or Barrel- of Breadr 
Corn for my peculiar. Ufe^ but tunped.all to the Furtherance of the Pubr 
licJc. And of other Pillagp I rarely received any 5 but-left it fpr, the moft : 
part entire to the Officers and. So]dierSj^ who. deferved. greater J^i^ofUr 
pence^ adventuring themfelves with mwh V^Iqu^, Refojutioh smd Patience 
in the daily Profccutioa of the SctyicL, Alany of.thfi RebeisLWcr« flain. 
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1641. at feveral Times 5 but the moft, and mod: remarkable during this Winter^ 
C^V^ was at the Mill of J&ells^ which they obftiiiately maincain*d. 

In Mduh the JV^uxjui^ of Ormonde led the Armyj| with the Flower of 
the Gariifoa of Dr^gbeda and other adjacent Garrifons, towards Ro/s 5 
and I receiving Intelligence that the Rebels intended to (end of their 
Nortbera Forces^ to tMt their Party in thofe Quarters agauift the Mar- 
quis of Ormande^ I moved the Lord .Ad&^^ to draw the beft Strength he 
could conveniently from Dundalk; and fending for thofe that might be 
^iied'from Trimj I met them at KellSj the appointed Rendezvous, with 
-a Party from Drogheda^ where we made in nil eleven hundred Foot and 
one hundred afid twenty' Horfe. At Kells we took a few Prifoners that 
ivwe ndt aware of their Danger, atod amongft them one Phnket a PopiTh 
Ardi-Deacon. Pfeirt of their CMan Forc« were then near us, and fcnt 
a Drtmimer pretending to treat an Exchatnge or Ranfom of the Arch- 
. Deacon: The Drummer, as is theCuftom of (iich Fellows,. fpake much 
of the Strength and Valour of the Cavan Menj and I, that I might make 
•• little Ufe of his Errand, which was, as I conceived, rather (if he could) 
to difeover our Strength and Intentbn, than to roieem the Prifbners, 
told him, that I thought to have gone through. fFeftmeatb toward the 
County of Longford: But fincc he (pake Co much of the Number and 
Courage of the Cavan Forces near me, I would turn my Courfe that 
Way, left I might be diihonoured in feeding to decline them, for Fear 
of their lV>wcr and Ability to refift me. The Drummer appearing to be 
perpleited, becaofe his Boafting was like to bring Inconvemence upon his 
Country, not formerly intenc^^ wheiefore I mi Gather (for 1 knew it 
would hava^ Wings when it came amongflk them) that I would at leaft 
(that I might not appear to beterrify'd) lodge that Night in the County 
of CoMn^ it not being Two Miles out of my Way into the County of 
Jjmgford. And after We were all in a Readinefi to march I difmifi'd the 
Drummer, chearfol in the Apprchenfion that he had difcovercd fo much 
of my Purpofe; That Night we went Eight Miles into the County of 
Cavanj few many Rebels, but they knew their Diftance; yet at Lough 
Ramor^ in an Ifland, we lighted on the Earl of FmgaWs Two ChiWrcn, 
Thkty C* of new Piftob, witih other Good^, that CoifldnotbeYuddcn- 
¥f taken away l^rhen heded from thence. > " 

Tfcat Night, about one of the Clock, the Mbon (hinjng, we fet forth 
towards the Can>an^ came thither fcafonably n:he next Diy, and unexpos- 
ed, the Rcbefe beiig fecure on their Drumtnei^s Report that I intended 
another Way j the Town ^9m foon abandoned, and every Man (hifted for 
himfelf. The next Day the Rebels were gotten together, fought with 
us at Battybays: Afterwards at a Bridge within three Miles of BeHtirbet. 
We KHited them at both Places in one Day, took two Cajptains and feve- 
ral 
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ral other if^rifoncrs, bcfidcs mjiny of their Soldiers and fomc remarkable 1641. 
Men flain bjr us. We freed divers Engli/b that were in Reftraint among Vx-VN.^ 
them, and kill'd a Rebel as he was firing a Houfe, wherein there were 
ten Englijh fliut up ready to be burnt- 1 ftaid two Days entire in thofc 
Parts, burnt Bally bays j the Cavan^ and other Places, and then returned 
with a great Prey 5 which ferved much to the Relief of our feveral Gar- 
rifpns, in thofe Days of exceeding Wants and great Extremities. 

About the latter End of jfprily when I had prepared to fall into tht 
County of Longfordj I was fain to forfake that Defign, and to repair to 
Dublin whither I was called by his Majefty's Letter to be one of his 
Jufticcs J a Charge as far above my Expedation or Defire, as unfuitable 
to my Parts or Fortune : Yet there being a Neceffity of my Obedience, 
I framed my felf to the beft of my Capacity to advance the Publick Ser- 
vice, and finding the Army in the higheft Extremity of Want, all Ways 
and Means already fought and run through for their Support, even to the, 
felzing the Native Commodities of the Kingdom j Hides; Tallow, and 
iuch hke, taken fix>m Shipboard after the Cuftoms paid, and expo&d to 
Sale. I was wonderfully perplexed, and Sir yohn B&rlace^ hi^ Majcfty's 
other Juftice, and my felf, with the CoUhcil, daily aflembled : We Ipent 
the whole Time in fending Complaints into England^ both to King and :. 
Parliaments in the mean Time borrowinjg, taking up, and engaging the : 
whole Board for Money, and all forts of Victual and Commodities con- 
vertible to the Soldiers Relief. 

Amidft thefe Extremities his Majefty*s Letters came over, fignifying his . 
Majefty's Sorrow, and Difability to relieve us, in regard of the TrouSlc* . 
in England. All Mens Eyes were on the Parliament, but no Succours in ^. 
thofe Times arriving from thence to fupport the Forces, his Majefty per- - 
mitted a Treaty to be had with the Irifi touching a Ceflarion of Arms, . 
in cafe all other Helps were failing : Which was generally (b dUagreeing 
to the Board, that moft of them cftfired to run any Fortune and Extre- ' 
mity of famifhing, rather than yield unto it. And truly, I was fo much . 
of that Opinion, that when the Marquis of Ormonde made offer that if 
he might be advane'd loooo /• part ViAuals, part Shoes and Stockings, ^ 
and part Money, that he would immediately araw towards the Rebels, . 
and either compel them to run the Hazard .of the Fifeld, ca to forfake 
their Quarters, and leave them to the Spoil of our Soldiei-s, which might 
prove to them a future Subfiftence. And when ftbeod^re Scout and the 
reft of the Merchants of DMbUn had refufed to advance the Money upon 
the Security of all the Lands of the whole Board,, and the Cuftoms of 
Dublin^ for the Intereft of the N^Miey y I moved the Board, there being 
at that Time one and twenty Counfellours prefent, and my felf of mean-^ 
eft Fortune among thencji tnat every one for himfclf, out. of his peculiar 
_ Means 
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Means and Credit, would procure 500 /. which amongft us all would 
raife 6300 /. For even with that Sum, and fuch Means as the Marquis 
oi Ormonde ihotild procure hioilelf, he oflfer'd to undertake the Work, and 
that there fliould be no farther mention of a Ceflation amongft us. But 
this Motion of mine finding no Place, the Ceflation in (hort time began to 
be treated on, and was in Sincerity of Heart as much hindered and delay'd 
h^ me, as was in my Power % for I believ'd it would be hurtful to the 
Publick, and therefore I caft in Rubs to lengthen the Treaty, expcfting 
daily Relief and Money from England^ whither Sir 5tbomas Wharton was 
employed with the fad Stories of the Publick Miferies. Thus was the 
CdOation laid alide for a whil(^ which was afterwards renewed at Gigen*' 
fiown. 

At that time Owen O I^eal fell into our Quarters, and took feveral Ca- 
■ illcs, for want of competent Forces to oppofe him ; Whereupon, uader- 
ftandinig that Monroe with a flourifhing Army of Scots was in the County 
of jfrdmagby and in three Days March might be brought to our Affiftf 
ance^ I moved the Board to write unto him, to advance his Forces, and 
joynwith us dgairift the Common Enemy. And becaufe the Meflage 
-might be the better accepted, Colonell Crawford was employed unto him 
with the afoi-efaid Letter, and particular Advice and Penwafion from 
my felf to haften his coming. "How Colonell Crawford acquitted himfelf 
in the Difcharge of this Truft, will beft appear by Monroe^s Anfwer, who 
had formerly mtimated unto the Lord Moore his voluntary readineis to 
jpyn-with usj but now invited, and that by a Power whereunto he was 
fubordinate^ he refufed to come^ becaule the Marquis of Ormonde liad not 
iign'd the Letter fent udto him, though lie could not but be informed 
from Colonell Crawford^ that the Marquis of Orm^^^ wsis abfent upon the 
Treaty j and that the Letter couU not in Convenience of Time be tnmf- 
mitted unto him, returned, and fentf with £%pedation of that fpeec^ 
Remedy we were neceflarily to reap by it. 

Now this Hope failing, as a broken Reed hot to be rely*d on, Coloneti 
Monk was calPd from ^ood Succels in the Couftty of Wkklowy to joia 
with the Lord Moore for the Succour of Meath^ where the Loid Moore 
was unhappily flain: Yet the Expeftation of Viftual and Relk^f from 
England tLo^l^di the hafty Progrels of the. Ceflation, until the JEvcning, as 
I take it, of the nth or lith of September j a Fleet of Ships was dis- 
covered near the Harbour, to the great Joy of all honejft Hearts : But the 
next Morning, one Captain Dauske^ that was come iii with the Fleet of 
: Provifions, and had landed the Night before, returned edrly on Ship- 
board, hoifted Sail, forfook the Harbodr, and compelled' Sevfentecn Barks 
laden with Neceflkries from Liverpool and other Places, to dd the like. 
On yjhat Ground or Intelligence he did it, is yet Onknownj but this fc 
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itu^e ;and lUnlodk^d &r Acddent aimiZjed all Meo^ put the Sddien into a 1641 . 
MuciBy^;^nd drew on ^ycry unprofitable^ «dan my Appiiehcnfion, a very i^^vnj! 
dtflionourable Ccflation to be cOTcltided with the Rcbck, wfth very much 
Piflikc . of 0K>ft o£ thofe that were Aftors in the Treaty. 

Sir John Borhce^znd my (elf continued the Place of Juitices until about 
C^r{/^i»tfi following^ and then by hi&Majefty's.Diro^on deUver'd up the 
Sword Co the Marquis^ of Qrmondy and I retiring my fetf to my former 
.Charge at Dr^hed^^ bbour'djto iupport ;that Garrifbn, that in due time 
it might be lerviceable to the Crown of England. And when the Sum- 
mer following the S€$tcb Forces advanc'd into ff^efimeatb^ returned by 
our Quarters^ and lodged at Atberdse^ thoAigh they profefl; themiHves 
pppofi|:e to pui^Partgf, ^ had- 'proffer'djfomc Afts rf 
I not^forbid npr binqar^BrQiniimi^ to^ be^&ntu^ asii^me Snarlers 

at all my Aftions have uhtrufy feggpfted: Bat the Truth is^-tbeyMabcxind* 
ed in all Provifions, and ihdd' at Atberde$.. but one Night, mfomUch that 
the Drink and other Neccl&ries that fcvcmlPcirfons oi I>rogbeda\i2A pro- 
vided, could Qot come timely enough to thcpi, as was demed; .., = 
About; eight or ten Days afijcr: that thc» &i/r* Arn^yo^v^^ returned in- 
to the ^(^/^, .the;Earl-of 64^/(^*^ww/and^ GWm.Rhe:QriNikli withiall thp 
/r^ Strength, came unto ydtberd$^r andi:ptmained.]ii droie Part^ as I Ve- 
member, about Fourteen Days 1 and, durinjg the dnie of their Abode^ 
they required the Benefit of the Market, ; for. the. buyii^ of fuch Provi- 
fions^s were need^ for tbem^ and that the Town, and Garrifbn might 
^are:,JW^hich Demand agreeing ^iU) tbe^ Attid^ of <Geflki6n, tould not;

Some Oatmeal they had, and cotirfe'Btead of Beans and Peafe 
was carried forth by private Perlbns to be (old unto them. The whole 
Ql^tities aie extant m the Excsfe^Books of DrtgMok^ tht amowring in 
alt to the v:alue #f 8oq I mo& of it being in Rc^y and ^f Ifctle 'Relief to 
\h€ Irijh Army I thou^ ixluch liath.been fpolcen on thi^^objeft to tra- 
duce me, by foul Mouths, and Peribns of nnfoond Hoots^ which hath cau- 
fed me the rather thus ftr to^ infift on this Particukn . 

From that Time I continoed cooftant in my Gate and Charge, without 
iotermeddling 'in other' ASan, uiidi cemun Overtuvos of ^ Ptece ^ttc pro^ 
ppjindad by the iifi^ Party, inmv Opinion itx^ unMusil as cleAm&ive to 
the PrtKe(Utat.RdIigion, exceeding hurtfiil oo hte ^qefty'^ prefent Ser- 
vice^ and to the utter Ruin of die Engiijb Intereft hi this Kmgdom. 
. And that his Majefty might rightly underftand the Conditions of the 
Irijby aixi the Nature and Qnality or their Demands, I wite fent among 
others tinto Ob^^, with the whok MS^» of thef Trt^y, and did ^ac- 
quit my felf ^ith. that Rpcedoita ifci 'evtrf ^mdilar, •as betame the^Loyalty 
and Fidelity I owe unto my King and Country. '. And at our Return 
from OxfifTity all of us that were upon the afoieiaill Employment were 
taken at Sea, between ^aks and Ireland^ and carried Prffonerstinto Lm- 
doffj and committed to the Tower: A bad RtcoifipeMe of mj: Endea- 
vours. -Y^tl jcannte juftly compkin, becaiife foul afld '^t^ Accu&tions 
Weie exhibited a^nft rae^ which coming to be jofti^^ had W6t fo much 
as a Shad<xw dF Tiiidi. ' 

Afterwards I was dnlamd on Exchange^ and* continued my Command 
tn Ireland with the lame Duty, Zeal and Afie&ion to the Service of my 
King and Country^ as I bad formerly ddne. And in purfuance thereof, 
theCbmrniffioness ieitt: met fa^^the P^IiafeMt being wwii^ to continue 
my EmpioymcBt, I.embnu:*d it iwith'cheatfolM^ and ln*few;:b^ys puffing 
ftoni Bubtin to. Dr^luda^ vfilYi a fmall Ccmvioy of £fteen Hortei mk! as 
many more Officexs of Qiality and Valour, befides fome TraveBers and 
^Merchants, we were way-laid by near Three Hundred Rebds, choice 
Horfe^ we0 armTd and. mounted > whom noi?^tk(liaKling,^it belt^aCale 
of^!Nei:daB[t)^;wenx>ldly ehflified,^ tf^e Ca^aintMt!^ led them i and 

^ thcfCi in':the«Sdftiof the Rc^ek, » young M*i(t?a^% ^b-more 6f Mm, 
becaiife he was nry Scai) of feir Hopes; was>t6 'li^y edrtinual Sorrow un- 
fortunately llain. Afeervwdswe made good our Retreat T!ii^ Miles, lofing 
in k and th the fifftPllce of Combat thofe Eleven Men $ and wmm^ 
licttt^nafit Cdonell Tmft^ aCMtifcman of fingiJto Worth and Vsdottr. 
l!7ettl;errhall^IUbell BMchitOii^Q^t «f) fipvtb^'^lE^^^'Bea^^^

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Quali^ and Six Troopers. Tins I rdace the moreparticclarty, becaufe the 1641: 
OppoUtion they fouhd in fo iinaU a^ Party iervedcr^ly to (abate their Cou- O^VVi/ 
rage, when we met them fomc nine^>r ten uxys after, at the Battle of 
D^figM Hill. At thac Battle I |ed the Resur^-guard of the Army, and ac- 
quitted my felf in that Days Service as became mej whereof the Parlia-* 
mctit, without any Motion oic Expeftation of mite, w^e pleos'd to ta^ • 

to take £b &r Notice as to vote me 100/. A while sdR:er I fell into the 
Countr of Cavan^ took- a fi;reac Prey^ from the Rebels, burnt much of^ 
their Cora, and retum'd without the Lois of one Maq. 

In Nwmber following I had Notice^ and gave Colonel 7^^/ Advertifc- 
ment of Omen Ri^e O Neat's Preparations and March towards our Qdaf^ 
tersi and this being Satwrday in the Evening^ I fenc imfmediatdy Dire&i- 
ons that Night to the Horfe at Drogbeda and the Garrifbhs in thpfe Parts, , 
confiding of two Regiments and five Troops, to be with me at ^tim on 
Monday Morning following : And ^cordingly (even Troops came to mc, 
as the reft might have done to the Advantage of the Service, but did ic 
not at that Time. With thefe ieven Troops I followoi the Rear-guard 
of O Nfal^ iai fometiiries on his Flank, from Monday, till nttrfday fol* 
lowing, taking, and killirigr divers of his Men that were left to fire out 
Quarters > by which Means I preferved much of the Country from Spoil, 
On Thirfday in the Afternoon the reft of the Horfe cahie up to me^ and 
alfo I received a Letter from Colonel Jones^ in any cafe to joyn with him^ 
near JDuUin^ if po(I2)ly I c6uld 5 tl/hich I efibded at Donfin three Miles fronot 
jPu6li»y between tjen and eleveh>that Night. The next Morning we march'd 
after Owen Roe^ and before Night overtook him with his Army, between 
Ratothe and Garrifiown. That we then fought not with him, he being od' 
his Retreat in a kind of flying Pofture, was the Advice and Counfel of warier 
Men than my felf ; for Advantage ought not to be loft through the Fear of 
the Number of the Enemy, fince t)ie flight of the bafer Sort ferv^ to rout 
the ntioft valoions $ and we hvA, many hopeftil R&ifons to ctiake a TryaJ of at 
that Time: But Colonel ?a^i, though not ignorant of the Occahon, yet 
would not be.periVnided by mty but deky'd the Execution of it till the 
next Day, which Owen RoOj by dealing away that Night utterl]^ prevented. 
Not bog after I enter!d into the County of H^ytmatB with a conft* 
d^rafok party, of Uorfe and Foot, took in the Town of iR^^r^and anothd[^ 
Gaftle, . and burnt them ^ with feveral other Places, and abundance of Corrr 
id Store and Stack, as fiir v& Mubefamam^ infomuch that when I was re- 
turned v^ith a great Prey, the Rebels fent from MuUingar to offer them* 
(elves under Contribution. In my way to Wefimeatb Major Cadogan with^ 
a Party of Foot took in a ftron^ Houfe that befoiv the Rebellion belong- 
ed to himfelf with a Neft of fifteen or fixteen Notorious Rebels. Other 
Services were done that Journey, which, in regard iJhey met with n<>Op- 
poficio% I forbear to particularize. C c z liie 
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1641. The remainder of that Winter: 1 often fell into the Counties of Qyuan 

COTv^ and Monagbany always with Su€ce&, to the. Deftru&ion of nwny of the 

Rebels, and the gaining of confidcrable Preys : Fcwr the Want wc fiiffcrM, 

j^nd the Neccffity of our Condition,; required us to run many Hazards, 

thereby ta gain Subfiftence. 

In the Spring Colonel Mimck, drew, a Party out of the N^rtb^ march*d 
throu^ the Rebels Quarters, drove, all before him j and by. Agreement, I 
fell in on the other Side, coropaft a great Part :of the County of Cman^ 
went through the wafted Town of Cavan^ paft by BaUybays and other 
Pkccs, and met Colonel M^nck on the Borders, between the Counties 
of C^jii and Mom^an. Bety^een us we took agreat Prey from the Re- 
bels, diftyeft them in all Places where they made Oppofitibn, which was 
not confiderables inTomuch that though they loft. much. Cattle, few were 
flain in tlie defence of them. I afterwards made other Roads to the lame 
Purpofe, and ever with happy returns, 
. In 7«/y Colonel Jomi fent me two Culverins with a Party of Foot from 
puhliny to ftrenghchen thofe I ,coqld conveniently, draw Stor& t>r(igbeda 
and (he Garriibns about me, that I might be enabled to go hd^rt Bdlly" 
boe aiod other Holds and Caftles of the Rebeb, whicli much andoyed our 
Frontiers ^ and Colonel Manck drew forth a Party out of Dundalkj and 
(at down on the other fide of BaUyboe^ in the County of Momgban. The 
next Momins after my Arrival I lent. forth a Party, and took in a Caftle 
that defended a Pais on Log4fi W^ter, bet^^^oen Colond Jl/i»;y^i( and my felf. 
The Rebels in BaUyhoe were confident of their Strengdb, and comforted 
with Expedation of Relief which made them bold and Refblate to en- 
dure the Battery, and defend the Place; But when the breach appeared in 
fbme fort aflault^le, they beat a Parley ; and though we were at firft re- 
folv'd not to Hften to them, in regard of their Obftinacy, yet at lail we 
conjjqicended to forbear a little^ and h£ar their Demands 1 and thereapon 
fbme of the Officers and Soldiers app^ing more openly than formerly, in 
Confidence of the Parkv, the Rebels inftantly cave Fire upon us. Colo- 
nel Manck and my felf ftMding on the Battery ctofe together, a Bullet paft 
through one of the Culverin Ladles, and in the defcent touched my Hat, 
and fell on Colonel A/(?»^i^'s Strap of hisBuiFHailgersand Girdle, cut them 
both through, and refted in his Buff Coat without f^ho- Hurt v but Co* 
loTisA Ponfoby was fhot in the Leg, a little below .the Knee: Whereupon 
wc gave prefent Order to fill on, as we were formerly prepared to do j and 
by God's Affiflance took it by AfTault, putting all to the Sword (for the 
moft part) that were found in it, which were many, in regard mofl of 
the Rebels that inhabited thereabouts were retired thither. 

This Caftle taken^ Colonel Monck returned to Dundaik^ and I went for- 
ward to the Nabbur and Cthcq'^ Fort, both flrong Places} but upon my 

Advance. 
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Advance deferted by the Rebels, as feveral other Caftles were, or delivered 1541. 
without a Stroke, to the Nuroter of Nine, whereof moft were blown V^YN-/ 
up, the reft Garrifofa'd by me! I could have proceeded farther > but I 
had Order to return, and did fo accordingly about the Beginning of j1u» 
gujl'j, at which time there was a great Fam^ of the Marquis of Ormonde^s 
landing in Mmfter^ and feyct^ Officers tfiat had ferved under him hereto* 
fore againft the Rebels (upon no Ground that ever could appear, boi the 
Jealoufie of the Times) were fent Prifbniers into £»g/^»^/, others clapt: ia 
Prifon in the Caftle of Dublin and at Drogbeda. I was informed that the 
like Proceeding was intended agsMuft my ^ql^ and that 1 Was the firft in the ' 
Jiill to be fent over into England \ biit having the Charge of thofe Forces 
abroad, the Time was not then feafonable? Whereupon I wrote to Golor 
nel j ones J that I underftood I was drawn into (ulpicion' through fbifie 
malicious Reprefentation. of me m England ^^ and therefore that I mighr 
not be prejudicial to him and the Service of Ireland^ ;nor. receive fo Jwd a 
Recompence of my many Hazards and faithful Endeavours againft the Re* 
bels in this War, as to be made an undefcrvicd Prifoner, I craved hisrLi- 
cenfe to go over into Englandyr th^t if any Crime could be laid uitto jmy 
Charge, I would be there ready to clear my felf, or undergo the Ptmifh- 
mem proper for it : Which Colonel Jones granted. 

Andaltnpugh at my coming to London I had Liberty from the Council 
of State to return to my Comm^d, yet becaute the Times were full o£ 
Jealou&s, and ttat Ivris not alike grounded in* all Mens Opinions (for* 
fomebu(ine& of mine being debated in the Hqufe, it appeiar'd there were 
many that had a prejudicate Opinion of me) I therefore freely. riepofed my 
Arms, and forfook my Employment. 

I have not written this to glorify my felf,. but to leave you, my dearly* 
Beloved, thdfe few Memorials of' my Aftions, wherein it jHeafed God to 
ufe me inflrumentally, that you may the better frame your Addreis to the 
lawful Favour of thofe that have Power to afljft you in the Recovery ot 
my ieveral Disburfements made for the Army, and my Perfonal Arrears. 
But look not on them, my Dear^ as a large hnd precidus Lega^ 5 nor dp' 
not murmur or repine, though your Suits and juft Defires arc rg^fted.:^ 
For God is AUrfiifficiqot,' on \fliiom aliwie I befcech you and yoiir Family 
wholly to depend, making that the/ole.End pf yotirtJBufirieifeito foar him,i 
and ke^ his Commandments; So fhall you be fure^ ift all Conditiom and 
Eftates, to find Content here, and Et«Tial Felicity hereaft©-, which God . 
grant us all. The laft Petition of . . .

THE SE are to make known and pubUJb to all bis Majejlfsgood SuhjeSls in 
this Kingdom i^/ Ireland, that there is a Difcovery made to us the Lords Ju-^ 
ftices and Council f of a mofi dijloyal and detefiable Conjfiracy intended by fome evil 
affeSled Irifh Papilb, againft the lives of C/j, the Lords Juftices andCouncily and 
many others of bis Majeftfs faithful SubjeSs univerfally throughout this Kingdom^ 
and for the feizing not only of his Majefiy^s Cajlle of Dublin, His Majeftfs prin^ 
cipalFort here^ but alfo of the other Fortifications in this Kingdom: Jnd feeing 
by the great Goodnefs and abundant mercy of jlbnigbty God to His Majefty and this 
State and Kingdom^ thofe wicked Con/piracies are brought to Ughtj and fome of 
the Confpirators committed to the Caftle ^Dublin, by Us^ by bis Majtftfs jfuthori'^ 
ty^foas thofe wicked and damnable Plots are now difappointed in the chief Parts 
thereof: JVe therefore have thought fit hereby not only to make it pubUckly knowuj 
for the Comfort of his Maieftfs good and loyal SubjeSs in all parts of the King-- 
dom^ but alfo hereby to require them that they do with all Confidence and Chear* 
fulnefs betake themfelves to their own Defence^ and ftand upon their Guards fo 
to render the more Safety to themfelves and all the Kingdom befides^ and that 
they advertife Us with all poffible fpeed of all Occursfces which may concern the 
Peace and Safety of the Kingdom^ and now to fbew fuUy that Faith and 
Loyalty^ which they have always fhmm for the piilick jervices of the Crown 
and Kingdom^ which IVe will value to His Majefty accordit^y^ and a fpecial 
Memory thereof will be retained for their advantage indueitme: And We re*

ON Tuefday Fehr. n. the Lord Mac-Guire was agsun ^rought to the 
King's-Bench Bar, whpre he made a Motion that his Plea of Peer- 
age might oe referred to another Court.

Ser. JVhitfield. We know not for what End this Motion is, imd wc 
know this, that this is. no time for mv Lord to make this Requeft^ for 
you know how far we have proceeded : he hath been arraigned, and indifi^- 
cd of high Treaibn, and one Jury he challenged, the other is returned, fp 
as now he is in the Way of his Tryal> we are now^ to proceed with fiich 
Evidence as we have, to prolecute inftantly. We do not deiire this, to be 
^produced ^;ain, and if it be^ we know not |i6w it could be material cmc 
way or^ other. 

After this the Lord Mac-Guire further urged the Court to the former 
Purpofe: to which it was anfwered, that he was then brought to his 
. Tryal as a Prifoner upon the Indiftment, and that both the Lords and 
Commons had approved of the Opinion of the Court therein.

Here lies no fiich Appeal here, you arc out of the Eccle- 
fiaflical Court, there is no fiich Plea here ^ you are now upon the niiddle of 
your Tiyal, we defire you may go on, you have challenged 23. of the 
Jury already. 

Judge. We have no fiich Courfe in the Common Law 5 if a Man will 
Appe^ from me, I cannot let him Appeal to any Man.

Upon his challenging of thefe^ which being added to the reft, make ^f 
m aU, the other Jury being about to be called, the Lord Mac-Guire moved : 

Mae. Under Favour, I conceive^ that my Lands being fequeflred, thole 
Men that have bought my Lands, (hould not pais upon my Tryal$ and 
th<!refor<^ I defire they may make Anfwer to it upon Oath, whether any 
of them have adventured or no. 

Ser. fPhitfieU. To defire, that a whole Juiy may be demanded fiich a 
Queflion upon their Oath, is that that hatn not been known. If my 
'L6rd Mac'Guire have Caufe now againft any, he hath run out the Liberty 
which the Lajj^ gave him, to challenge jf peremptorily. Now if he 
fliould challenge any more, he mufl make a particular Challenge to every 
particular Man that comes to be fwom, and he muft have fuch a Cbal- 
fenge notwithflanding as is warrantable by Law ; but this general Challenge 
is not warrantable by Law, and if it were particular, it were not warrant* 
able neither. 

Ser. Roll. If you will challenge any more, the Law docs not debar 
you to Ihew Caufe. 

Mac. I conceive, that any ^ that have given Money for Ireland for my 
Deflru&ion, ought not to pals againft mt. 

Ser. fn?it. This is for thr King, this is for no particular Perfbn what- 
fbcver-^ 

Mac. I befecch you hear me in it. Judgjs^ 
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Judff. You know xhis, that the Kinjg cannot grant it without the 
Copfpnt of both Houfo, and in this C^ it may be put to the Jury to 
|ry upon their Oath. Thus far I fhall agree, that if any of this Jury be 
to have any^ particcd^r Benefit in Ireland^ of Land or Goods by his At-» 
taidder, it is good > but it his Lands come to the ¥jr^ and that the 
Kin^is no Way bound to give it to any of them^ it is no Cfi^lenge: 
liopfc the^ StatAite. 

M. Pryme. Under Favour, Mr. JutticcBacon^ it doth not appear to the 
Court that the Prifoner hath any Lands or Goods m Ireland ^ and tbereforqf 
ISO fuch Qgeftion is to be demanded of the jury. 

Judge. You may iQake needlels Difputes upon it.
